1st.  The  Councibshall  be  opened  every  day  with  prayer. 

2d.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  nor  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

3d  When  ally  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address 
himself  to  the  President,  and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  under 
debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

4th.  If  any  member  in  speaking,  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules 
of  the  Council,  tho  President  shall,  or  any  member  may  call  him  to 
order ;  in  which  case,  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately 
take  his  se&t,  unless  permitted  to  explain,  and  the  Council  shall,  if 
appealed  to,  decide  on  the  case,  but  without  debate ;  and,  if  there  be 
no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  Chair  shall  be  submitted  to.  If  the 
decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  lib- 
erty to  proceed  ;  if  otherwise,  and  tho  case  require  it,  he  shall  be 
liable  to  the  censure  of  the  Council. 

5th.  When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise  at  once,  the  Presi* 
dent  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

6th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question 
without  leave  of  tha  Council,  nor  more  than  once,  until  every  member 
choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

7th.  While  the  President  is  putticg  any  question,  or  addressing  the 
Council,  none  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  house  ;  nor  in  such  case, 
nor  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  entertain  private  discourse  ;  nor 
whilst  a  member  is  speaking  shall  pass  between  him  and  the  Chair. 

8th.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which  h^ 
is  immediately  and  particularly  interested,  nor  in  any  case  where  he  was 
not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

9th.  Upon  a  division  and  count  of  the  Council  on  any  question,  no 
member  without  the  limits  allotted  as  seats  of  the  members  shall  be 
counted. 

10th.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  the  question  is 
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{»nt  slial!  ;;ivo  hi??  vote,  miioss  llio  (':«niicil,  for  .^jcci-il  reason,  shall 
excuse  him. 

lltb.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  i.  shall  he  .stated  by 
the  President,  or,  being  in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Chair,  and 
read  aloud  by  the  Secretary  before  debute. 

12th.  Every  motion  shall  le  reduced  to  writing  if  the  President  or 
aoy  member  shall  require  it. 

13th.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  President,  or  read  by  the  Sec- 
retary, it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Council,  but  may 
be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  decision  or  amendment. 

14th.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table  lor  the  previous  queshion,  to  postpone 
indeficitely  or  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit  to  u  Committee,  or  to 
amend ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  they 
stand  arranged. 

15th.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be 
decided  withoat  debate. 

I6tfa.  The  previons  question  shall  be  in  this  form  :  '^  Shall  the  main 
question  be  now  put?"  It  shall  be  admitted  only  when  demanded  by 
a  majority  of  th3  members  present;  and,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  pre- 
olnde  all  amendments  and  farther  delmte  on  the  main  question. 

17th.  On  the  previous  question  there  shall  be  no  debate. 

18th.  When  a  question  is  decided  by  the  Council,  or  is  postponed 
indelinitely,  the  same  shall  not  be  acted  upon  again  during  the  session 
irithout  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Idth.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  question  where  the 
flense  will  admit  of  it,  but  a  question  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be 
deemed  indivisible. 

20th.  No  new  motion  or  proposition  shall  be  admitted,  under  color 
of  amendment,  as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  or  proposition  under 
debate. 

21st.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried,  in  the  affirma- 
tive or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority 
J/o  move  a  reconsideration  thereof  on  the  same  or  next  day. 

22d.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Coun- 
cil unless  he  has  leave,  or  bo  dck,  and  unable  to  attend. 

23d.  The  President  shall,  at  his  discretion,  select  suitable  seats  with- 
out the  limits  of  those  pews  allotted  for  the  use  of  members,  which  shall 
be  appropriated  to  the  exclusive  accommodation  of  visiting  clergymen, 
ud^candidates  for  orders,  who  may  be  invited  by  the  Rector  or  War- 
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dens  of  the  Church  in  which  the  meetings  of  the  Council  are  held, 
under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Council;  it  heing expected 
that  those  to  whom  such  seats  -are  appropriated  will  confine  themselves 
t3  the  same. 

24th.  No  spectator  shall,  during  the  daily  sessions  of  the  Council,  he 
admitted  above  or  within  the  pews  allotted  to  the  members  of  the 
Council;  and  it  is  expectel  and  hoped  that  not  only  the  spectators  will 
attend  to  this  regulation,  b  ;t  that  the  Rector  and  Wardens  of  the 
Church  in  which  the  sessions  of  the  Council  are  held,  will  see  that  this 
rale  of  order  is  not  violated. 

25th.  There  shall,  not  later  thtin  i\\c  second  day  of  the  Council,  be 
appointed  by  the  President,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Council, 
the  following  Standing  Committees,  to  consist  of  an  equal  number  of 
each  order: 

A  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
the  Address  of  the  Bishop  on  the  opening  of  the  Council. 

A  Committee  on  the  Fund  for  th#  Support  of  Widows  and  Orphans 
of  Deceased  Clergymen. 

A  Committee  on  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

A  Committee  on  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary 
Society. 

A  Committee  on  Parochial  Reports. 

A  Committee  en  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

A  Committee  of  Elections. 

A  Committee  of  Finance,  consisting  of  laymen. 

26th.  The  credentials  of  the  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  handed  in  to 
the  Secretary,  and  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  one  clerical  and  two 
lay  members,  which  shall  report  who  are  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Council :  and  if  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  the  right  of  any  delegate  to 
his  seat,  the  same  thall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Elections,  to 
be  by  the  said  Committee  forthwith  examined  into  and  reported  upon 
to  the  Council. 

27th.  When  three  members  require  it,  the  vote  on  all  questions 
shall  be  by  ayes  and  noes. 

28th.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

29th.  The  business  first  in  order,  after  the  organization  of  the 
Council,  shall  be  the  appointment  of  a  Treasurer  pro  tempore,  when  the 
Treasurer  is  not  a  member  of  the  Council ;  reading  the  Pastoral

Morning  prayer  and  sermon  being  ended,  the  Holy  Communion  was 
administered  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  assisted  by  Rt.  Rev.  John 
Payne,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Africa.

The  undersigned,  appointed  jointly  with  C.  F.  Lee,  Esq.,  by  the  last 
annual  Council,  to  inquire  into  the  state  of  the  fund  for  disabled  cler- 
gymeui  respectfully  reports  that  he  finds  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  George  D. 
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Fishery  Treasurer  of  said   fund,  sundry  certificates  of  Yirginia  State 

stock  amounting  to $7,487.50 

Frederick  county  stock 250.00 

Merchants'  and  Mechanics'  Bank  of  Wheeling 300.00 

in  all $8,037.50 

This  amount  was  in  the  possession  of  the  former  Treasurer,  the  late 
D.  W.  Barton,  Esq.,  and  was  handed  over  to  Mr.  Fisher  previous  to  the 
annual  Council  of  1864.  The  interest  thereon,  and  various  contribu- 
tions, were  then  invested  in  Confederate  State  stock,  which  is  now 
without  value. 

The  undersigned  recommends  that  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to 
invest  whatever  interest  may  have  already  accrued  on  this  '^Fund," 
and  whatever  dividends  he  may  hereafter  collect,  in  the  stock  of  the 
State  of  Virginia,  until  otherwise  ordered  by  this  Council.

necessary  in  their  judgment  to  be  made. 

To  strike  out  therefrom  the  word  "  Confederate"  wherever  it  occurs, 
and  to  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  ^'  United."

The  Bishop  then  read  his  annual  address. 
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May  20^  1866. — The  first  Sunday  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
Council,  in  Grace  Church,  Alexandria,  I  admitted  the  Rev.  Randolph 
H.  MoKim  to  Priest's  orders.  The  Rev.  Joshua  Peterkin,  D.  D.,  read 
the  morning  service.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  C.  Colton, 
D.  D.  The  Rev.  W.  Sparrow,  D.  D.,  presented  the  candidate.  All 
united  in  the  imposition  of  hands. 

In  conformity  with  notice  given  some  weeks  before,  I  proceeded  to 
eomplete  the  visitation  of  the  Western  portion  of  the  Diocese. 

June  1. — I  preached  in  the  Church  at  Fairmont,  Marion  county,  and 
as  this  Church  was  without  a  minister,  I  officiated  there  again  the  next 
morning.  Since  my  visit,  the  congregation  has,  I  am  thankful  to  say, 
engaged  part  of  the  time  of  thi  Rey.  J.  Woods,  of  Moundsville. 

June  3. — I  officiated  in  Wheeling,  both  morning  and  night.  The 
congregation  of  St.  Matthew's  had  recently  disposed  of  their  building 
with  a  view  to  the  erection  of  a  larger  one,  in  a  more  convenient 
location,  and,  as  the  building  which  had  been  occupied  by  St.  John's 
congregation  had  also  been  sold,  we  were  for  the  time  without  a  house 
of  worship .  in  the  city  of  Wheeling.  The  corner-stone  of  the  new 
Church  for  St.  Matthew's  congregation  has  since  been  laid  and  the 
work  is  so  far  advanced,  that  its  consecration  may  be  effected  at  an 
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early  day.  For  the  services  of  the  morning,  onr  Baptist  friends  who 
had  purchased  St.  Matthew's  Church,  kindly  loaned  it  to  us,  and  I 
preached  there  and  confirmed  thirty-two  persons. 

It  was  not  without  a  feeling  of  sadness  that  I  now  officiated  for  the 
last  time  in  that  spacious  and  substantial  Church,  which,  some  thirty 
years  ago,  was  erected  to  accommodate  the  congregation,  then  rapidly 
increasing,  under  the  faithful  labours  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Armstrong. 
In  the  first  years  of  our  ministry,  we  had  been  pleasantly  associated  in 
Frederick  county,  Maryland,  as  rectors  of  adjoining  parishes.  And, 
subsequently,  when  we  had  both  removed  to  this  Diocese,  I  had  again 
and  again  shared  his  joy,  as  the  arrival  of  the  Confirmation  season 
brought  the  fruits  of  his  diligence  and  fidelity  around  the  chancel  of 
that  commodious  Church,  to  be  sealed  for  the  Master's  service.  Those 
sacred  scenes  had  imparted  a  peculiar  interest  to  the  place,  and} 
however  politic  the  disposal  of  it  may  prove,  made  it  impossible  for 
some  to  part  with  it  without  a  painful  struggle.  May  God  in  His 
mercy  so  fill  the  new  House  with  His  Glory,  that  in  comparison  of  its 
the  first  House  will  be  as  nothing  in  our  eyes — and  may  He  continue 
to  crown  the  ministrations  of  His  servants  with  such  success  that  its 
capacity  will  be  insufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  the  worshippers, 
and  frequent  colonization  render  necessary  the  erection  of  new  edifices, 
till  they  beautify  and  bless  every  section  of  the  city. 

At  night  the  Presbyterian  Church  was  offered  for  our  use,  and  I 
preached  there  to  a  large  and  serious  audience. 

June  4. — I  preached  at  Moundsville  and  confirmed  12. 

June  5. — Accompanied  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Addison  and  Woods,  I 
proceeded  by  way  of  Steubenville,  where  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gillette  joined 
us,  to  St.  John's  Church,  Brooke  county,  and  preached  there.  As  the 
Church  was  without  a  minister,  and  the  notice  of  my  visit  had  been 
late  in  reaching  them,  there  were  no  candidates  for  confirmation.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Webb,  of  Ohio,  has,  as  he  informed  me,  engaged  to  officiate 
part  of  his  time  for  this  congregation. 

June  6. — Was  occupied  in  passing  from  Wheeling  to  Parkersburg. 

June  7. — Accompanied  by  Rev.  W.  L.  Hyland,  I  rode  some  twenty 
miles  to  the  Church  at  Cow  Creek,  where  I  preached,  and  returned  the 
same  evening  to  Parkersburg. 

June  8. — I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Parkersburg,  and  confirmed  7. 

June  9. — Accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hyland,  I  proceeded  to 
Point  Pleasant.  Here  we  have  some  earnest  members  who  are  very 
anxious  to  be  supplied  with  stated  services.    As  yet  we  have  no  Church 
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of  our  own  at  the  Point,  but  are  kindly  accommodated  by  our  Methodist 
brethren,  who  loan  us  their  House  of  worship,  when  needed  by  our 
people. 

June  10. — I  preached  at  Point  Pleasant  in  the  morning,  and  at 
night  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hyland,  I  again  addressed  the 
congregation. 

June  12. — ^Was  occupied  in  reaching  Charleston,  Kanawha,  where  I 
preaohed  at  night. 

June  13. — The  Salines — Here  our  house  of  worship  was  destroyed 
dnriog  the  war,  and  we  were  again  indebted  to  our  Methodist  brethren 
for  the  building  in  which  our  services  were  conducted.  I  baptised  six 
infants  and  confirmed  four  persons. 

At  night  I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Charleston,  and  con- 
firmed 18. 

June  14. — Coalsmouth.  Here  also  our  Church  building  was  entirely 
mined  during  the  war.  The  people  assembled  in  a  private  house,  where 
I  preached  and  confirmed  2. 

It  was  the  residence  of  the  late  Col.  Frank  Thompson,  then  recently 
deceased,  whose  Christian  life  and  labors  had  rendered  him  a  noble 
example  and  eminent  blessing  to  the  community  and  Church  with 
which  he  was  connected,  and  which  I  found  in  much  sorrow  for  their 
great  bereavement. 

The  congregation  here  and  at  the  Salines  might  be  advantageously 
served  by  one  minister,  and  at  both  places  they  expressed  great  desire 
to  be  soon  supplied,  but  with  every  effort,  I  have  been  unable  to  gratify 
their  pious  wish. 

In  the  afternoon  I  returned  to  Charleston,  and  at  night,  in  connection 
with  services  conducted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Hyland,  I  baptized  one  adult  and 
one  infant. 

June  15. — At  7  A.  M.,  I  held  a  special  service  in  St.  John's  Church 
and  confirmed  two  persons. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Jacobs,  the  rector  of  St.  John's  and  the  only  resident 
minister  of  the  Church  throughout  the  portion  of  the  Diocese  West  and 
South  of  the  Little  Kanawha,  was  then  detained  in  Alexandria  by 
sickness,  which  has  since  led  to  his  resignation  of  the  parish.  In  his 
absence  the  Rev.  W.Thompson,  of  Gallipolis,  kindly  consented  to  visit 
the  Churches  in  Kanawha  county  and  prepare  them  for  such  Episcopal 
services  as  might  be  desired.  I  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge 
bis  frequent  and  useful  ministrations,  which  were  very  acceptable  to 
the  congregations  and  highly  appreciated  by  myself. 
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After  the  early  service  in  St.  John's,  I  took  passage  down  the  river 
to  lueet.my  nextuppointment,  T^rhich  was  in  the  vicinity  of  Oayandottei 
where  at  the  Marshall  Academy,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thompkins,  of  the  Diocese 
of  Kentucky,  occasionally  officiated.  After  a  tedious  trip  I  was  lainded 
on  the  evening  of  the  1 6th  near  the  place  of  my  destination,  was  soon 
hospitably  received  and  refreshed  by  the  kind  friends  to  whom  I  was 
oommended. 

June  17. — The  next  morning  (Sunday)  to  our  great  dxsappointibent, 
a  heavy  rain,  which  commenced  early  and  continued  the  day  through, 
prevented  the  attendance  of  many  who  desired  to  be  present.  At  the 
usual  hour  I  preached  and  confirmed  two,  one  of  whom  I  had  baptised 
in  connection  with  the  previous  service. 

It  was  now  necessary  for  me  to  avail  myself  of  the  first  boat  that 
passed,  or  I  might  not  be  in  time  for  my  next  appointment.  Twelve 
tedious  hours  in  a  small  house  on  the  bank  of  the  Ohio  were  passed  in 
waiting  for  a  boat.  The  next  morning  at  half  past  1  o'clock  the  signal 
was  heard,  and  in  the  dark  through  rain  and  mud,  we  made  our  way  to 
the  landing  which  I  could  not  have  reached  but  for  the  arm  and 
guidance  of  Dr.  Buffington,  whose  kind  and  valuable  services  are  held 
in  grateful  remembrance. 

June  18. — At  night,  and  also  the  next  morning,  I  read  the  service 
and  preached  at  Kavenswood.  On  thje  first  occasion  I  baptized  two 
children  and  on  the  second  I  confirmed  one  person.  Since  my  visit  in 
November  last,  the  little  band  of  church  people  here,  had,  mnoh  to 
their  credit,  repaired  the  damage  which  their  building  had  sustained 
during  the  war,  and  we  were  now  privileged  to  worship  again  in  our 
own  Church. 

June  22. — I  preached  at  Front  Royal,  Warren  county,  and  confirmed 
14.  Here  again  the  building  which  had  been  wantonly  injured  and 
profaned,  I  found  sufficiently  restored  to  be  occupied,  and  I  trust  is  now 
in  good  condition  again. 

June  24. — In  the  morning  I  preached  at  Smithfield,  and  confirmed 
five.  After  the  morning  services,  I  acoompained  the  Rev.  Br.  Andrews 
to  Shepherdstown,  where,  at  night,  I  confirmed  seven  in  Trinity 
Church. 

Juue  28. — I  prjached  in  Christ,  Church  Charlottsville,  and  con- 
firmed 39. 

July  2. — I  started  for  Williamsburg,  intending  to  visit  the  parishes  on 
tide- water  between  James  and  Potomac  rivers.  On  leaving  home  I 
was  bo  unwell  that  I  doubted  whether  I  would  not  have  to  retnm. — 
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When  I  reached  Alexandria,  finding  myself  disabled  for  public  services, 
I  at  once  made  my  way  home  to  be  sick  under  my  own  roof. 

July  11. — I  was  sufficiently  restored  to  resume  my  official  duties, 
and  hastened  via  Baltimore  to  take  up  the  line  of  my  remaining  appoint- 
ments in  the  Northern  Neck. 

July  14. — Was  the  day  for  service  at  White  Chapel,  Lancaster 
county.  At  nine  and  a  balf  A.M.,  I  reached  the  wharf,  within  a  mile 
or  two  of  the  Church.  I  was  now  informed  that  the  worthy  rector,  no 
doubt  from  the  best  motives,  had  changed  my  appointment  at  White 
Chapel  to  the  day  preceding,  when  a  congregation  had  assembled,  and  a 
number  of  candidates  for  confirmation  were  in  waiting — and  that,  for 
the  day  then  passing,  an  appointment  had  been  made  for  me  fifteen 
miles  distant  at  Northumberland  Court  House,  which  I  had  no  intention 
of  visiting,  and  could  not  now  reach  in  time  for  service.  Thus  foiled 
in  my  arrangement  for  White  Chapel,  nothing  remained  but  to  pass  on 
ap  the  river  so  as  to  be  in  reach  of  my  appointment  for  the  next 
morning  at  Richmond  Court  House.  With  this  view  I  landed  at 
Tappahannock. 

July  15. — The  next  morning  I  crossed  the  river  to  Mount  Airy,  from 
whence  I  was  in  due  time  conveyed  by  Mr.  G.  Tayloe  to  the  Church, 
where  I  preached  and  confirmed  17. 

In  the  afternoon,  at  the  request  of  the  rector,  I  baptized  two  infants 
at  Mount  Airy. 

July  17. — The  Rev.  Mr.  Ward,  with  whom  I  spent  the  night, 
conveyed  me  to  Yocomico  Church.  This  venerable  building,  in  which  I 
preached,  has  suffered  with  others,  and  is  much  dilapidated. 

July  18. — I  preached  at  Nomini  and  confirmed  5. 

July   19. — I  preached  at  Westmoreland  C.  H.,  and  confirmed  4. 

July  20. — I  preached  at  Oak  Grove  and  confirmed  5. 

July   21. — At   King   George    C.  H.,  I   preached  and  confirmed  12. 

July  22. — I  preached  in  St.  Paul's,  King  George  county. 

July  29. — I  preached  at  Warrenton  and  confirmed  26. 

July  30. — I  preached  at  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Culpeper  C.  H.,  and 
Gonfirmed . 

At  night  I  preached  again  at  the  same  Church. 

July  31. — I  preached  in  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Orange  Court  House, 
and  confirmed . 

August  1 . — I  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Albemarle,  and  confirmed  1 L 

August  2. — I  preached  in  St  Paurs,  Albemarle,  and  confirmed  7. 

August  3. — I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Albemarle,  and  confirmed—.

AnguBt  4. — I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Nelson,  and  confirmed  11. 

Angost  5. — I  preached  in  the  Chapel  in  the  same  parish  and  con- 
firmed 6. 

August  6. — I  preached  in  the  Church  in  New  Glasgow,  Amherst  county^ 
and  confirmed  4. 

August  7. — I  preached  at  Amherst  Court  House,  and  confirmed  5. 

August  9. — I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Campbell  county,  and 
confirmed  2. 

August  11. — In  St.  John's  Church,  Liberty,  I  preached  morning  and 
night  and  baptized  an  adult. 

August  12. — I  preached  at  the  same  Church  and  confirmed  47,  a 
larger  number  than  formed  the  congregation  when  I  first  visited  it. 
This  was  a  memorable  scene.  The  congregation  were  affected  to  tears, 
and  at  times  the  emotion  was  so  great  that  I  could  scarcely  proceed 
with  the  service.  This  rich  harvest,  which  gladdened  the  heart  of  the 
minister,  was  the  result,  under  God's  blesbing,  of  a  series  of  morning 
meetings,  during  the  previous  season,  where  the  only  means  employed 
were  the  services  furnished  by  our  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  followed 
by  a  short  exposition  of  some  portion  of  God's  Word. 

August  13. — I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Roanoke  county,  and 
confirmed  5. 

August  14. — At  Salem,  in  a  Church  loaned  to  us  by  our  Baptist  friends, 
I  preached  and  confirmed  10.     This  parish  is  now  vacant. 

August  15. — At  Central  Depot,  a  missionary  station,  where  Rev.  L. 
Wharton  officiated,  I  preached  and  confirmed  I . 

August  17. — In  St.  John's,  Wytheville,  I  preached  morning  and  night 
and  confirmed  8. 

August  18. — At  '^  the  Meadows,"  near  Abingdon,  I  baptized  an 
infant. 

August  19. — In  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Abingdon,  I  preached  morning 
and  night,  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  and  confirmed  21. 

August  20. — I  preached  at  Goodson  on  the  Tennessee  Line  and 
confirmed  3. 

Our  friends  there  are  engaged  in  the  erection  of  a  Church,  and  I 
hope  will  not  be  long  without  the  privileges  of  the  sanctuary. 

August  26. — In  Christ  Church,  Alaxandria,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Bev. 
Charles  M.  Callaway,  of  Baltimore,  I  admitted  Armstead  H.  Currie  to 
the  order  of  Deacons. 

October  3. — In  St.  John's  Church,  New  York,  I  preached  the  sermon 
at   the   Conseoration  of    the    Kev.    Channing   Moore    Williams^   and 
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jomed  in  the  imposition  of  hands,  hy  which  he  was  admitted  to  the 
Episcopate,  and  separated  specially  for  the  work  of  a  Bishop  in  China 
and  Japan. 

This  consecration  was  of  peculiar  interest  to  the  Church  in  Virginia 
in  which  he  was  born  and  nurtured,  and,  under  God's  blessing,  educated 
to  a  meetnes^s  for  the  ministry,  and  ordained  to  the  office  of  Deacon, 
and  then  of  Priest,  that  he  might  preach  the  precious  Gospel  to  '*  the 
people  sitting  in  darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death."  It  was  most 
gTifttifying  te  find  that  by  his  diligence  and  faithfulness  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duties  he  had  so  commended  himself  to  the  confidence  and 
affection  of  his  brethren  at  home,  that  on  the  death  of  the  lamented 
Boone,  he  was  at  once  and  unanimously  designated  as  his  successor,  and 
recalled  from  Japan,  to  receiTc  a  more  responsible  commission,  and  for 
a  more  extended  territory.  I  do  most  affectionately  commend  our 
worthy  and  devoted  brother  and  our  long  known  and  well  beloved  the 
Bishop  of  Africa,  both  of  whom  we  are  most  happy  to  have  with  us  00 
this  interesting  occasion,  to  your  prayerful  sympathy,  and  generous 
support,  and  trust  that  our  personal  regards  for  them  will  be  the  means 
of  deepening  our  interest  in  their  particular  missions,  and  of  animating 
OS  to  greater  zeal  and  activity  in  the  glorious  work  of  which  they  are 
but  a  part — the  work  for  which  our  Blessed  Lord  poured  out  His  soul  unto 
death,  and  now  ever  liveth  in  Heaven  to  carry  on  to  its  completion. 

October  6. — On  my  way  from  New  York,  I  visited  West  River,  Md., 
and  preached  in  St.  James  Church,  under  the  care  of  the  Uev.  J.  C. 
McCabe,  and  then  hastened  to  Virginia  to  enter  upon  a  visitation  of  th^ 
Churches  between  the  Eappahannock  and  James  Rivers,  and  east  of 
the  Railroad,  including  those  on  the  Northern  Neck,  which  I  had  bden 
prevented  from  reaching  in  July. 

An  extraordinary  fall  of  rain  which  deluged  the  country,  carrying 

away  the  bridges,  and  for  several  days  interrupting  travel,  arrested  me 

on  my  way  to  Grace  Church,  Caroline.     After  waiting  for  two  or  three 

days  in   vain  for   the    resumption  of    travel   on  the  usual  route   by 

Fredericksburg,  and  finding  it  impossible  to  reach  Port  Royal,  Vawters, 

and  St.   Paul's   in    time  for  my  appointments,  I  took  the   route  by 

Baltimore,  the  Buy,  and  up  the  Rappahannock,  to  the  lower  part   of 

Essex  county. 
Oct.  18 — I  preached  morning  and  night  in  St.  John's  Church,  Tappa- 

hannock,  and  confirmed  14. 
Oct.  20. — Having  crossed  the  river  the  day  before,  I  preached  in 

White  Chapel,  Lancaster  county,  and  confirmed  5. 
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Oct.  21. — I  preached  in  the  Church  at  Kilmarnock. 

Oct.  22. — I  preached  in  Christ  Church  and  confirmed  5. 

After  service,  in  an  open  hoat,  with  a  heavy  sea,  we  ran  some  twentj 
miles  up  the  Rappahannock,  and  crossed  to  Urhanna. 

Oct.  23. — I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Middlet>ex,  and  confirmed  6 

Oct.  24. — The  next  morning,  the  hlow  continuing,  I  crossed  the 
Pianketank  in  a  small  hatteau,  and  was  met  by  Mr.  Grabau,  who  cod< 
veyed  me  in  his  carriage,  to  his  house  near  Matthews  C.  U.,  where  ] 
was  his  guest,  and  kindly  cared  for  during  the  two  days  of  my  Borricei 
in  the  county. 

Oct.  25. — In  Kingston  Church,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  2. 

Oct.  26. — In  Trinity  Church,  I  preached  and  confirmed  4. 

The  churches  in  Matthews  and  Middlesex  arc  still  vacant,  anc 
inquire  anxiously  for  some  one  to  ofiiciate  for  them.  The  Sunday- 
School,  so  successfully  organized  by  their  late  rector,  continues  t< 
flourish  through  the  sealous  efforts  of  several  active  members  of  th< 
Church. 

Oct.  27. — I  preached  in  Ware  Church,  Gloucester  county. 

Oct.  28. — I  preached  again  in  the  same  Church  and  confirmed  21. 

Most  men,  with  half  the  bodily  infirmities  of  the  venerable  rector  ol 
this  parish,  would  have  long  since  been  on  the  list  of  those  retired  bj 
disability,  but  with  a  resolution  unaffected  by  such  hindrances,  an<i 
with  a  uniform  cheerfulness,  rarely  enjoyed  by  those  whose  frame  and 
fortune  have  never  been  impaired,  he  keeps  the  pulpit  supplied,  '^  eati 
his  meat  with  gladness  and  singleness  of  heart,  praising  God,  and 
having  favor  with  all  the  people.''  And  I  am  thankful  to  report  hon 
^<  the  Lord  is  adding  to  the  Church''  such  as  we  may  hope  ^^  shall  be 
saved." 

Oct.  29.— Again,  in  a  gale  of  wind,  I  crossed  the  York  river  in  a 
small  boat,  and  from  the  landing  walked  into  Williamsburg. 

Oct.  30. — I  preached  in  the  Church  of  Bruton  parish  and  con- 
firmed 25. 

November  1. — I  preached  in  Mapsico  Church,  in  which,  though  ninoh 
iu  need  of  further  repairs,  services  were  now  conducted  for  the  fitst 
time  since  the  war,  and  confirmed  6. 

Nov.  2. — I  proceeded  to  City  Point,  where  I  found  nothing  but  th^ 
walls  and  roof  of  a  Church,  which  had  been  desecrated  beyond  dcscrip. 
tion.  Not  a  public  room  could  be  procured  for  our  services.  The  next 
day,  however,  notice  was  circulated,  and  a  number  of  our  people, 
joined  by  the  family  from   Shirley,  assembled  at  the  residence  of  Dr. 
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Eppes.  The  Bet.  Hf.  Gibscfn,  who  came  down  from  Petersburg  to 
aasiBt  me,  read  prayers.  I  baptized  the  infant  child  of  our  host  and 
after  an  address  confirmed  one  person. 

Nov.  4. — In  Grace  Church,  Richmond,  I  preached  in  the  morning 
and  confirmed  12«  At  night  I  preached  in  St.  Mark's  and  con- 
firmed 15. 

JNov.  6. — I  preached  in  Immanuel  church,  Hanover,  and  confirmed  12. 

Not.  6. — I  preached  in  St.  Paul's,  Hanover,  and  confirmed  4. 

Betuming  the  same  evening  to  Richmond,  I  took  the  cars  at  midnight, 
and  reached  New  York  on  the  evening  of  the  7th,  for  the  purpose  of 
being  present  at  the  Anniversary  of  the  Evangelical  Knowledge  Society^ 
with  which  from  its  organization  I  had  been  associated,  and  the  distinc- 
tive principles  of  which,  as  set  forth  in  its  Constitution,  are,  in  my 
judgment,  clKrly  scriptural,  and  in  happy  agreement  with  the  teaching 
of  our  Church  as  expressed  in  the  Articles  and  Homilies.  Cordial 
ooncurrence  in  these  principles,  brought  and  bound  together  in  this 
oonfederation,  those  by  whom  it  was  originated.  Others  of  their 
brethren  difieted  from  them  in  their  doctrinal  perceptions  in  these 
partioolars.  The  difference  on  both  sides  was  conscientious  and 
honestly  avowed.  These  two  systems  have,  since  the  sixteenth  ceLtury, 
been  praotieally  recognized  by  the  Church  of  England,  and  also,  by 
the  Prote(tamt  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  as  within  the 
limits  of  toleration,  and  the  two  schools  have,  in  varying  proportion,  so 
existed,  side  by  aide,  in  •  our  communion.  In  our  own  Church,  those 
brethren  who  differ  from  us,  have  their  voluntary  association  for 
employing  the  press  to  circulate  and  commend  their  distinctive  opinions. 
Of  this  no  one  now  complains.  Those  of  the  other  school  knew 
ilreir  right  in  this  respect,  and  at  the  proper  time  it  was  unhesitatingly 
exercised  in  forming  a  similar  Society  to  prepare,  and  publish  books 
and  tracts,  in  their  opinion,  more  in  accordance  with  Holy  Scripture, 
and  the  standards  of  the  Church.  Of  this  Society,  as  we  all  know, 
oar  late  lamented  Diocesan  was  the  first,  and  until  our  recent 
natiofial  disturbances,  the  only  President.  He  prized  it  for  its 
transparent  eharacterf«nd  its  great  efficiency.  Its  band  was  distinctly 
disclosed,  and  conld  be  easily  read  of  all  wen ;  and  its  action  vras  with 
increasing  force 'lihd  wisdom.  He  aided  it  by  his  prayers,  hii^  pen,  and 
his  purse.  In  his  appreciation  of  this  instrumentality,  I  concurred, 
and  very  cordiiJly  cooperated  in  endeavoring  to  extend  its  influence 
and  usefulnese-  Under  the  blessing  of  God,  it  proved  a  signal  success, 
nod    thoogb  no^  without  much  opposition,  and    manj    nngenerOUs 
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a3CU3ation9,  became*  an  institntion  of  salutary  power  in  the  Cbnrcli. 
Our  cooneotion  with  that  Society  was  necessarily  suspended  during  the 
war.  When  it  ceased,  my  honored  and  beloved  colleague  hftd  fallen 
asleep  in  the  Ijord,  and  I  wa»  left  alpne  to  supervise  a  devastated, 
impoverished,  and  disabled  Diocese.  Under  these  trying  circumstances, 
my  thoughts  turned  with  solicitude  towards  that  Association  which  the 
father  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  had  helped  to  form,  which  he  had 
fostered  with  generous  care,  and  which  I  had  learned  to  prize  for  its 
distinctive  principles  and  prosperous  instrumentality  in  their  diffusion. 
It  was  unchanged  in  its  Constitution  and  policy,  and  able  to  furnish  on 
reasonable  terms,  books  for  our  families  and  Sunday-schools,  which  we 
might  distribute,  with  confidence  in  the  soundness  of  the  doctrinal 
system  which  they  recognized.  I  was,  therefore,  prepared  to  avail 
myself  of  an  earnest  official  entreaty,  in  accordance  with  my  own  pre- 
viously formed  purpose,  to  attend  its  approaching  anniversary.  At 
the  time  appointed  I  was  there,  and  found  myself  in  the  midstof  about 
250  clergy  and  laity,  assembled  for  prayer  and  conference,  with  a  view 
to  promote  those  views  of  religious  troth,  technioally,  but  no  longer' 
invidiously,  termed  evangelical.  It  is  very  gratifying  to-me  to  report 
that  now,  as  well  as  on  my  late  visit  to  participate  in  theUonseoratibn* 
ot  the  Bishop  of  China  and  Japan,  and  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Eonse 
of  Bishops,  my  reception,  as  from  the  Church  in  Virginia,  was  all  that 
the  heart  of  a  Virginia  Churchman  could  desire,  and  more  than 
conpensated  me  individually  for  the  effort  required  to  be  t\^ice  absent, 
with  so  short  an  interval,  from  the  accumulated  and  pressing  claims  at 
home.  I  trust  something  will  result  from  those  assemblies.  Beyond 
the  transient  gratification  which  they  afforded,  and  that  a  more  vivid 
recognition  of  our  mutual  relation  as  brethren  in  Christ- Jesus,  will 
dispose  those  of  us,:  who  differ  honestly,  to'  do  so,  without  'suspicion 
and  denunciation,  and  in  striving  for  what  we  d^ein  the  faith  as  we 
receive  it,  to  do  so  in  love,  assured  that  truth  is  sufficient *'for  itself, 
and  is  not  helped,  but  hurt  by  even  discourtesy  among  br^tbren.  It  m* 
with  ^^  meekness  and  fear  that  a  reason  is  to  be  renM^ed  for  the  hope 
that  is  in  us,"  atid  yet  how  slow  of  heart  we  are  to  learn  'this  lovelj- 
lesson.  I  will  only  add,  that  my  attendance* act 'this  Anniversary,  was 
not  to  awaken  sympathy,  and  solicit  aid  for  my  suffering  Diocese. 
Though  often  and  kindly  urged  to  present  a  statement  of  its  condition 
and  wants,  I  uniformly  declined  the  proposal, '  from  considerations  the 
propriety  jof  which  they  appreciated,  and  you  will  understand.  If, 
however^  »iiy  desire  to  obtain,  religious  reading  for  tlfelr  fkAiHes,  or*

Kinckle,  wbo,  in  the  prime  of  life,  and  in  the  midst  of  extraordinary 
u»c fulness  was,  most  unexpectedly  to  us  all,  VAfigeA  from  his  untiring 
and  efficient  labors  on  earth  to  the  rest  and  bJesMjiness  which  remain 
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for  tbe  faithful  servants  of  the  Lord.  May  we  have  grace  to  follow 
Jesas,  and  to  spend  and  be  spent  for  Him,  as  be  did,  that  with  Lim 
we  may  be  received  as  faitbfal  servants  to  tbe  joy  of  our  Lord. 

April  7. — In  tbe  morning,  I  preacbed  in  Imnianuel  Cburcb,  Balti- 
more, and  confirmed  84.  At  nigbt  in  Memorial  Cburcb,  and  confirmed

These  two  Churches  are  visited  twice  in  each  month  by  Rev.  Mr. 

I 
was  gratified  to  learn  the  interest  with  which  his  services  are 
received,  and   tVust  tbat  both  congregations  will  revive  under  his  care.

April  2G, — I  preached  in  Trinity,  Brunswick,  and  confirmed  10. 

April  27. — I  preacbed  at  Sapony,  and  confirmed  4. 

April  28. — In  tbe  morning  I  preacbed  in  Grace  Church,  Peters- 
burg, and  confirmed  thirty-five — one,  a  colored  person.  In  the  afternoon 
I  officiated  for  tbe  colored  congregation.  As  tbe  Church  which  they 
had  occupied  recently  had  been  consumed  by  fire,  the  services  were 
conducted  in  tbe  Lecture-room  of  St.  Paul's,  and  the  candidates  for 
confirmation  renewed  their  baptismal  vows,  tbe  same  night,  in  the 
•5 
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presence  of  tbo  coDgregation  of  St.  Paul's.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
effort  now  making  to  provide  another  Church  for  this  colored  congrega- 
tion will  receive  the  encouragement  it  deserves,  and  effect  the  early 
completion  of  a  suitable  building  for  their  use. 

At  night,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  I  confirmed  twenty-seTen,  four  of 
whom  were  colored  persons. 

May  1. — Trinity  Church,  Portsmouth,  I  preached,  and  confirmed 
twenty-two.  At  night,  in  St.  John's  Church,  I  preached  and  confirmed 
fifteen. 

May  2. — In  the  Centurion  Church,  Old  Point  Comfort,  I  preached 
and  confirmed  seven. 

In  closing  this  enumeration  of  services  I  may  state  that  in  addition 
to  those  already  mentioned,  as  rendered  in  aid  of  the  Bishop  of  Mary, 
land,  who,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  still  finds  it  necesary  to  avail  himself  to 
some  extent  of  the  assistance  of  his  brethren,  I  ofiiciated  in  two  of  the 
Churches  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

May  12th. — At  Christ  Church,  Washington,  in  the  morning,  I 
preached  and  confirmed  forty-eight.  In  the  ^afternoon  I  preached  at 
Ascension  Church  and  confirmed  sixty-four. 

Thus  it  appears  that  during  the  last  twelve  months,  the  only  inter* 
ruptions  experienced  were  some  five  or  six  consecutive  appointments, 
occasioned  by  sickness,  and  a  single  appointment  on  account  of  weather, 
the  first  of  which  was  soon  remedied  by  a  special  visitation,  and  for  the 
second,  I  have  made  similar  provision.  It  would  be  unpardonable 
remissness  if  I  failed  in  gratitude  for  the  support,  protection  and  com* 
fort  afforded  in  connection  with  the  scries  of  services  thus  performed, 
and  the  labor  and  exposure  which  they  involved.

— The  regulation  prescribed  by  Canon  XII.,  Title  I., 
Sec.  2,  relative  to  the  election  of  a  minister  is  so  generally  overlooked 
by  Vestries,  that  the  statement  which  follows  is,  with  the  exception  of 
a  few  instances,  given  from  rumor,  rather  than  from  canonical  notice. 

Rev.  G  £.  Ambler  has  resigned  Zion  Church,  Charlestown,  Je£ferson 
county,  and  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Meade  has  been  elected  Rector. 

Rev.  W.  C.  Butler  has  resigned  Immanuel  Church,  Albemarle.— 
Kev.  R.  T.  Davis  has  resigned  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Orange  Court 
Hoase,  and  accepted  an  invitation  to  the  Rectorship  of  Immanuel 
Church,  Henrico.  He  has  also  taken  charge  of  St.  Philips  Church, 
Richmond. 

Rev.  6.  Easter  has  accepted  the  Rectorship  of  the  Churches  in 
Meoklenburg. 
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Hgv.  Wm.  Gardner  has  taken  the  charge  of  the  High  School  at 
Howard. 

Rev.  Isaac  Gihson  has  accepted  the  Rectorship  of  Trinity  and  Fork 
Churches^  Hanover. 

Rev.  E.  H.  Ingle  is  an  Assistant  teacher  in  the  High  School. 

Rev.  E.  T.  Perkins  has  accepted  the  Rectorship  of  St.  James'  Church, 
Leesburg. 

.Rev.  T.  H.  Martin  has  accepted  the  Rectorship  of  Grace  Ohnrcb, 
Berry  vi  lie. 

Rev.  J.  McGill  has  acccptei  the  Rectorship  of  Piedmont  Parish. 

Rev.  A.  M.  Randolph  has  accepted  the  Rectorship  of  Christ  Church, 
Alexandria.

During  the  past  year,  two  of  our  beloved  brethren  have  been  removed 
by  death.  The  Rev.  W.  F.  M.  Jacobs,  whose  failing  health  rendered 
it  necessary  for  him  to  resign  the  charge  of  the  congregation  at 
Kanawha  Court  House,  and  who,  after  several  months  rest,  thought 
himself  sufficiently  recruited  to  recommence  his  labors  in  a  smaller 
field,  died  in  Alexandria  a  few  weeks  since,  ^  in  the  comfort  of  a  rea- 
sonable religious  and  holy  hope." 

The  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Kinckle,  after  more  than  five  and  twenty  years  of 
extraordinary  zeal  and  activity,  which  nothing  but  his  own  iron  consti- 
tution could  have  borne,  rested  from  his  labors  on  the  1st  of  March,  in 
the  city  of  Lynchburg,  leaving  the  whole  community  stunned  by  their 
sudden  bereavement,  and  stricken  with  grief  as  for  the  loss  of  a  great 
public  benefactor.  The  Diocese  felt  the  stroke,  and  sympathized  with 
the  deeply  afflicted  congregation. 

Our  loss  this  year  has  not  been  confined  to  the  deaths  within 
our  own  limits.  We  have  shared  in  the  sorrow  occasioned  by  the 
decease  of  that  highly  cultivated,  refined  and  noble-hearted  Chris-, 
tian  brother,  the  Bishop  of  Georgia.  You  would  not  easily  for- 
give me,  were  I  to  fail  to  place  his  honored  name  on  our  own  obit- 
uary, as  of  one  whom  we  admired  and  loved — the  memory  of 
whose  worth  we  desire  to  perpetuate,  and  for  whose  death  Virginia 
feels  with  a  sorrow  next  to  that  experienced  on  the  loss  of  her  own 
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late  Diocesan.  These  seyeral  dispensations  are  impressiyely  significaDt. 
Let  us  gird  np  the  loins  of  our  minds  for  greater  activity,  and  labor 
with  increasing  diligence  the  short  day  through,  that,  following  closely 
in  the  footsteps  of  those  whose  , good  examples  we  commemorate,  we 
may  finish  our  work  with  faithfulness,  close  our  course  with  joy, 
and  be,  with  them,  partakers  of  the  Heavenly  Kingdom. 

Diocesan  Institutions. — 1.  Theological  Seminary — with  five  and 
twenty  students,  under  the  guidance  of  those  Professors,  who  for 
years  have  had  the  entire  confidence  of  the  Diocese,  and  beyond  it,  are 
well  and  widely  known  and  approved  for  the  fruits  of  their  able 
services,  in  which  they  now  enjoy  the  cooperation  of  a  colleague  of  one 
mind  and  heart  with  themselves ;  thus  organized,  this  Institution  is 
happily  accomplishing  the  great  work  for  which  it  was  founded.  A 
pensioner  to  a  considerable  extent  upon  the  churches  benefitted  by  its 
aaccess,  it  has,  almost  day  by  day,  received  f  rom  those  sources  the 
supplies  by  which  it  is  sustained.  Those  specially  entrusted  with  its 
management  feel  assured  that  such  needful  supplies  will  be  cheerfully 
continued  by  those  who  appreciate  its  importance  to  the  cause  of 
evangelical  religion,  and  that  the  Virginia  Seminary  will  long  be  valued 
and  cherished  as  an  instrument  signally  blessed  of  God  for  training 
sound  and  faithful  ministers  of  His  precious  Gospel.  I  take  pleasure 
in  reporting  to  you  in  this  connection,  that  on  the  25th  of  December 
last,  Mr.  Anson  G.  P.  Dodge,  of  Elizabethtown,  New  Jersey,  made 
to  the  Seminary,  through  the  Rev.  Dr.  Packard,  the  generous  donation 
of  $10,000. 

Edveation  Society. — This  Association,  which   was   so   efficient   in 
connection  with  the  establishment  of  the  Seminary,  in   providing  for 
the  support  both  of  Professors  and  beneficiaries,  was  never  more  needed 
for  such   purposes  than  now,  when  the  invested  funds  of  the  Seminary 
have  been  so  seriously  reduced.     For,  although  so  far  as  beneficiaries 
are  concerned,  the  managers  have  made  an  advantageous  arrangement 
irltb  the  General   Education  Society,  yet,  as  that  arrangement  confines 
our  application  for  aid  to.  our  own  Diocese,  its  friends  will,  I  trust, 
^me  to  its  support  with  renewed  zeal  and  enlarged  liberality,  that  we 
miy  continue  to  receive  every  worthy   applicant,  and  that  it  may  not 
^  necessary  painfully  to  stint  either  those  who  are  diligently  pre- 
paring for  the  ministry,  or  our  brethren  who  are  laboriously  devoted  to 
training  them  for  their  responsible  work. 
I  am  gratified  to  be  able  to  state,  that  the  High  School  has  been 
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reopened  tinder  the  care  of  tbe  Rev.  Wm.  F.  Gardner,  assistei  by  s 
corps  of  competent  teachers.  No  parent  who  desires  to  have  the  moral 
and  religious  education  of  his  children  carefully  and  kindly  oondnctedy 
in  connection  with  competent  mental  culture,  need  be  at  a  Ices  for  an 
institution  where  excellent  provision  is  made  for  securing  these  impor- 
tant advantages.  I  trust  that  our  people  will  feel  it  both  a  duty  and  a 
privilege  to  patronize  this  school,  which  possesses  such  claims  upon  their 
Christian  consideration. 

Diocesan  Missionart  Society. — Your  Executive  Committee  will 
report  to  you  their  proceedings  during  the  past  year.  These  have,  I 
believe,  been  judiciously  determined  according  to  its  receipts.  If 
these  have  been  diminished,  and  by  other  causes  than  those  over  which 
we  have  no  control,  it  may  be  well  to  consider  how  they  may  be 
adjusted,  so  as  to  help  instead  of  hindering  the  responsible  agency 
which  has  for  many  years,  and  hitherto  with  increased  power  and 
efficiency,  promoted  the  important  objects  for  which  it  was  commis- 
sioned. 

The  last  Council  appointed  a  select  committee  to  care  for  the  reli- 
gious interests  of  the  colored  members  of  the  Church,  and  to  encour- 
age and  assist  such  measures  as  might  be  adopted  for  their  instruction. 
You  will,  of  course,  hoar  from  the  Committee.  I  only  allude  to  their 
appointment,  that  I  may  renew  the  expression  of  my  deep  interest  in 
the  important  enterprise  of  providing  suitable  instruction  for  this  class 
of  the  community,  my  thanks  to  those  who  are  personally  engaged  in 
furnishing  it,  and  my  prayer  that  their  hands  may  be  strengthened, 
their  hearts  encouraged,  and  their  number  increased  by  the  Accession  of 
other  faithful  and  capable  assistants.  They  may  be  assured  of  my 
sympathy  in  their  service,  and  of  my  readiness  to  render  them  any 
assistance  in  my  power. 

In  reviewing  the  condition  of  the  Diocese,  I  find  something  to  sad- 
den,  with  much  to  enooarage  us.  The  congregations  are  as  full  as  for- 
merly ;  the  classes  presented  for  confirmation  larger  than  usual.  The 
Gospel,  I  have  reason  to  believe,  is  faithfully  preached,  and  the  appa- 
rent religious  interest  in  many  parishes  is  certainly  not  less  than  I 
have  been  accustimed  to  observe.  The  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  are 
more  numerous,  and  of  fine  character  and  fair  promise.  For  all  which 
we  may  well  thank  God,  and  take  courage.  But,  then,  when  I  look  at 
the  vacant  parishes,  rendered  so  by  the  resignation  and  removal  of 
their  ministers  to  other  Dioceses— ^when  I  learn  that  theaaohangfia.were 


onaroidable  on  their  part,  because  of  their  inadequate  support — that 
though  they  desired  to  remaiu,  they  could  only  have  done  so  by  sub- 
mitting to  impoverishment  or  debt,  which  would  be  fatal  both  to  their 
comfort  and  usefuluess-*!  confess  to  sadness.     If^  in  auy  instance,  this 
neceaeity  arose  from  the  great  destitution  of  the  parishioners,  render- 
ing it  impossible  for  them  to  make  any  arrangement  to  retain  their 
spiritual  pastor,  they  may  be  sure  of  the  sympathy  and  prayers  of  their 
leas  afflicted  brethren.     But  I  must  be  excused  for  expressing  the  opin- 
ion that  such  cases  of  extreme  parochial   disability  are  rare.     The 
oecessity  laid  on  the  minister  too  often  results  from  censurable  incon, 
Bidermtion  and  negligence  in   the  members   of  the   Vestry,  through 
which  they  omit  to  mako  those  systematic  efforts  which  are  requisite  to 
secure  a  proper  contribution  from  the  members  of  the  congregation,  or 
from  a  general  want  of  appreciation  of  the  Gospel  and  its  institutions 
CD  the  part  of  the  parishioners — either  of  which  would  be  greater 
cause  of  sadness  than  pecuniary  disability.     When  a  member   of  the 
Church  expends  in  matters  of  taste,  or  social  entertainment,  or  in  more 
ornamental  branches  of  education  for  a  child,  and  yet  has  little  or 
nothing  to  offer  in  securing  the  services  of  the  Sanctuary  for  his  house- 
hold and  self,  I  cannot  but  conclude  that  he  has  a  low  estimate  of  the 
Gospel,  and  that,  so  long  as  he  thus  undervalues  it,  he  is   incapable 
of  benefit   from   its  ministrations.     I  fear  this  delinquency  is  the  real 
cause  of  much  of  the  pecuniary  delinquency.     Where  the  Gospel  is 
not  truly  priied,  its  support  cannot  be  regarded  as  of  very  great  impor- 
tance, and  must  yield  in  the  contest  with  other  interests  which  are  more 
highly  valued.     As  long  as  it  can  be  maintained  without  self-deniul, 
oat  of  one's  abandance,  it  is  done.     So  it  was  before  our  reverses. — 
The  support  of  the  Gospel  was  furnished  by  our  superfluitier.     Now,  in 
many  oases,  such  provision  may  require  some  sacri6cc.     And  if  it  does, 
shall  that  determine  anyone  to  discontinae  or  curtail  the  proper  appro- 
priation t     Shall  the   presence  of  Christ  and   His  institutions  please 
oaly  so  long  as  the  expense  of  providing  for  (hem  is  nut  felt  ?     Are 
we  willing  to  part  with  thedi   os  soon   as  cont<cious  that  tbeiv  mainte- 
litQce  costs  something?     Really  valuing  them    so    little   that,   when 
letreDchment  is  necessary,  it  begins  with  them — when  sacrifice  or  their 
lurreader  are  the  alternatives,  then  ready  to  let  theui  go ! 

Brethren,  the  true  remedy  under  these  circumstances  is  not  to  be 
expected  from  better  times,  and  returning  prosperity,  but  at  the  foot 
of  the  Cross,  looking  to  Jesus,  that  we  may  be  pervaded  by  His  con- 
<training  love,  and  so,  realise  more  vividly  the  preciousness  of   the 
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Gospel  and  its  ordinances,  in  connection  witb  which  His  presence  is 
manifested  and  communion  with  Him  enjoyed.  Where  this  experience 
prevails  there  is  little  danger  of  closed  sanctuaries — silent  Sundays  with 
dearth  of  the  Word,  and  all  the  sad  accompaniments  of  such  lamenta« 
bio  destitution — the  allowed  existence  of  which,  therefore,  is  presump- 
tive  proof  of  religious  indifference,  well  calculated  to  sink  the  heart  of 
every  one  who  is  truly  interested  in  the  spiritual  prosperity  of  the 
Church.  To  arrest  this  evil  and  its  consequences,  I  cannot  recommend 
loud  complaints  of  suffering  endured,  or  harsh  censures  for  wrong 
inflicted,  or  labored  argument  in  proof  of  clerical  rights  and  lay  obli- 
gations, but  the  more  simple  and  earnest  and  clear  teaching  and  preach- 
ing ^^  Christ  crucified,"  the  power  of  God,  and  the  wisdom  of  God  unto 
salvation.  As  He  possesses  the  heart.  His  ministry  will  be  dulyprizedi 
and  as  His  preciousness  is  perceived  by  His  people,  they  will  keep  and 
care  for  those  whom  He  calls  and  commissions  to  serve  them  in  the 
Lord.  This  is  the  Divine  incentive  to  all  holy  obedience.  Inferior 
expedients  will  scarcely  be  successful,  if  it  fails.  I  have  full  confidence 
in  its  efficacy  when  faithfully  employed.  One  thing  is  certain,  whether 
it  provides  for  the  maintenance  of  the  ministry  or  not,  it  is  the 
•Heaven  appointed  means  of  saving  souls,  so*  that  if  poor  themselves, 
they  at  least  have  the  sweet  satisfaction  of  making  many  rich. 

I  now  beg  leave  to  notice  a  document  of  very  great  interest  to  this 
Diocese  and  to  the  Church  at  large.  I  mean  the  declaration  of  a  large 
number  of  my  brethren  in  the  Episcopate,  in  reference  to  certain 
ritualistic  movements  which  have  troubled  the  Church  of  England, and 
threatened  to  disturb  our  own.  When  that  declaration  appeared, 
I  thought  it  proper  to  introduce  it  in  this  Diocese  by  a  few  lines  reci- 
ting its  hi:jtory,  and  commending  it  to  your  consideration,  as  timely 
and  apprDpriate.  The  abuse  with  which  it  has  been  assailed,  shows 
that  it  was  not  issued  an  hour  too  soon,  or  at  a  venture. 

On  this  subject,  I  have  now  only  to  ask  of  you,  dear  brethren,  of  the 
clergy  and  laity,  to.unite  with  me  in  endeavoring  to  keep  the  Church 
in  Virginia  on  the  basis  and  within  the  limits  recognized  and  prescribed 
by  our  own  general  and  Diocesan  legislation.  In  conducting  public 
worship,  our  Book  of  Common  Prayer  is  our  only  authorized  directory* 
Let  it  theu  be  our  honest  aim  and  earnest  effort  to  observe  its  provi- 
sions, as  far  as  our  circumstances  may  permit,  avoiding  and  discounte- 
nancing all  variations  for  which  it  does  not  provide — so  moving 
together  in  becoming  uniformity  according  to  its  scriptural  order. — 
Within  the  limits  it  prescribes,  there  is  ample  room  for  all  the  diversity 
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eompatible  with  sound  faith  and  sober  worship.  Other  than  th3se,  I 
trust  this  Diocese  will  neither  crave  nor  endure.  The  services  which 
satisfied  our  fathers  suffice  for  their  children.  Let  us  seek  no  change, 
least  of  all,  such  change  as  may  be  calculated  to  adulterate  the  'doc- 
trine, aud,  as  we  believe,  impair  the  holj  and  wholesoxae  services  of  our 
Protestant  Church. 

In  closing  this  protracted  address,  I  may,  without  impropriety, 
allude  to  the  very  important  subject  referred  by  the  last  Council  to  a 
large  and  able  committee  of  inquiry.  Though  I  had  no  objection  to 
the  proposal,  and  had  every  confidence  that,  when  duly  considered,  it 
would  be  judiciously  determined  by  the  Diocese,  yet  I  wish  it  to  be 
known  that  it  did  not  originate  with  me,  and  that  I  was  not  aware  of 
any  such  intention,  till  it  was  shown  to  me  in  the  form  of  a  resolution 
about  to  be  offered  for  adoption.  It  would  have  been  strange  if,.to  one 
in  my  position,  both  the  measures  which  the  resolution  now  contem- 
plates, had  not  occurred  to  my  own  mind  in  advance  of  the  meeting  of 
the  Council.  Thoy  did  so,  over  and  again,  and  had  engaged  my  most 
careful  and  prayerful  thought.  All  things  considered  I  had,  however, 
for  reasons  then  fully  satisfactory  to  my  own  mind,  and  not  necessary  to 
be  set  forth  now,  concluded  to  refrain  from  making  any  commanication 
on  the  subject  to  the  OouQcil.  Since  the  reference,  duty  and  delicacy 
have  prevented  me  from  expressing  my  views  and  wishes.  The  com- 
mittee were  capable  of  performing  their  work  without  other  cooperation 
than  they  chose  to  solicit,  and  to  attempt,  independently  of  .them,  to 
influence  public  opinion  in  advance  of  the  pending  examination  and 
coming  report,  would  not  have  been  courteous  to  the  .oommittae,  or  in 
accordance  with  the  usage  of  our  Church. 

My  personal  interest  in  the  issue  must,  in  the  ooura^  of  nature,  be 
of  so  short  a  duration,  that  it  sinks  into  insignificance  in  comparison 
with  the  welfare  of  the  Diocese,  and  my  earnest  request  is  to  be  left 
out  of  view  in  any  discussion  of  the  subject  which  may  arise. 

The  division  of  the  Diocese  is  a  matter  in  which  the  judgment  and 
preference  of  the  laity,  after  careful  examination  afe  entitled  to  great 
weight.  They  are  peculiarly  the  Church  in  Virginia.  The  clergy  may 
move  to-morrow,  and  sojourn  where  they  please.  The  laity  as  a  body  are 
permanently  identified  with  the  Diocese,  are  responsible  for  the  means 
of  its  maintenance,  and  must  share  in  its  weal  or  woe.  They  ought  to 
have  full  opportunity  to  ponder  well  a  policy  in  which  they  and  their 
descendants  have  so  deep  an  interest.  I  notice  this,  not  that  .1  have 
any  apprehension  that  on  this  or  any  other  matter  of  vital  importance, 

6. 
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the  two  orders  are  expected  to  differ — their  mutual  love  and  confidence 
have  always,  after  due  deliberation,  secured  a  happily  harmonious 
result,  but  to  engage  their  special  attention,  that  a  matter  in  which  thej 
are  *so  seriously  concerned  may  have  the  benefit  of  their  careful  and 
practical  judgment. 

And  now  that  I  may,  as  far  as  I  can,  disembarrass  the  other  branch 
of  the  subject,  I  wish  it  to  be  understood  that  if  it  is  the  pleasure  of 
the  Council,  and  of  other  ecclesiastical  authorities  whose  canonical 
consent  is  necessary,  to  allow  me  an  Assistant,  the  arrangement  will  be 
altogether  acceptable  to  myself. 

I  am  now  in  the  good  providence  of  God  near  the  close  of  the  48th 
year  of  my  ministry — the  25th  of  my  Episcopate,  and  the  list  of  my 
nge.  After  nearly  half  a  century  of  ofiicial  duty,  which  has  scarcely 
known  intermission,  I  have  been  permitted  to  attain  and  pass  the 
Scriptural  measure  of  three-score  years  and  ten,  and  so  have  entered 
on  the  decade,  when  the  strength  of  the  days  of  our  years  is  ^^  labor  and 
sorrow."  However  it  may  be  appointed  in  my  own  experience,  I  have 
no  other  purpose  or  desire  than  to  spend  it  in  the  service,  in  which,  if 
youth  could  be  renewed,  I  would  more  than  ever  love  to  live  and  1  .bor. 
If,  therefore,  you  see  your  way  clear,  without  embarrassing  our  good 
people,  to  provide  an  Assistant,  the  arrangement  will,  I  doubt  not 
with  God's  favor,  be  a  great  relief  and  comfort  to  myself,  and  I  trust 
happy  as  heretofore  in  the  relation  of  the  Bishops,  and  in  its  influence 
on  the  prosperity  of  the  Diocese. 

May  the  Father  of  lights,  from  whom  every  good  and  perfect  gift 
cometh  down,  grant  that  we  may  both  perceive  and  know  what  things 
we  ought  to  do,  and  also  may  have  grace  and  power  faithfully  to  fulfil 
the  same ;  that  His  Church  in  this  Diocese  may  rejoice  in  His  Blessing 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. — Amen. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  address,  the  Council  took  a  recess  for  Divine 
Service.

Comparing  these  statistics  with  those  furnished  by  the  Journal  of  last 
year,  we  note  the  following  results : 

In  adult  baptisms  a  decrease  of  108;  in  infant  baptisms  an  increase 
of  198;  in  Communicants  an  increase  of  518;  in  Confirmations  183;  in 
Marriages  18;  in  Funerals  we  note  a  decrease  of  161;  in  Sunday 
Schools  an  increase  of  13;  of  Sunday  School  Teachers  70;  of  Sunday 
School  Scholars  361.  The  contributions  for  the  present  year  exhibit 
an  increase  over  last  year  of  $15,000. 

In  consequence  of  a  defect  in  the  form  for  parochial  reports  a  true 
estimate  of  the  number  of  colored  communicants  could  not  be  obtained. 

We  suggest  that,  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  insert  in  the  form, 
after  the  words  "  formerly  reported,"  the  words  "white"  and  "colored." 
This  will  remedy  the  defect. 

Besides  the  statistics  given,  we  have  to  consider  the  condition  of 
Parishes,  from  which,  as  yet,  no  report  has  been  received.

Rev.  Dr.  Minnigerode  made  the  following  report  from  the  Diocesan 
^lissionary  Society  : 

The  Committee,  in  appearing  before  the  Council  this  year,  expe- 
Tienoe  the  unwonted  pleasure  of  being  able   to  make  a  better  report 
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than  either  its  members,  or  indeed  the  Diocese  at  large,  might  have 
expected.  The  depressing  circuuistnnces  of  the  day  have  had  their 
influence  upon  the  Church,  and  naturully  were  supposed  to  affect  our 
missionary  operations.  To  a  certain  extent,  and  in  several  respects, 
they  certainly  did«  Yet  the  Committee  are  happy  to  believe  that  a 
better  day  is  dawning  upon  the  Diocese,  and  that  its  first  rays  have 
lighted  upon  its  missions.  We  not  only  have  refused  no  application, 
but  in  several  instances  have  felt  justified  in  making  donations  to  de- 
serving brethren  in  their  distress.  It  is  only  to  be  regretted  that  the 
appropriations  could  not  be  larger  and  more  in  proportion  to  the  wants 
of  our  missionaries.  One  of  the  sad  evidences  of  our  destitution  may 
be  found  in  the  fact  that  more  than  one  parish,  heretofore  entirely 
independent  of  support  from  this  Society,  now  find  themselves  on  our 
lists.  And  whilst  the  Committee  feel  encouraged  by  what  has  been 
accomplished,  they  cannot  disguise  tho  fact  that  much  more  must  yet 
be  done  to  carry  ob  tho  ^ork  efficiently.  It  is  hoped  that  what  we 
have  to  report  is  but  the  earnest  of  better  things  to  come ;  and  that  by 
increased  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese — now 
80  much  enlarged— our  losses  may  soon  be  repaired,  and  new  life  and 
rigor  be  itfused  throughout  our  extensive  field. 

To  estimate  correctly  the  success  of  the  Society  during Ihe  year  now 
passed,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  several  large  portions  of  the 
Diocese  have  withdrawn  their  aid  from  the  General  Society — at  least 
to  some  extent.  If  the  contributions  in  the  special  fields  of  tbese  con- 
vocations be  added  to  the  receipts  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society, 
the  total  amount  of  missionary  contributions  is  such  as  should  give  us 
gratification  and  encouragement.  For  this  we  give  thanks  and  take 
courage ;  for,  as  it  is,  we  report  for  the  Society  the  average  income 
which  it  had  during  the  ten  years  preceding  the  war.

$741  70  in  hand.

Mr.  T.  Ta}- 1  or  offered  the  following  amondroent  to  the  Constitution, 
and  moved  that  the  Secretary  transmit  the  same  to  the  different 
vestries,  and  print  it  with  the  amended  Constitution  and  Canons : 

Resolved,  That  the  9th  article  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by 
adding  to  the  article  the  following  words  :  "  In  case  of  the  death, 
resignation,  or  other  vacancy  occurring  in  the  office  of  Treasurer  during 
the  recess  of  the  Council,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a  Treasurer  pro 
ttmpore  to  continue  in  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council." 

The  amendment  was  approved  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed 
mccordingly. 

Rev.  Dr.  Andrews,  from  the  Committee  to  consider  and  report  upon 
the  question  of  the  division  of  the  Diocese  and  the  election  of  an 
JLssistant  Bishop,  presented  the  following  report  s 

The  Committee  t^  whom  were  referred  the  questions,  whether  the 
present  needs  of  the  Diocese  could  best  be  met  by  its  division  ?  or 
^whether  it  is  not  best  for  us,  on  the  whole,  again  to  have  an  Assistant 
Sishopt — respectfully  report  that  they  have  carefully  considered  the 
sabject,  and  are  unanimously  agreed  that  there  is  imperative  need  for 
'XDore  Episeopal  services  than  can  be  reasonably  expected  of,  or  ren- 
dered by,  our  venerable  and  beloved  Diocesan,  But,  though  concur- 
»iig  in  this,  they  are  unable  to  agree  as  to  the  best  mode  of  supplying 
'^he  deficiency.  Some  members  of  the  Committee  believe  that  the 
SLnter^sts  of  the  Church  and  of  religion  may  be  most  effectually  ad- 
^vanced  by  at  once  dividing  the  Diocese  according  to  specified  lines ; 
^^rhile  others  are  satisfied  that  such  partition  is  not  only  uncalled  for, 
"but  nnwise,  and  likely,  nndelr  peculiar  conditions  now  existing,  to 
prove  injurious  to  the  welfare  of  the  Diocese. 

With  such  diversity  of  sentiment  in  two  nearly  balanced  portions  of 
^he  Committee,  they  cannot,  of  course,  unite  in  presenting  any  consis- 
t€nt  statement  of  principles  in  the  case.  They  therefore  content  them- 
selves with  waiving  any  discussion  herein  of  the  subject,  and  recom- 
mending the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions,  on  which  they  have 
agreed : 

1.  Resolved,  That  tg  meet  the  present  need  of  the  Diocese  for  more 
Episcopal  services  than  can  be  rendered  by  our  venerable  and  beloved 
Diocesan — and  believing  it  would  accord  with  his  wishes — an  Assistant 
be  at  once  elected. 

^  Resolved^  That  should  any  portion  of  the  Diocese  desire  separa- 
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tion,  and  apply  accordingly  to  be  set  apart,  and er  existing  provisioDSof 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  as  a  new  Diocese,  such 
application  be  granted,  should  there  then  be  found  no  special  difficul- 
ties hindering.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  with  accounts  of  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments from  May,  1866,  to  May,  1867,  have  carefully  examined  the 
same  and  find  them  correctly  supported  by  vouchers,  and  leaving  a 
balance  in  the  hands  of  the  said  Treasurer,  on  the  1st  May,  1867,  to 
the  credit  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  of  seven  hundred  and 
forty-one  dollars.     All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Rev.  C.  W.  Andrews,  from  Special  Committee*  to  whom  was  referred 
the  question  of  the  expediency  of  dividing  the  Diocese,  or  electing  an 
Assistant  Bishop,  offered  the  following  report : 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  expediency  of  dividing  the 
Diocese,  and  also  of  electing  an  Assistant  Bishop,  respectfully  report 
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tbftt,  in  their  judgmenty  a  diyision  may  hereafter  be  required  by  the 
wants  of  the  Church  ;  but  that,  since  such  divieion  must  originate  with 
some  part  of  the  Diocese  desiring  a  separate  orgnnization,  and  under 
any  circumstances  involve  considerable  delay,  they  therefore,  believing 
it  would  be  agreeable  to  their  venerated  Diocesan,  recommend  the 
election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  to  supply  the  immediate  demand  for 
additional  Episcopal  services. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  John  Page,  the  report  was  adopted. 

'  Rev.  Mr.  Withers  moved  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  Assistant  Bishop 
to-morrow  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M.     Carried. 

Mr.  N.  H.  Ma^sie  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  when  the  clergy  shall  have  agreed  upon  the  name  of 
some  one  as  their  choice  for  Assistant  Bishop,  leave  be  then  given  to 
the  lay  delegates  to  retire  for  the  purpose  of  conference  with  each 
other  before  casting  their  vote. 

Resolution  adopted. 

Mr.  Taylor's  report  offered  yesterday,  was  called  up  and  approved. 

Mr.  Taylor  moved  that  1,000  copies  of  the  amended  Constitution  and 
Canons  be  printed  under  direction  of  the  Secretary,  and  Gve  copies  sent 
to  each  clergyman,  and  one  copy  to  each  lay  member  and  the  rest 
reserved.     Carried. 

Rev.  C.  H.  Page  offered  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  section  1st  of  Canon  IX  be  amended,  so  as  to  make 
three  the  minimum  number  of  a  Vestry. 

Laid  over  according  to  rule. 

Mr.  John  Page  offered  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishops  of  Africa  and  China  be  requested,  at 
some  time  during  its  session,  to  address  the  Council  on  the  present 
state  of  their  respective  fields  of  labor.

Rev.  Mr.  Hyland  moved  that  the  Laity  have  permission  to  retire  « 
again  for  consultation.  The  motion  was  carried,  and  the  Laity  retired  3 
to  the  Lecture  Room.

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Leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Mr.  Baskervill,  (Treasurer,)  on 
motion  of  Dr.  Minnigerode.  Gen.  J.  J.  Jackson  also  asked  and 
obtained  leave  of  absence. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Massie  the  Council  adjourned. 

(Friday  Afternoon. — No  business  was  transacted,  the  Council  hav- 
ing assembled  pursuant  to  motion  to  hear  the  addresses  of  the  Bishops 
of  Africa  and  China.) 


FOURTH  DAY'S  PROCEEDINGS. 

Saturday  Morning,  9  o'clock. 

The  council  met,  and  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  W.  C.  Butler. 

Minutes  of  yesterday  read  and  approved. 

The  Bishop  then  announced  that  the  testimonials  of  the  Bishop  elect 
were  ready  .for  the  sigcatures  of  the  members  of  the  Council,  and,  at 
his  request,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  present  appended  their  names  to  the 
paper  required  by  the  canon. 

Rev.  Mr.  Perkins  moved  that  the  Bishop  inform  the  Rev.  Mr.  Whit- 
tle of  his'election,  and  to  earnestly  request  his  acceptance.     Carried. 

Mr.  D.  Lee  Powell  offered  the  following : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  consideration  of  the  reso- 
lution relative  to  *^  ministers'  salaries,  and  the  means  of  securing  the 
more  punctual  payment  thereof,"  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have 
adopted  the  following  resolutions,  and  propose  to  have  printed,  as  an 
appendage  to  them,  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Report,  and  of  the  ser- 
mon preached  before  the  Council  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Andrews,  as  refer  to 
the  subject  of  ministerial  support : 

Ist.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of  the 
Churches  of  this  Diocese  to  pledge  themselves  to  the  payment  of  the 
minister's  salary  quarterly,  in  advance^  and  that  it  be  the  duty  of  the 
Treasurer  of  each  Vestry  to  report  to  his  congregation,  at  the  end  of 
each  quarter,  what  amount,  if  any,  of  said  salary  shall  remain  unpaid. 

2d.  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  be  instructed  to 
have  prepared  blank  forms,  calling  for  an  annual  report  from  the 
Treasurer  of  each  Parish,  of  the  amount  guaranteed  by  the  Vestry  to 
their  minister,  and  of  the  amount  actually  paid  in  money  or  supplies, 
by  Easter  Monday  of  each  year;   these  reports  to  be  sent  regularly  to 
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the  Treasnrers  of  the  several  Parishes,  ^ith  instractions  to  fill  and 
return  the  same,  on  the  Tuesday  followiDg,  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Council,  who  shall  prepare  from  them  a  tahular  statement,  to  be  pre- 
sented  to  the  Council  at  its  annual  sessions. 

Rev.  Mr.  Maury  offered  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  when  this  Council  adjourn  sine  dte,  it  adjourn  to 
hold  its  next  session  in  St.  George's  Church,  Fredericksburg. 

Colonel  Ellis  moved  to  substitute  Richmond. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Pendleton,  the  whole  subject  was,  for  the  presant, 
laid  upon  the  table. 

Rev.  Dr.  Pendleton  then  presented  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church  : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  report  that, 
in  view  of  facts  in  the  Bishop's  Address,  in  the  Parochial  Reports,  the 
statements  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  Diocesan  Missionary  Board, 
and  in  conferences  of  the  Clergy,  we  find  much  to  rejoice  our  hearts 
and  call  for  gratitude  to  the  Giver  of  all  good. 

That  during  the  ecclesiastical  year  just  closed,  in  many  respects  so 
peculiarly  trying  to  our  people,  the  labors  of  our  Bishop  and  of  the 
Clergy  in  general  have  been  earnest  and  efficient ;  that  there  has  been  a 
considerable  aggregate  increase  in  the  number  of  our  com m'unicants; 
that  so  many  parishes  are  exhibiting  accession  of  energy ;  that  the 
Laity  are  becoming  more  alive  to  the  necessity  of  reasonably  providing 
for  the  maintenance  of  their  pastors,  even  though  it  be  at  the  cost  of 
sacrifices  sometimes  serious  to  themselves  under  the  immense  losses 
everywhere  sustained ;  that  means  have  been  provided  for  restoring  oar 
Seminary  to  something  of  its  former  efficiency,  and  that  a  fair  propor- 
tion of  young  men,  apparently  animated  by  a  true  Christian  spirit, 
are  engaged  in  preparation  for  the  ministry;  and  that  the  general  con- 
tributions pf  our  people  to  great  Christian  objects  have  increased  more 
than  thirty  per  cent,  over  those  of  last  year — are  all  evidences  of  well- 
being  in  our  portion  of  the  Church,  assuredly  very  cheering. 

Still,  these  and  other  like  particulars  are  but  tokens  of  that  which 
is,  we  trust,  the  vital  fact  in  the  case — the  special  mercy  granted  us — 
of  the  Lord's  own  favor  and  love,  and  of  the  presence  with  us  of.~  the 
Blessed  Spirit.  Indeed,  we  cannot  but  recognize  this,  and  tbankfull^^^ 
rejoice  in  it,  as  peculiarly  evinced  by  the  forbearance,  kindness  and  ^^ 
brotherly  love,  so  conspicuous  in  the  deliberations  and  action  of  this 
Council,  AS  of  the  last,  on  all  points,  even  those  involving  issues  of  most 
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olemn  import,  and  on  which  serious  diversity  of  views  must,  prohahly, 
witiiout  guidance  from  above,  have  occasioned  contention,  and  resulted 
in  severance  between  brethren.     Well  Btfty  we,  under  such  convictions, 
thank  God  and  take  courage. 

But  while  thus  encouraged,  we  are  also  admonished  by  the  facts  of 
our  condition,  and  of  current  events  around  us.  And  to  some  of  the 
more  important  Interests  claiming  peculiar  care,  we  would  direct  special 
attention : 

1.  The  great  need,  ever  pressing  now  on  the  Church,  as  in  all  time 
past,  and  ever  to  press  while  the  conditions  of  human  existence  con- 
tinue mainly  as  they  are,  is,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind,  more  and  more 
of  the  life  of  God  in  the  souls  of  His  people.  Let  pastors  and  their 
flocks  be  imbued  with  the  mind  of  Christ,  animated  by  His  Spirit, 
growing  in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  God,  and  as  surely  as  light 
gladdens,  and  fire  warms,  and  force  prevails — nay,  as  the  Divine  Word 
is  true — the  work  of  the  Lord  will  prosper  in  our  hands,  and  more  and 
more  shall  we  be  made  to  rejoice,  amid  all  other  trials,  in  advances 
towards  the  coming  of  God's  Kingdom,  and  the  doing  of  His  will  on 
earth  as  it  is  done  in  heaven. 

2.  In  connection  with  this,  we  all  need  to  be  specially  watchful 
against  the  deceitfulness  of  sin,  in  the  peculiar  forms  prevalent  in  our 
time  and  circumstances.  In  addition  to  those  ritualistic  perversions  of 
sacred  teaching,  aguiost  which  we  have  been  warne],  and  to  which, 
happily,  there  seeius  no  great  temptation  immediately  among  ourselves, 
there  are  very  great  evils,  respecting  which  our  people  ought  to  be  dis- 
tinctly cautioned  ;  acerbity  of  spirit  under  great  social  trials ;  worldli- 
ness  of  mind  in  the  reliction  from  extraordinary  depression;  and  too 
much  engrossment,  not  only  in  passing  vanities,  but  in  even  lawful 
earthly  concerns. 

3.  In  the  outworking  of  practical  Christian  energy,  besides  the  ordi- 
nary claims  upon  our  attention,  there  are  at  this  time  some,  to  us,  of 
unusual  significance,  of  which  that  of  Education  holds,  perhaps,  the 
first  place.  In  its  high  Christian  sense,  this  is  everywhere  a  matter  of 
all-pervading  importance.  In  our  own  Diocese,  and  indeed  among  all 
those  South  of  us,  it  is  now  invented  with  an  import  surpassing  that  of 
former  times.  While  a  very  large  class  in  the  laboring  portion  of  our 
Society  has  been  deprived  of  that  wholesome  domestic  care  and  guid- 
ance which,  in  part  at  least,  characterized  their  former  condition,  as 
yet  no  adequate  agencies  exist  towards  furnishing  them  with  anything 
like  even  a  substitute  for  what  they  have  thus  lost.     Very  partial,  and 
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in  many  instances  very  sadly  perverted,  although  in  some  cases  well 
meant  and  useful,  are  the  teachings  these  poor  people  receive  under 
the  alien  influences  at  certaii/yoints  brought  to  bear  on  them.  Mean- 
while our  own  capacity  for  reaching  and  improving  them  is,  in  several 
ways,  most  seriously  impaired,  as  our  responsibilities  have  been  dimin- 
ished by  the  controlling  action  of  others.  Still,  to  such  processes  as 
we  can  rightly  promote,  towards  the  Christian  training  of  these  people, 
we  do  bear  a  responsible  relation,  by  the  very  fact  of  their  coexisting 
with  us  in  the  same  territory ;  and  it  is  incumbent  upon  our  ministers 
and  people,  in  their  respective  localities,  faithfully  to  consider  what 
can  be  done  in  this  matter,  and  wisely  to  attempt  the  same.  Well- 
adjusted  Sunday  schools,  and  carefully  supervised  schools  of  other 
kinds,  may  in  many  places  be  fairly  tried,  no  doubt  with  salutary 
results,  if  the  great  principles  of  the  Gospel  be  made  the  ruling 
influence. 

This,  however,  is  only  one,  and  perhaps  quite  a  subordinate  one,  of 
the  great  educational  interests  claiming  our  concern  as  enlightened 
Christians.  Much  may  be  done,  and  ought  to  be  done,  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  poorer  children  in  our  parishes,  by  the  multiplication  of 
those  well-regulated  Parochial  schools,  of  which  already  more  than  a 
few  have,  w-e  are  glad  to  learn,  been  established  by  certain  of  the 
Clergy.  Besides  this,  in  a  large  portion  of  the  territory  embraced 
within  this  Diocese,  especially  its  western  expanse,  Christian  truth  can 
scarcely  be  brought  to  bear  effectually  upon  the  minds  of  the  people 
except  in  connection  with  the  school -training  of  the  young.  This  is 
distinctively  the  case  so  far  as  our  own  Church  is  concerned,  few  and 
feeble  comparatively  as  are  there  our  parishes.  Essential  is  it,  there- 
fore, for  the  best  interests  of  our  people  in  all  that  portion  of  the  Dio- 
cese, that  the  worthiest  appliances  for  the  right  training  of  their  chil- 
dren be  provided,  and  that  they  be  commended  to  and  improved  by  the 
esteemed  friends  there  residing.  Happily,  such  appliances,  in  part  at 
least,  already  exist  in  our  noble  University,  Military  Institute,  and 
Colleges,  and  the  superior  private  schools  throughout  the  State,  so  gen- 
erally imbued  with  good  Christian  influences ;  and  especially  in  our 
Diocesan  High  School  for  boys,  adjoining  the  Theological  Seminary 
near  Alexandria,  of  almost  sacred  associations ;  and  in  the  admirably 
conducted  Diocesan  Institute  for  young  ladies,  under  the  care  of  Kev. 
Mr.  Phillips,  in  Staunton. 

To  the  cordial  interest,  prayers  and  cooperation  of  our  brethren  and 
of  the  people,  we  commend  these  institutions  and  the  comprehensive 
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oaose  of  Christian  education  which  they  represent.  That  oanse  and 
fiaoh  institutions  are  important,  not  only  to  ourselves^  but  greatly  also 
to  our  Southern  friends.  Hither,  in  many  instances,  do  they  now, 
almost  of  necessity,  look  for  the  thorough  training  of  their  sons  and 
daughters. 

In  this  connection,  there  is  one  fact  of  peculiar  concernment.  Zeal- 
ous members  of  the  Romish  Communion,  north  and  west  of  us,  are 
making  untiring  efforts  to  secure  the  training  of  the  children,  espe- 
cially the  daughters  of  despoiled  Southern  families ;  and  are  enabled 
partially  to  succeed,  by  reason  of  the  gratuitous  liberality  their  system 
admits,  in  connection  with  the  skill  of  their  appeals  and  the  incaution 
of  those  whom  they  persuade.  The  issue  of  this  we  cannot  but 
deplore.  A  full  remedy,  however,  we  cannot  ourselves  furnish,  inas- 
much as  impoverishment  does  not  allow,  on  our  part,  the  offer  of  gra- 
tuitous training.  Still,  that  such  advantages  are  provided  in  a  Diocese 
on  our  northern  border  not  divested  of  its  wealth,  and  tendered  under 
distinct  pledges  that  impoverished  Protestant  daughters  of  the  South 
shall  be  worthily  trained,  each  under  the  auspices  of  her  parents' 
denomination,  is  a  fact  of  which  we  are  gratified  to  have  been  informed, 
and  which  we  commend  to  general  attention. 

4.  Of  more  effectual  provision  for  the  support  of  ministers,  we 
would  speak  as  another  subject  of  weightiest  concern  ;  but  it  has  been 
80  repeatedly  and  fully  elaborated  in  several  documents  concurrent 
with  this  report,  that  we  need  only  earnestly  commend  it  to  the  practi- 
cal improvement  of  the  people.  Ministerial  supply  claims  at  our 
hands  more  urgent  presentation.  Friends  and  brethren,  ^^Pray  ye  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest  that  He  will  send  forth  laborers  into  His  har- 
vest ! "  and,  as  you  pray,  bear  it  on  your  hearts,  and  press  it  upon 
parents,  and  upon  the  young  men  of  your  charge. 

5.  And  finally,  of  the   great   missionary  work   of   the    Church   we 

speak,  as  a  mighty  interest  connected  with  its  very  life  and  prosperity. 

This  must  have  our  prayers,  our  efforts,  and  our  material  aid,  if  we  are 

to  follow  our  Lord,  and  be   blessed  of  Him.     This,  as  embracing  the 

vast  field  of  the  world ;  and  this,  as  included  within  our  own  Diocesan 

limits.     Every  settled  pastor  within  our   borders  can,  if  duly  alive  to 

this  important  cause,  awaken  a  lively  interest  in  it  on  the  part  of  his 

people.     And  more  than  that — he  can  make  dccasion  for  useful  labors 

in  some  needy  neighborhood  within  his  reach.  *   And  the  suggestion  is 

kindly  thrown  out,  that,  by  wise  combination  and    diligent  effort,  the 

settled  clergy  may  accomplish  incalculable  good  in  well-arranged  mis- 
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sionarj  tours,  eastward  at  the  bealtbier  seasons,  and  westward  at  those 
less  safe  on  the  seaboard.  The  necessary  expenses  of  such  tours  being 
provided  for  either  out  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Treasury,  or  out  of 
some  special  fund  to  be  raised  for  the  purpose.  We  would  earneatly 
call  the  attention  of  our  brethren  to  tlie  inipi  rtance  of  thus  directing 
their  efforts,  not  only  towards  the  resuscitation  of  parishes  reduced 
well  nigh  to  dissolution,  but  towards  the  establishnoent  of  the  Church 
at  all  promising  local  centres  of  population. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

W.  N.  Pendleton,  Chairman. 
Mr.  Pegram  presented  the  report  from  the  Committee  on  Finance : 

Staunton,  May  18th,  1867. 

The  Finance  Committee  would  report  that  the  Treasurer  has  received 
during  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  about  five  thousand  six  hundred  and 
seventy  dollars,  which,  together  with  two  thousand  and  forty-five 
dollars  and  sixty-seven  cents,  to  be  paid  to  him  by  the  executors  of  onr 
late  Treasurer,  Mr.  S.  P.  Mitchell,  will  make  the  aggregate  amount  for 
the  current  yearns  expenses,  upwards  of  seven  thousand  and  seven  hun- 
dred dollars,  which  will  in  all  probability  be  increased  by  amounts  to 
the  contingent  fund  from  Parishes  which  have  not  sent  in  contributions. 

The  Committee  would  recommend  to  the  Council,  that,  in  consequence 
of  the  increased  value  of  all  articles  required  for  home  consumption, 
and  tho  depreciation  of  the  present  currency,  that  the  Bishop's  salary 
be  increased  to  three  thousand  dollars. 

The  Committee  would  recommend  that  the  Assistant  Bishop's  (elect) 
salary  be  three  thousand  dollars. 

They  would  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Wardens  and  Vestries  of  Parishes  who  have 
failed  to  pay  their  contingent  fund,  be  requested  to  uso  all  diligence  in 
collecting  the  balances  due  in  their  respective  congregations  and  remit- 
ting the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  H.  E.  C.  Baskervill,  at  Richmond, 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible.

The  report  and  resolution  were  adopted. 
Council  took  recess  for  Divine  Service. 
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AFTER  RECESS. 

Council  reitssembled  after  Service. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Dasbiell,  the  present  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society  was  re^'lected,  except  Mr.  W.  F.  Gray, 
who  desired  to  be  excused  in  consequence  of  removal  from  Richmond. 

The  Committee  was  thereupon  elected  as  follows : 

Rt.  Rev.  J.  Johns,  D.  D.,  Rev.  G.  Woodbridge,  D.  D.,  Rev.  W. 
Norwood,  D.  D.,  Rev.  J.  Peterkin,  D.  D.,  Rev.  C.  Minnigerode,  D.  D., 
Rev.  F.  M.  Baker,  Rev.  C.  J.  Gibson,  Mr.  J.  L.  Bacon,  Mr.  Charles 
H.  Dimmook,  Mr.  J.  L.  Williams. 

Mr.  Cazenove  offered  the- following  amendment  to  the  5th  Article  of 
the  Constitution: 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  Council, 
in  nominations  to  be  made  by  Clergy  or  Laity ;  the  vote  to  be  by 
ballot,  taken  first  of  the  ClcFgy  and  then  of  the  Laity,  and  a  majority 
of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  for  an  election. 

The  amendment  was  approved  and  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  different 
Vestries. 

Rev.  Mr.  Cole  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Whereas,  certain  clerical  and  lay  members  of  this  body  have  left 
without  permission,  and  have  thereby  violated  the  22d  rule  of  order ; 
therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  hereby  express  its  disapprobation  of  their 
course. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

Rev.  C.  J.  Gibson  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  colored 
eongregations. 

The  Committee  on  Colored  Congregations  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report : 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  work  among  the 
colored  population  of  the  Diocese  has  progressed  slowly  indeed,  but 
steadily,  and  on  the  whole  with  a  reasonable  degree  of  success.  At 
five  or  six  points  only  in  this  vast  Diocese  has  the  work  been  kept  up 
among  them  since  the  change  in  their  condition  took  place.  And  at  all 
these  points,  notwithstanding  the  many  difficulties  which  have  been 
encountered,  God  seems  to  have  blessed  our  efforts,  at  some  of  them,  in 
a  very  great  degree.

In  the  city  of  Richmondy  more  obstacles  to  this  work  seem  to  pre- 
sent themselves  than  anywhere  else  in  the  Diocese.  The  ground  is 
almost  wholly^  predccupied  by  other  denominations,  the  political  excite- 
ments of  the  day  are  more  keenly  felt  there  than  elsewhere,  and  the 
separation  from  the  influences  of  our  Church  are  more  complete.  Yet 
even  here  we  have  a  separate  congregation  worshipping  in  its  own 
Church — the  first,  and  as  yet  the  only  one  in  the  Diocese  with  a  Sun- 
day School  averaging  through  the  last  year  150  scholars^  and  two  day 
schools  numbering  277.  Three  faithful  teachers,  supported  by  the 
Freedmen's  Commission — one  of  them  a  highly  cultivated  lady  of  our 
own  State-— continue  with  zeal  and  perseverance  their  labors  among 
them.  A  clergyman  of  our  own  Diocese  has  now  the  charge  of  the 
congregation,  and  a  candidate  for  orders  has  been  received  from  among 
them. 

In  the  city  of  Norfolk  there  are  four  white  and  five  colored  teachers 
zealously  engaged  in  day  schools,  which  average  450  scholars,  besides  a 
Sunday  School  in  connection  with  Christ  Church.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Willing  continues  to  officiate  as  missionary  at  large,  whilst  the  salary 
of  a  colored  minister  has  been  pledged  to  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
by  the  Philadelphia  branch  of  the  Frcedmcn's  Commission,  to  form  a 
distinct  congregation.  The  colored  communicants  in  Norfolk  number 
about  45. 

In  the  city  of  Petersburg  a  much  wider  field  for  the  Episcopal 
Church  has  been  opened  within  the  last  eighteen  months  than  ever 
existed  before.  A  Sunday  School,  begun  in  the  Summer  of  1865, 
numbered,  before  its  division  into  two  schools,  300  scholars.  The 
Parish  School  has  had,  during  the  year,  465  names  entered  on  the 
roll,  and  the  average  attendance  has  been  230.  A  building  to  be  used 
for  Divine  worship,  as  well  as  for  the  school,  was  obtained,  and  a  good 
congregation  assembled  every  Sunday  and  Wednesday.  A  great  deal 
of  interest  was  manifested  at  the  approaching  visit  of  the  Bishop,  and 
in  the  confirmation  which  they  expected  to  take  place  in  a  Church  of 
their  own.  Unfortunately,  the  building  was  burnt  the  night  of  the 
9th  of  April,  and  the  congregation  and  the  school  have  become  very 
much  scattered.  Still  the  prospects  of  the  causa  are  encouraging.  We 
are  greatly  indebted  to  Miss  Aiken  and*  Miss  Coomb,  who  are  now 
laboring  in  Petersburg,  as  well  as  to  Miss  Hicks,  and  her  assistants,  in 
Richmond,  and  to  Miss  Smith  and  her  assistants  in  Norfolk,  for  the 
truly  missionary  spirit  in  which  they  have  carried  on  their  arduous  and 
patience-trying  work,     Mr.  Weddell,  also  one  of  our  own  candidates 
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for  Orders,  bas,  with  most  exemplary  zeal  aiid  perseverance,  sustained 
the  Snndaj  school  and  Divine  services  twice  a  week  for  the  congrega- 
tion. A  young  colored  man,  whahopes  to  become  a  candidate  for  Orders, 
received  an  outfit  from  the  congregation  of  St.  Paul's,  and  has  gone  to 
a  preparatory  school  for  his  education.  The  number  of  communicants 
in  Petersburg  is  about  forty. 

In  the  county  of  Halifax,  we  are  gratified  to  see  Ood's  manifest 
blessing  resting  upon  the  labor  of  our  beloved  brother,  the  Rev.  Jnb. 
T.  Clark.  He  has  lately  baptized  eleven  adults,  and  reports  that  a 
solemn  religious  feeling  pervades  his  congregation.  He  has  a  Sunday 
School  of  a  hundred  and  twenty  scholars,  and  a  Parochial  School  ntot 
qaite  so  large.  He  feels  decidedly  encouraged.  At  Charlotte  C.  H., 
a  most  excellent  member  of  our  Church  began  a  colored  day  school,  but 
for  want  of  pecuniary  aid  from  abroad  has  been  obliged  to  discontinue 
it.  We  trust  her  noble  example  in  making  the  effort  will  be  followed  by 
others  in  the  Diocese  and  that  she  may  soon  obtain  the  help  she  requires 
In  the  county  of  Hanover  also,  we  are  pleased  to  know  two  Sunday 
Schools  have  been  established  within  the  last  twelve  months  in  the 
open  air  by  the  ladies  of  St.  Martin's  Parish,  and  the  children  taught 
their  letters  by  tracing  them  in  the  sand  and  from  manuscript  cards. 
The  schools  number  more  ^than  a  hundred  and  fifty  children,  and  there  is 
the  prospect  of  the  speedy  erection  of  a  school  house  or  chapel  through 
the  kindness  of  the  American  Tract  Society.  Monthly  services  are 
also  given  them  by  the  'Rebtor  of  the  Parish,  the  Rev.  Isaac  Gibson. 

In  Sussex  county  and  in  Brandon  Parish,  a  wide  field  has  been  opened 
by  the  efforts  of  the  Rev.  Edmund  C.  Murdaugh,  both  for  schools  and 
the  organization  of  congregations.  The  great  want  at  this  point,  as 
indeed  every  where  throughout  the  Diocese,  is  faithful,  self-denying 
teachers  and  the  means  to  support  them. 

In  concluding  this  brief  review  of  what  has  been  accomplished  during 
the  last  year — ^your  committee  must  be  permitted  to  urge  with  all 
solemnity  and  earnestness  upon  their  brethren  of  the  ministry  and  of 
the  laity,  increased  attention  to  this  vastly  important  work  and  more 
faith  and  zeal  in  their  attempts  to  discharge  it.  By  the  change  in  their 
social  condition,  the  Great  Head  of  the  church  now  offers  to  the 
Episcopal  Chuch,  advantages  for  instructing  the  colored  people,  which 
she  has  not  for  many  years  before  in  this  Diocese  enjoyed.  Can  we 
expect  His  blessing  to  rest  upon  us,  if  we  suffer  this  opportunity  to  pass 
by  unimproved.  Is  it  not  at  our  peril,  both  socially  and  spiritually, 
that  we  neglect   it  ?     It  is  true,  there  are  some  peculiar  difficult!  es 
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to  be  enooimtered  just  now  in  carrying  on  our  work,  hnt  they  are  such 
only  as  would  make  earnest,  whole-hearted  ^Haborers  with  Ood,^  more 
resolute  to  oyeroome  them.  Surely  faith  should  not  fail  because  it  is 
sorely  tried.  In  every  case  where  faith  and  zeal  have  persevered  in 
this  work,  they  have  been  at  last  crowned  with  success.  And  the 
blessing  which  has  manifestly  been  vouchsafed  the  feeble  efforts  put 
forth  during  the  last  year,  abundantly  warrants  the  belief  that  God 
only  waits  for  more  fervent  prayer  and  faithful  exertion  on  our  part  to 
grant  us  larger  measures  of  the  healthful  spirit  of  His  Grace."

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hyland,  the  Standing  Committee  on  colored  con- 
gregations was  rei&ppointed — ^adding  the  name  of  Mr.  D.  Lee  Powell, 
in  place  ot  Mr.  S.  P.  Mitchell,  deceased. 

Mr.  Page  called  up  the  report  of  Eev.  Mr.  Clark,  on  change  of  time 
for  holding  the  meeting  of  Council.  The  report  named  the  1st  Wednes- 
day in  June.  Mr.  Page  moved  to  substitute  the  last  Wednesday  in 
May.     Mr.  Hyland  proposed  the  last  Thursday  in  May.     Lost. 

Mr.  Page's  motion  was  carried. 

The  following  was  offered  by  Mr.  Cazenove : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Council  are  hereby  tendered  to  the 
people  of  Staunton  for  their  great  hospitality  to  its  members.     Carried. 

The  following  resolutions  offered  by  Mr.  Cazenove  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  1000  copies  of  the  Journal  be  printed. 

Resolved  that  the  Treasurer  pay  $15  00  to  the  Sexton  of  this  Church. 

Rev.  Dr.  Norwood  offered  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  hereby  express  their  acknowledgments 
to  Major  Covell,  the  Principal  of  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb  and  the  Blind,  for  his  invitation  to  attend  an  exhibition  of  the 
exercises  of  that  most  interesting  Institution,  and  their  regret  that  the 
continuous  sessions  of  the  Council  have  prevented  an  acceptance  of  the 
invitation. 

Mr.  Maury's  resolution,  after  being  called  up,  was  withdrawn,  and  he 
offered  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  recognise  the  general  principle,  that 
hereafter  its  session  shall  be  held  in  regular  rotation,  in  the  places  now 
on  the  list,  and  in  such  others  as  may  hereafter  be  added  to  it ;  but 
that  inasmuch  as  several  of  its  sessions  have  recently  been  held   in 


Richmond,  the  next  place  now  on  the  list,  that  its  next  session  shall 
be  held  in  St.  George's  Church,  Fredericksbnrg. 

Rev.  0.  Walker  offered  the  name  of  Parkersbarg.  The  amend- 
ment was  approved,  and  the  resolution  as  thus  amended,  being  presented 
to  the  Council,  was  lost. 

Mr.  Blackford  proposed  Lynchburg.  Rev.  Mr.  Peterkin  proposed 
Richmond.  Mr.  Peterkin's  amendment  was  lost  and  Lynchburg  chosen 
as  the  next  place  of  meeting. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  ballot  for  Standing  Committee, 
and  reelected  the  old  Committee. 

Rev.  Wm.  Meade  requested  an  expression  of  opinion  from  the  Coun- 
cil as  to  the  qualification  of  voters  for  the  election  of  Vestries,  and 
proposed  thai  the  language  of  the  Canon  be  regarded  as  referring  to  all 
who  contribute  to  the  Contingent  fund. 

The  Ooiracil  decided  that  such  was  not  the  meaning  of  the  Canon. 

The  members  of  the  Council  then  united  in  singing  the  **  Gloria  in 
Excelsis,^  after  which  prayer  was  offered,  and  the  Benediction  pro- 
nounced by  the  Bishop,  and  the  Council  was  declared  adjourned 
Mint  die.

In  consequence  of  the  extent  of  the  Parish,  and 
the  dispersed  condition  of  the  members,  it  has  been  next  to  impos- 
sible for  the  Rector  to  pay  those  frequent  pastoral  visits,  which 
tend,  as  much  perhaps  as  the  regular  services  of  the  church,  to 
keep  alive  the  zeal  and  activity  of  the  congregation,  and  to  concen- 
trate its  efibrts  on  the  prosecution  of  enterprizes  calculated  to  pro- 
mote the  great  interests  of  religion.  Receiving  scarcely  anything 
for  his  ministerial  services,  the  Rector  is  necessarily  compelled  to 
devote  much  of  his  time  in  providing  the  means  *of  support  for  his 
large  family,  and  is  thus  precluded  from  cultivating  as  constant  and 
intimate  an  intercourse  with  his  people  as  he  would  desire.  To  enable 
them  to  participate  in  the  services  of  the  sanctuary,  he  is  obliged 
to  preach  every  month  at  four  different  places  in  the  Paiish,  vary- 
ing in  distance  from  his  residence  from  five  to  twelve  miles.  The 
physical  labour  imposed  on  him  by  this  state  of  things,  tests 
severely  the  strength  of  one,  who  has  passed,  by  some  years,  the 
limit  assigned  to  the  life  of  man.  But  while  life  is  vouchsafed  to 
him,  he  will  continue  to  work  in  the  hope  of  contributing,  in  some 
humble  measure,  to  the  extension  of  his  Redeemer's  kingdom.

It  was  our 
only  resort,  and  though  most  uncomfortable,  it  was  most  pleasing 
to  see  the  full  congregation  of  attentive  hearers  who,  Sunday  after 
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Sunday,  gathered  to  join  in  our  venerable  seryices,  and  to  listen  to 
the  Word  preached.  We  hope  that  during  the  present  season,  we 
will  again  be  congregated  in  a  building  of  equal  comfort  with  the 
one  destroyed,  and  worship  the  God  of  our  fathers,  as  we  were  once 
wont  to  do.  A  noble  christian  gentleman  of  New  York  has  gene- 
rously given  us  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  resuscitation  of  our 
desolated  sanctuary.  St.  Paul's,  though  a  comparatively  small  con- 
gregation, was  one  of  the  noblest,  in  spirit  and  gifts,  of  any  in  the 
Diocese,  in  proportion  to  means  and  membership.

Btmarks. — In  connection  with  this  church,  I  have  charge  of  two 
others,  at  Centreville  and  at  Haymarket.  These  three  churches 
have  been  destitute  of  services  from  an  early  period  of  the  war  ;  the 
buildings  are  destroyed  and  the  congregations  scattered.  This, 
together  with  the  fact  that  I  have  been  labouring  there  but  two 
months  and  a  half,  accounts  for  the  meagreness  of  the  report,  and 
the  loss  or  destruction,  in  every  case,  of  the  church  records,  make 
it  impossible  to  give  the  number  of  communicants  formerly  reported. 
The  people  are  now  making  an  earnest  effort  to  rebuild  the  churches, 
in  which,  owing  to  their  impoverished  condition,  they  need  aid  from 
friends  abroad,  of  which  we  have  already  received  some  first  fruits. 
There  is  manifested  a  deep  interest  in  religious  matters,  and  a  wil- 
lingness to  make  every  sacrifice  for  the  sake  of  the  Master  and  His 
canse.  At  this  point  there  is  established  a  union  Sunday  School, 
under  the  charge  of  a  communicant  of  this  church,  which  is  in  a 
floarishing  condition.  A.t  the  other  two  points  the  intention  is  to 
establish  schools  as  soon  as  possible,  but  this  cannot  be  effected  now, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  we  are  obliged  to  hold  service  in  private 
houses.

the  congregation  is  very  much  increased,  and,  from  the  atten- 
tion to  the  services  and  preached  Word,  we  hope,  with  God's  con- 
tinued blessing,  for  more  prosperous  times.  A  Sunday  School  has 
just  been  formed,  but  I  am  unable  to  report  the  number  of  teach- 
ers and  scholars. 

My  labors  as  missionary  to  Manchester  have  not  been  as  much 
encouraged  as  I  had  hoped ;  still,  something  has  been  done,  and  if 
the  importance  of  a  missionary  field  is  to  be  graded  by  its  great 
need,  I  do  not  know  of  any  point  which  has  a  greater  claim  on  the 
Church  than  this.  With  a  population  say  of  four  thousand  souls, 
it  has  but  three  Churches — two  white  and  one  colored — and  the 
aggregate  capacity  of  the  three  would  not  accommodate  many  more 
than  one-third  of  the  whole  population.  Here  there  is  material 
enough  and  work  enough  for  a  strong,  zealous  young  minister,  and 
whenever  the  Committee  ban  find  such  an  one  I  will  be  happy  to 
transfer  it  to  his  hands.  Three  hundred  dollars  have  been  raised 
by  the  ladies  towards  the  erection  of  a  Church  edifice,  and  my 
impression  is  that  the  Church  will  not  grow  much  until  it  obtains  a 
local  habitation  in  the  place.  It  is  doubtful  whether  the  room  we 
now  occupy — for  which  we  are  indebted,  to  the  Masonic  fraternity — 
can  be  had  much  longer ;  and  if  it  could,  being  remote  from  the 
populous  and  growing  sections  of  the  habitations  of  the  people,  we 
could  hardly  expect  them  to  pass  the  other  Churches  for  the  poor 
accommodations  we  have  to  offer.

Since  the  departure  of  the  Fredericksburg  Orphans,  whom  we 
maintained  here  during  the  war,  the  number  is  lessened.  We  now 
liave  16 — the  Home  is  capable  of  accommodating  25. 

Perhaps,  at  no  time  of  my  ministry,  has  the  condition  of  my 
church  been  so  healthy  and  prosperous  in  all  its  essentials — espe- 
cially when  compared  with  the  difficulties  under  which  we  are 
labouring,  and  the  depressed  state  of  things,  which  naturally  makes 
itself  felt  in  the  Church.

As  mj  report  for  the  year  ending  with  tlic  Council  soon  to  assemble 
in  Staunton,  I  would  respectfully  submit  the  following : 

The  greater  part  of  my  time  and  energies  have  been  devoted  to  my 
school,  in  which  during  the  present  scholastic  year  there  have  been 
taught  over  eighty  young  ladiei<,  with  an  average  attendance  of  about 
sixty-five.  Among  these  there  is  a  class  now  awaiting  the  rite  of  con- 
firmation at  the  hands  of  their  Bishop. 

In  connection  with  my  duties  as  Principal  of  this  Institution  I  have 
regularly  performed  Missionary  work  within  the  bounds  and  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Valley  convocation  ;  more  particularly  at  Brncetown,  a 
point  within  the  bounds  of  Frederick  Parish,  where  I  have  preached 
regularly  on  alternate  Sabbaths  since  the  first  of  June  last,  except 
when  providentially  prevented.  At  this  point  there  is  a  small  class  of 
candidates  for  confirmation,  and  I  trust  and  believe  there  is  ground  for 
hope  of  the  church's  future  growth.  Soon  after  our  last  Council,  at 
your  request  to  organize  a  congregation  among  the  colored  people  of 
Winchester  and  vicinity,  I  made  the  effort  to  do  so.

I  respectfully  report  to  the  Bishop,  that  the  Institution  under  my 
charge,  was  rebpened  in  October,  1865,  and  all  its  departments  well 
attended.  The  number  of  pupils  was  limited  by  the  accommodations,  as 
time  allowed  us  to  furnish  only  one  floor  of  our  spacious  buildings.  The 
number  of  pupils  during  the  session,  was  sixty.  The  number  of  bap- 
tisms (one  by  immersion)  was  ten.  The  class  for  confirmation  num- 
bered fourteen.  Communicants  twenty-six.  These  are,  of  course, 
reported  by  their  Pastors. 

The  present  session  has  been  a  success  in  numbers,  and  increased 
accommodations  and  facilities.  The  classes  are  all  in  full  operation. 
We  have  a  daily  school  service,  and  the  Sabbath  services  of  the  church 
in  the  study-hall  on  inclement  days.  Other  pulpit  services  have  been 
performed  by  me  as  opportunity  offered.  Candidates  for  confirmation, 
nine.

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ing.  By  the  personal  exertions  of  the  present  minister,  funds  have 
been  obtained  for  erecting  a  suitable  house  of  worship,  the  comer 
stone  of  which  has  been  laid,  with  every  prospect  of  the  permanent 
establishment  of  the  Church  in  this  beautiful  section  of  the  Valley. 

At  the  earnest  request  of  those  concerned,  I  consented  to  reverse 
the  order  of  my  appointments  in  Botetourt,  that  the  appointment  for 
Sunday  might  be  at  Lexington.  This  rendered  it  necessary  to 
avail  myself  of  the  railroad  conveyance  from  Staunton  by  Char- 
lottesville and  Lynchburg.  Travelling  day  and  night  I  was  thus 
able  to  reach  Fincastle  early  enough  to  prevent  disappointment. 

May  23. — In  St.|  Mark's,  Fincastle,  I  read  prayers,  preached,  and 
confirmed  four  persons.  At  night,  in  the  same  church,  I  read  prayers 
and  preached. 

May  24. — I  preached  in  Trinity  church,  Buchanon.  This  church, 
which  soon  became  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Rev.  William 
McGuire,  and  the  church  at  Fincastle,  which  had  some  time  been 
without  a  minister,  are  supplied  with  regular  services  by  the  Rev.  W. 
Q.  Hullihen,  another  member  of  the  last  senior  class  of  the  Seminary. 

May  26. — In  Grace  church,  Lexingtom,  I  preached  morning  and 
night,  and  confirmed  twenty-eight. 

June  2. — I  preached  in  the  Seminary  chapel.  The  second  week 
in  June  I  left  home  to  be  present  at  the  consecration  of  Christ 
Church  Cathedral,  Montreal,  Canada  East. 

June  16. — Sunday,  in  the  Cathedral,  participated  in  the  services 
connected  with  the  ordination  of  several  persons  to  Deacon's,  and 
others  to  Priest's  orders. 

In  the  afternoon  I  preached  in  the  Cathedral,  and  in  the  evening 
in  St.  James'  church. 

June  18. — I  participated  in  the  services  connected  with  the  con- 
secration of  Christ  Church  Cathedral.  The  pleasure  afforded  by 
this  brief  visit  was  much  increased  by  my  being  the  guest  of  the 
Rev.  L.  P.  W.  Balch,  D.  D.,  late  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Bishops, 
now  one  of  the  Canons  of  Christ  Church  Cathedral,  a  position  of 
honor  and  influence,  which  it  will  be  a  gratification  to  his  many 
friends  in  his  native  State  to  be  assured  he  continues  to  occupy 
with  increasing  usefulness  and  reputation. 
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The  Christian  courtesy  extended  to  me  by  the  Metropolitan  of 
Canada,  and  other  Bishops  and  Clergy  with  whom  it  was  my  privi- 
lege to  associate  on  this  interesting  occasion,  and  the  appropriate 
senrices  to  which  I  have  alluded,  are  gratefully  remembered.  They 
left  no  room  for  the  impression  that  I  was-among  strangers,  and 
none  for  the  thought  that  I  was  not  communing  with  brethren  of 
the  same  faith  and  form  of  worship  which  constitute  our  holy  heri- 
tage. May  they  be  perpetuated  in  the  purity  and  simplicity  in 
which  they  have  been  transmitted  to  both  branches  of  the  Church, 
and  so  keep  them  ever  in  ^*  unity  of  spirit  and  the  bond  of  peace." 

The  week  after,  my  return  was  occupied  with  the  examinations  of 
the  seyeral  classes  in  the  Theological  Seminary. 

June  27  — In  the  chapel  of  the  Seminary  I  admitted  to  Deacon's 
orders  T.  U.  Dudley,  N.  H.  Lewis,  W.  Q.  Hullihen,  H.  E.  Hayden, 
and  W.  G.  Stewart.  Sermon  by  Rev.  J.  F.  Hoff,  of  the  Diocese 
of  Maryland. 

June  30. — In  the  morning  I  preached  in  St.  John's,  Richmond, 
and  confirmed  nine. 

In  the  afternoon  I  preached  in  St.  Philip's,  and  confirmed  three 
colored  persons. 

At  night  I  preached  in  St.  James'  church,  and  confirmed  thirty- 
four. 

July  1. — I  preached  in  Emmanuel  church,  Henrico,  and  con- 
firmed twelve. 

July  2. — I  preached  in  Calvary  church,  Dinwiddie. 

July  3. — Attended  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  William 
and  Mary  College. 

July  7. — In  the  morning  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  church,  Nor- 
folk, and  confirmed  nineteen.  At  night,  in  Christ  Church,  and 
confirmed  twenty-four. 

July  8. — I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  in  St.  Paul's  church,  Richmond. 

July  9. — I  preached  in  Manikintown  church,  and  confirmed  three. 

July  10. — I  preached  in  St.  Luke's,  Powhatan,  and  confirmed  ten. 

July  11. — I  preached  in  Grace  church,  Genito,  and  confirmed  four- 
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July  12. — I  preached  in  Emmanuel  church,  Powhatan,  and  con- 
firmed seven. 

July  13. — I  preached  in  St.  James',  Cumberland. 

July  14. — I  preached  in  Grace  church,  Ga  Ira,  and  confirmed 
three. 

July  15. — I  preached  in  St.  Peter's,  Curdsville,  and  confirmed 
two. 

July  16. — I  preached  in  a  church  in  which  Rev.  Dr.  Ridout  offi- 
ciates, in  the  upper  part  of  Buckingham  county. 

July  17. — In  the  Methodist  church,  Farmville,  I  baptized  an 
infant,  preached  morning  and  night,  and  confirmed  five. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  I I:\nsborough,  who  extends  his  services  to  several 
vacant  churches  in  the  vicinity,  needs  only  a  suitable  house  of 
worship  to  preserve,  and  increase,  under  God's  blessing,  the  encour- 
aging fruits  of  his  ministry  at  Farmville.  I  have  no  hesitation  in 
commending  his  appeal  for  aid,  and  trust  it  will  soon  be  amply  suc- 
cessful. 

July  18. — Finding  that  I  could  not,  as  I  had  expected,  make  my 
way  by  railroad  to  Charlotte  court-house  in  time  for  my  appointment, 
I  was  obliged  to  engage  a  buggy  for  the  ride.  This,  however, 
afforded  me  an  opportunity  to  spend  a  few  hours  at  the  residence  of 
my  esteemed  friend,  H.  Grigsby,  Esq.,  where  I  was  most  courte- 
ously received.  After  being  refreshed  by  his  hospitality, and  agree- 
ably edified  by  his  instructive  conversation,  I  was  conveyed  in  his 
carriage  to  the  place  of  my  destination. 

July  19. — I  preached  in  Grace  church,  Charlotte,  and  confirmed 
eight. 

From  the  church  I  rode  to  Col.  H.  Carrington's,  and  had  not 
been  long  in  the  house  when  I  was  startled  by  hearing  that  on  his 
way  home,  he  was  thrown  violently  from  his  carriage,  and  was  lying, 
much  injured,  by  the  road  side.  Hastening  to  the  spot,  we  found 
that  he  was  severely  injured  by  the  fall,  so  that  it  was  not  without 
much  difficulty  and  suffering  that  he  was  conveyed  to  his  home. 
When  I  parted  from  him  the  next  morning,  he  was  hopeful  of  recov- 
ery, and  though  there  was  much  in  his  condition  to  make  us  anx- 
ious, his  manly  bearing  controlled  our  fears,  and  made  us  ready  to 
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•elieve  that  his  useful  and  exemplary  Gbristain  life  was  not  to  be 
erminated  by  this  painful  disaster.  But  it  was  otherwise  ordered. 
Lfter  lingering  for  several  weeks,  his  large  frame  sunk  under  the 
SectB  of  the  severe  injuries  it  had  received,  and  with  a  mind  unim- 
aired  by  his  protracted  suffering,  and  a  faith  strengthened  by  trial, 
e  fell  asleep  in  Jesus.  Though  personal  friendship,  formed  half  a 
entury  since,  amid  the  pursuits  of  college  life,  may  have  prompted 
bis  tribute  of  affection,  it  is  due  to  his  personal  worth,  and  to  his 
onsistent  walk  and  intelligent  zeal  and  liberality,  as  a  member  and 
estryman  of  the  Church  in  Charlotte.  That  congregation  has  sus- 
edned  a  further  loss  by  the  resignation  of  their  late  rector^  who, 
tier  having,  with  much  self-denial,  served  them  faithfully  for  several 
ears,  felt  it  to  be  his  duty  to  relinquish  a  cure  to  which  he  was 
inch  attached,  to  enter  upon  another  field  of  labor. 

July  21. — I  preached  morning  and  night  in  Epiphany  church, 
)anville,  and  confirmed  five. 

July  22. — Accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dame,  I  proceeded  to 
lenry  court-house. 

July  23. — I  preached  in  Christ  church,  Henry  court-house,  and 
onfirmed  eight. 

July  24. — This  day  was  occupied  in  travelling  to  Franklin  court* 
.ouse,  where,  the  next  morning,  I  preached  in  the  Methodist  church, 
nd  confirmed  two. 

July  26, — We  travelled  to  Pittsylvania  court-house. 

July  27. — I  preached  there  and  confirmed.  After  services  we 
ode  twenty -five  miles  to  Meadville,  and  next  morning  ten  more  to 
lalifax  court-house,  where  I  preached  and  confirmed  fourteen  in 
It.  James'  church. 

July  28. — I  preached  in  Christ  church,  Halifax. 

July  31. — I  baptized  an  infant  at  Mr.  McPhail's,  Charlotte. 

At  II  A.  M.,  i  ofiiciated  for  the  colored  congregation  at  River- 
ude,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  J.  T.  Clark.  The  room  used  for  a 
K^hool,  and  also  for  public  worship,  being  too  small  for  the  occasion, 
the  services  were  conducted  in  the  shade  of  the  surrounding  trees. 
Prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clark,  whose  infant  I  baptized 
it  the   proper  time,  and»  after  preaching,  administered  the  rite  of 
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confirmation  to  nine  persons.  The  whole  scene  was  singularly 
impressive.  The  feeling  with  which  they  engaged  in  oar  forma  of 
devotion — their  songs  of  praise  in  the  open  air — their  fixed  attention 
to  the  truths  uttered,  gave  peculiar  interest  to  the  whole  aervieey 
and  were  well  calculated  to  inspire  the  hope  that  our  good  brother's 
labors  had  not  been,  and  would  not  be,  without  encouraging   fruit. 

August  4. — At  Boydton  I  baptized  an  infant,  preached,  and  con- 
firmed one. 

August  5. — At  Clarksville  I  preached,  and  confirmed  two. 

August  6. — I  preached  in  St.  Luke's,  Mecklenburg,  and  con- 
firmed four. 

August  7. — In  St.  Andrew's,  Mecklenburg,  I  baptized  two  infants 
and  preached. 

The  four  congregations  in  this  county  are  without  a  minister. 

August  8. — In  St.  John's,  Lunenburg,  I  baptized  an  infiuit, 
preached,  and  confirmed  three. 

August  9. — In  St.  Paul's,  Lunenburg,  I  preached,  and  confirmed 

nine. 

The  two  congregations  in  this  county  are  without  a  minister. 

August  11. — In  Grub  Hill  church,  Amelia,  after  a  sermon  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Peterkin,  I  addressed  the  congregation,  and  confirmed 
eight. 

August  12. — In  Trinity  church,  Chesterfield,  after  a  sermon  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Peterkin,  I  addressed  the  congregation,  and  confirmed 
three. 

August  14. — In  Richmond,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society. 

August  22. — I  preached  in  the  Seminary  chapel. 

September  1 . — In  the  same  place,  I  preached  and  administered 
the  communion. 

September  9. — In  the  same  chapel,  acting  in  accordance  with  the 
Fifth  Canon  of  Title  II.  of  the  Digest,  I  deposed  from  the  ministry 
the  Rev.  George  T.  Williams,  and  recorded  and  pronounced  the 
same,  in  the  presence  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Packard,  D.  D.,  and  the 
Rev.  Cornelius  Walker,  D.  D.  ^ 
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October  2. — I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  church,  Haymarket,  and 
confirmed  eight. 

October  4. — In  Trinity  church,  Fauquier,  I  preached,  and  con- 
firmed four. 

October  5. — In  Emmanuel  church,  Upperville,  I  preached,  and 
confirmed  eight. 

October  6. — In  Christ  church,  Millwood,  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed eight. 

In  the  afternoon  I  preached  at  White  Post,  and  confirmed  five. 

October  7. — In  Grace  church,  Berry ville,  I  preached,  and  con- 
firmed twenty. 

October  8. — In  Wickliffe  church,  Clarke  county,  I  preached,  and 
confirmed  five. 

October  9. — In  St.  James',  Leesburg,  I  preached,  and  confirmed 
forty-two. 

Oct.  16, 17  and  18. — I  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  New  York. 

Oct.  20. — I  preached  in  St.  George's  church,  Fredericksburg, 
and  confirmed  ten. 

Oct.  21. — In  Trinity  church,  Spottsylvania,  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed four. 

Oct.  23. — In  Aquia  church,  Stafford,  I  preached  and  confirmed 
thirty-nine. 

Oct.  27. — In  St.  James'  church,  Warrenton,  I  preached  and  con- 
finned  ten. 

Noyember  3. — Acting  for  the  Bishop  of  Maryland,  I  preached 
in  Grace  church,  Georgetown,  D.  C,  and  confirmed  thirty-one. 

Not.  5. — I  went  to  Philadelphia  to  attend   the   meetings  of  the 
Evangelical   Knowledge   and  other  societies,  and  though,  after  the 
^t  day^  I  was  confined  by  sickness,  I  was  amply  compensated  by 
^hat  I  heard  of  the  increasing  usefulness  and   resources  of  those 
Pitiable  institutions,  from  which  this  Diocese  has,  in  various  formSy 
'Reived  most  important   assistance.     I  cordially  commend  them  ta> 
yoxxT  continued  patronage  and  prayers,  as  happy  and  useful  instru- 
mentalities in  the  dissemination  of  evangelical  truth. 
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Nov.  10. — In  the  morning  I  preached  in  Grace  church,  Peters- 
burgy  and  confirmed  thirteen.     At  night  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's. 

Nov.  11. — ^In  St.  Paul's  church,  Richmond,  I  preached  on  the 
occasion  of  the  formation  of  the  Diocesan  Sunday  School  Union. 
The  interest  manifested  in  the  object  of  the  meeting,  and  the  mea- 
sures subsequently  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  give  promise 
that  the  organization  will  not  subside  into  a  mere  form  of  existenee 
and  exhaust  itself  in  good  resolutions,  but  prove  an  efficient  auxil- 
iary to  the  parishes  in  the  important  work  of  Sunday  Schod 
instruction.  The  periodical  issued  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Board  has  been  favorably  received,  and  if  judiciously  edited,  as  we 
have  reason  to  hope  it  will  be,  must  have  a  salutary  influence  (m 
the  children  of  the  church. 

Nov.  14. — I  left  home  on  a  visitation  of  the  churches  in  the 
Western  section  of  the  Diocese. 

Nov.  15. — I  reached  Fairmont  at  7  A.  M.,  preached  morning 
and  night  in  Christ  church,  and  confirmed  ten.  This  church 
shares,  with  the  church  at  Moundsville,  the  services  of  the  Rev.  J. 
F.  Woods,  and  is  evidently  reviving  under  his  faithful  ministrations. 

Nov.  16. — I  preached  in  Trinity  church,  Moundsville,  and  con- 
firmed two. 

Nov.  17. — I  preached  in  the  new  church  erected  by  the  congre- 
gation of  St.  Matthew's,  Wheeling,  and  confirmed  seven.  Although 
the  spacious  and  imposing  building  was  not  then  completed,  it  was 
sufficiently  advanced  to  be  used  for  public  worship.  On  this  occa- 
sion it  was  filled  to  overflowing ;  happily  ominous  I  trust  of  the 
size  and  character  of  the  assembly  which  will  love  to  frequent  its 
sacred  courts,  and  enjoy  its  salutary  ordinances.  The  congrega- 
tion, then  without  a  rector,  was  much  indebted  to  the  Rev.* J.  H. 
McMechen  for  the  services  he  readily  rendered.  The  building  has 
since  been  finished,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gurrie  has  accepted  the 
rectorship. 

At  night   I  preached  for  the  congregation  of  St.  John's,  theim* 
worshipping  in  a  large  upper  room  in  the  custom-house.     They 
were  engaged  in  erecting  a  neat  and  commodious  building  which  i 
still  in  progress,  with  the  prospects  of  early  completion.     It  will 
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a  large  advance  on  the  church  which  they  vacated,  and  occupied,  I 
have  no  doubt,  by  a  congregation  correspondingly  enlarged  and 
strengthened. 

Nov.  18. — Accompanied  by  the  Rev.  J.  F.  Woods,  I  crossed  into 
Ohio,  and  took  the  railroad  to  Steuben  ville,  where  we  procured  a 
conveyance  and  having  recrossed  the  river  proceeded  to  St.  John's 
•church,  Brooke  county.  Finding  it  closed  we  drove  to  the  house, 
£rst  of  one  and  then  of  another  of  the  vestry,  and  discovered  that  the 
notice  of  my  appointment  had  not  been  received.  We  endeavored 
to  compensate  for  the  failure,  by  visiting  the  friends  of  the  Church 
hoth  there  and  at  Wellsburg,  and  after  passing  the  day  in  such  in- 
tercourse, returned  to  Wheeling,  where  I  baptized,  in  private,  the 
infant  of  parents  residing  in  Buckingham. 

My  next  appointment  was  at  Parkersburg,  which  I  expected  to 
reach  by  the  river ;  but  the  stage  of  water  was  so  low  that  my  friends 
advised  me  not  to  venture  by  steamboat.  I  was  therefore  obliged  to 
return  by  railroad  to  Grafton,  and  come  by  the  other  branch  of  the 
road  to  Parkersburg. 

November  20. — I  preached,  morning  and  night,  in  Trinity  church, 
and  confirmed  eleven. 

November  21. — No  other  conveyance  being  available,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Hyland  and  myself  started  from  Parkersburg  in  a  very  small 
and  inferior  boat,  for  Ravenswood.  Our  progress  was  so  retarded 
by  the  fog,  and  the  lowness  of  the  river,  that  we  found  we  could 
not  stop  there  without  risking  the  several  ensuing  appointments,  and 
fliereforo  concluded  to  keep  on  to  Point  Pleasant,  which  we  did  not 
Teach  nntil  the  next  afternoon. 

November  22. — I  preached  there  at  night,  in  the  room  which  the 
congregation  have  fitted  up  for  their  services,  and  confirmed  five. 

November  24. — Such  was  the  density  of  the  fog,  and  lowness  of 
the  river,  that  we  could  not  obtain  a  boat  for  Charleston.  We  suc- 
ceeded however  in  procuring  a  buggy,  and,  though  late  in  the  morn- 
iog,  started  on  our  journey,  and  after  riding  until  it  became  too  dark 
^  see,  we  found  shelter  for  the  night  in  a  small  house  of  entertain- 
ment. Next  morning  we  were  off  as  early  as  our  hospitable  landlord 
^ould  allow,  and  hoped  to  make  the  ride,  about  twenty- three  miles, 
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in  time  to  meet  mj  appointment.  But  the  intense  density  of  the 
atmosphere,  and  the  condition  of  the  road,  made  driving  on  the 
precipitous  bank  of  the  river  slow,  and  at  times  perilous.  We  did 
not  arrive  in  Charleston  till  half  past  twelve  o^clock,  just  as  the 
congregation  were  returning  from  church.  Happily,  we  were  recog- 
nized by  many.  It  soon  became  generally  known,  and,  at  night, 
I  preached  in  St.  John's  church  to  a  large  congregation,  and  con- 
firmed eight — one  of  them  from  St.  Mark's  church,  Coalsmouth. 

November  25. — In  the  Methodist  church,  at  Maiden,  I  baptised 
several  infants,  and  preached.  St.  Luke's  church  was  destroyed 
during  the  war,  and  has  not  been  rebuilt.  The  Rev.  W.  G.  Stewart, 
who  had,  at  my  request,  officiated  for  this  congregation  for  some 
months  previous,  is  now  acting  as  a  missionary  at  other  places  to 
which  he  has  been  appointed  in  connection  with  his  principal  station 
at  Coalsmouth. 

At  night,  in  St.  John's  church,  Charleston,  after  a  sermon  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Hyland,  I  confirmed  two  persons. 

November  26. — I  preached  in  St.  Mark's  church,  Coalsmonth^ 
and  confirmed  ten.  When  I  visited  this  parish,  eighteen  months 
before,  the  church  was  in  ruins,  and  the  congregation  so  diminished, 
that  I  was  tempted  to  despair  of  its  recovery.  In  July  last.  Rev. 
W.  G.  Stewart  commenced  services  there.  On  this  visit  I  found 
the  repair  of  the  church  sufficiently  advanced  to  allow  of  its  use  for 
public  worship;  an  interesting  class  for  confirmation,  and  as  many 
people  in  attendance  as  the  building  could  accommodate.  Near  the 
church  a  new  parsonage  was  nearly  finished.  I  was  much  gratified 
to  see  all  these  improvements,  and  to  leave  minister  and  congrega- 
tion in  the  kindest  relations,  and  diligently  cooperating  in  the  Gospel. 
The  portion  of  his  time  previously  given  to  Maiden  will  now  be 
divided  between  Wingfield  and  Buffalo,  in  each  of  which  there  is  a 
desire  for  the  services  of  the  Church. 

Immediately  after  the  exercises  at  Coalsmouth,  we  resumed  our 
ride  down  the  west  side  of  the  Kanawha,  over  patches  of  partially 
constructed  roads,  and  intervening  spaces  where  there  was  no  road 
at  all,  till  at  last,  after  dark,  we  lost  our  route,  and  must  have 
camped  out,  but  for  an  intelligent  boy,  who  heard  our  halloo,  came 
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to  oar  rescue,  and  did  not  abandon  us,  till  he  conducted  us  to  a  ferry, 
irhere  we  crossed  the  Kanawha,  and  were  glad  to  find  any  kind  of 
shelter  for  the  night.     The  next  afternoon  we  reached  Point  Pleasant. 

During  my  absence  several  persons,  who,  before,  had  not  been 
able  to  make,  up  their  minds,  came  to  the  conclusion  that  on  my 
return,  they  would  apply  to  be  confirmed.  At  the  request  of  their 
minister  I  preached  the  night  of  our  arrival,  when  he  presented  four 
more  for  the  imposition  of  hands. 

The  condition  and  prospects  of  the  congregation  at  Point  Pleasant 
are  encouraging.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Ilayden,  who  officiates  for  them, 
has  exerted  himself  successfully  in  collecting  funds  for  building  a 
church,  which  I  hope  soon  to  hear  is  completed  and  fully  occupied. 

I  still  hoped  to  reach  Clarksburg  in  time  for  my  next  appoint- 
ment, and  also  to  call  at  Ravens  wood,  and  make  some  amends  for 
passing  it  by,  on  our  way  down  the  river,  as  already  related. 

November  28. — We  were  on  the  road  from  morning  until  10  P. 
M.,  a  journey  which  neither  of  my  companions  nor  myself  would 
desire  to  repeat.  Through  all  its  exposures  a  kind  Providence 
brought  us  in  safety  to  the  hospitable  home  of  Mrs.  Fitzhugh,  where 
refreshment  and  rest  soon  made  us  oblivious  of  the  discomforts  of 
the  day. 

Nov.  29. — At  Ravens  wood  I  confirmed  two.  As  the  only  con- 
veyance in  which  it  was  deemed  safe  to  attempt  the  ride  to  Parkers- 
burg  was  an  open  wagon,  and  it  now  came  on  to  rain,  we  were 
obliged  to  defer  our  journey  until  the  next  morning.  Meanwhile 
the  weather  became  suddenly  so  cold,  and  the  roads  so  frozen,  that 
the  driver  declined  complying  with  his  engagement,  and  our  pros- 
pect of  progress  was  most  discouraging.  About  2  P.  M.,  a  small 
boat  very  unexpectedly  appeared,  and  although  it  was  a  venture, 
we  had  no  choice.  After  struggling  against  the  current,  with 
many  alternations  of  advance  and  retrogression,  we  succeeded  in 
reaching  Parkersburg  after  midnight. 

December  1. — Being  Sunday,  no  train  went  out,  or  I  might  yet 
have  been  at  Clarksburg  in  time  for  my  appointment.  The  deten- 
tion afforded  me  the  opportunity  of  assisting  the  good  v  brother  who 
had  kindly  accompanied  me  on  my  visitation,  and  rendered  me  very 
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acceptable  aid  and  comfort.     I   preached   morning  and   night  is. 
Trinity  church. 

By  means  of  the  telegraph  I  communicated  with  Clarksburg  inl 
Weston,  making  new  appointments. 

Dec.  2. — I  left  Parkersburg  in  a  snow  storm,  which  continued  it 
intervals  for  several  days.  At  night  I  preached  in  Trinity  chureh, 
Clarksburg,  and  confirmed  eighteen. 

Dec.  8. — Accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Greer,  I  rode  twenty-two 
miles  to  Weston,  and  at  night  preached  in  St.  PauPs  church,  and 
confirmed  eleven. 

Though  the  weather  was  very  unfavorable  at  both  of  these  tp* 
pointments,  the  congregations  were  large  and  the  services  very 
interesting.  At  both  places  the  contrast  with  appearances  on  fir- 
mer visitations  evinced  decided  improvement. 

Returning  to  Clarksburg,  I  took  the  cars  at  1  o'clock  next  morn- 
ing, crossed  the  mountain  in  a  snow  storm,  and  made  my  way  t(^ 
Shepherds  town,  and  at  night,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  W.  E> 
Meade,  addressed  the  congregation  in  Trinity  Church. 

Dec.  6. — In  the  same  church,  I  preached  in  the  morning,  and 
confirmed  eleven.  At  night  I  again  addressed  the  congregatioHf 
after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Meade. 

These  services   completed   my  visitation,  the   most   severe   aad 
arduous  I  ever  made  ;  and,  though  accomplished  without  onuttia£ 
any  one  of  the  churches,  yet   not  without  exertions   the   effects  ^^ 
which  I  felt  the  winter  through. 

1868. — January  4. — In  the  chapel  of  the  Theological  Seminary  ^

Alrich  to  Priest's  Orders.  The  service  was  read  and  the  candidal?^ 
presented  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Walker.     The  sermon  was  preached  h^

The  absurd  misrepresentap 
tions  and  frivolous  pretexts  which  were  entertained  by  some,  to  cor 
wrong,  are  known  and  understood,  and,  as  they  are  of  no  account 
to  us,  may  be  forgotten  in  the  satisfaction  with  which  we  receive 
and  welcome  to  his  new  and  arduous  services,  the  brother  beloved, 
whom  I  thank  you  for  having  called  to  share  with  me  the  responsi- 
bilities of  the  Episcopate  in  this  Diocese.  May  we  all»  with 
increasing  gratitude  to  God  for  the  appointment,  **  Stand  fast  in  one 
Spirit,  with  one  mind,  striving  together  for  the  faith  of  the  Gospel." 
And  may  God,  even  our  own  God,  who  has  hitherto  been  so  gracioiu 
to  us,  and  still  blesses  us,  give  us  yet  more  abundantly  the  increase. 
Amen.

During  the  past  year  three  of  our  brethren  have  finished  their 
course,  and  entered    upon  their  rest — the  Rev.  J.  Doughen,  the 
Rev.  G.  S.  Carraway,  and  the   Rev.  J.   B.  Dabney.     Within   the 
same  period  two  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Church,  the  Rt.  Rev.  J.  H. 
Hopkins,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  G.  L.  Hawks,  D.  D.,  have  beea 
called  to  render  their  account  to  the  Chief  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of 
souls.     Their  worth  has  been  justly  delineated  by  those  better  abk 
than  myself  to  sketch  their  excellencies.     With  the  Bishop  of  Mis- 
souri my  intercourse  was  rare  and    transient,  but  of  the  Bishop  of 
Vermont  I  can  testify  from  more  frequent  and  intimate  association. 
It  is  a  sad  satisfaction  to  record  his  distinguished  professional  attain- 
ments, his  extraordinary   natural   gifts — his  expertness   in   sacred 
ministrations — his    happy    address  in  the   pulpit — his   instructive 
conversation,  and  withal,  his  unassuming  manner,  and  freedom  firom 
pretence.     Of  his  fearlessness  in  maintaining  what  he  regarded  as 
truth,  we  have  unmistakable  and  affecting   proof.     We  cannot  but 
regret   that   lie  was  not   able  to  avail   himself  of  the  many  urgent 
invitations  to  visit  Virginia,  as  it  would  have  afforded  him  pleasing 
evidence  of  the  high  and  grateful  estimation  in  which  his  generous 
sympathy  and  services  are  held  by  his  Southern  brethren.     Thougk 
some  of  his  recently  expressed  opinions  on  public  worship,  and  the 
position  which  for  a  time  he  occupied  in  reference  to  the  rights  of 
this   Diocese  in  connection  with    the   Episcopate,  were,  we  thini; 
not  in  keeping  with  the  system  and  policy   he   had  often  and  ablj 
advocated,  yet  it  did  not  abate  his  fraternal  regard  for  us,  or  in  the 
least  impair  our  appreciation  of  his  personal  worth,  and  admiratioB 
of  his  varied  and  valuable  acquirements.     I  hope  it  may  be  neither 
indelicate,  nor  inappropriate  to  close  this  notice  with  a  postscript  t§ 
one  of  his  letters  :  <^P.  S. — On  one  point  I  must  insist,  as  a  matter

of  simple  justice,  that  mj  difference  of  legal  opinion  shall  not  be 
regarded  as  implying  the  slightest  change  in  my  love  and  respect 
for  the  Diocese  and  Bishop  of  Virginia." 

It  will,  I  am  sure,  be  the  pleasure  of  both  to  cherish  his  memory 
with  affectionate  respect. 

I  cannot  close  this  obituary  list  without  a  record  of  our  bereave- 
ment by  the  death  of  Philip  Williams,  of  Winchester,  so  long  and 
favorably  known  in  the  Council  of  this  Diocese  and  in  the  General 
Convention.  His  unaffected  piety,  clear  intellect,  accurate  acquain- 
tance with  ecclesiastical  matters,  and  happy  facility  in  advocating 
tmth,  made  him  seem,  especially  at  this  time,  invaluable.  Their 
loss  will  be  sincerely  felt  and  sincerely  lamented  by  the  Church  in 
Virginia. 

A  statement  in  reference  to  our  Diocesan  Institutions  may  be 
dispensed  with  here,  as  their  several  reports  will  be  presented. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  my  gratitude  to  God  for  the 
remarkable  prosperity  with  which  he  has  blessed  our  Theological 
Seminary.  If,  two  years  since,  any  one  had  predicted  that,  this 
session,  there  would  be  fifty  students  in  attendance,  and  that  all 
would  be  supported  without  debt,  I  would  have  esteemed  him  no 
prophet.  Yet,  so  it  is  through  the  kind  Providence  of  God,  the 
considerate  aid  of  many  friends,  and  the  judicious  economy  of  those 
to  whom  its  management  is  committed. 

Mr.  Samuel  G.  Wyman,  of  Baltimore,  has  expressed  his  contin- 
ued interest  in  the  Seminary  by  the  generous  donation  of  $5,000 
to  its  permanent  fund. 

The  late  James  Maynard,  M.  D.,  of  Baltimore  county,  Mary- 
land, left  ly  will  four  thousand  dollars  to  the  vestry  of  St.  Thomas' 
church  in  that  county,  the  annual  interest  of  which  was  to  bo  applied 
to  the  use  of  the  Seminary.  His  executor,  Richard  F.  May,  has 
fittthfully  executed  his  bequest,  and  the  Legislature  of  Maryland 
kave  passed  an  act  empowering  the  vestry  to  hold  the  fund  for  this 
purpose. 

The  High  School  partakes  of  the  prosperity  with  which  the 
^minary  has  been  favored,  and  promises  increase.     I  have,  within 
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the  last  few  weeks,  confirmed  fourteen  of  its  pupils.     Surely  we  may 
thank  God  and  take  courage. 

From  the  Virginia  Female  Institute,  at  Staunton,  I  have  oo 
official  communication.  The  report  of  its  esteemed  Principal,  the 
Rev.  R.  H.  Phillips,  by  whom  it  has  been  long  and  satisfiBbctorily 
conducted,  will,  I  am  sure,  afford  us  the  pleasing  intelligence  of  its 
continued  success  and  usefulness. 

Our  Missionary  Society,  so  indispensable  to  the  support  and 
extension  of  the  Church  in  Virginia,  has  been  faithfully  and  vm* 
fully  conducted.  Its  importance  is  now  more  than  ever  felt,  aid, 
therefore,  when  I  recently  found  its  treasury  ezhausted,  I  did  not 
hesitate  to  apprise  you  of  it,  that  at  this  meeting  of  the  Council,  if 
not  before,  your  liberality  might  supply  the  requisite  means,  eves, 
if  need  be,  at  the  expense  of  some  self-denial  and  sacrifice. 

Others  have  sympathized  with  us,  and  evinced  their  Ghristiii 
consideration  by  contributions  which  I  take  pleasure  in  acknowl- 
edging. The  Southern  Relief  Society  of  New  York,  have  trtna- 
mitted  five  hundred  dollars.  The  ladies  of  Grace  church  have  sent 
several  boxes  of  valuable  clothing.  A  native  of  Virginia,  rending 
in  New  York,  enclosed  to  me  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  A 
lady  in  West  Virginia,  one  hundred  dollars.  Two  gentlemen  fipoa 
the  same  section  of  the  Diocese  have  contributed — one  twenty  and 
the  other  ten  dollars  for  the  relief  of  our  necessities.  These  giflSi 
and  the  feelings  which  prompted  them,  will,  I  trust,  be  truly  appre- 
oiated. 

I  place  in  the  keeping  of  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  a  copy 
of  the  epistle  from  the  assemblage  of  Bishops  at  Lambeth  in  Sep- 
tember last,  and  a  printed  statement  connected  with  their  proceed- 
ings. It  would  have  been  my  pleasure  to  accept  the  invitation  to 
attend  that  meeting  ;  and  I  would  have  highly  valued  the  privilegi 
of  becoming  personally  acquainted  with  the  distinguished  prelates 
there  convened  for  worship  and  for  conference.  The  preesiJig 
demands  of  the  Diocese  rendered  it  necessary  that  I  should  denj 
myself  the  gratification,  and  I  replied  accordingly.  If  any  have 
been  disappointed  by  the  results  of  that  Assembly,  it  can  only  be 
because  they  did  not  duly  consider  its  nature,  and  the  distinctly 
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svowed  purpose  for  which  it  was  called.  That  they  were  able  to 
do  and  saj  as  little  as  appears,  and  in  so  commendable  a  spirit, 
sffords  evidence  of  wisdom  and  grace  which  we  may  well  admire, 
and  be  thankful. 

The  serious  evils  which  threaten  the  Church  of  England,  and  in  the 
United  States,  are  not  to  be  driven  away  by  decrees  of  Councils,  or 
Episcopal  addresses,  or  Conventional  resolutions,  judicious  as  they 
may  be ;  but  by  the  diligent  diffusion  and  clear  and  earnest  exhibi- 
tion of  evangelical  truth,  in  sincerity  and  love.  This  is  the  divinely 
appointed  instrument  by  which  the  Spirit  of  God  accomplishes  in 
men  the  great  purposes  of  redemption.  It  is  our  responsible  priv- 
ilege to  preserve  the  Word  of  Life  from  adulteration  and  misuse, 
uid  to  provide  for  its  being  distinctly  held  forth  in  the  Church  and 
before  the  world.  Its  Divine  Author  then  becomes  responsible  for 
its  salutary  power  in  driving  away  erroneous  and  strange  doctrines, 
and  extending  the  knowledge  and  experience  of  pure  and  undefilcd 
religion  among  men. 

When  I  think  of  these  things  and  look  around  on  the  appliances 
and  opportunities  with  which,  in  the  kind  providence  of  God,  we 
are  provided,  for  the  successful  performance  of  our  part  in  this 
great  and  glorious  work,  I  find  ample  cause  for  encouragement. 
With  our  Education  Societies,  Theological  Seminaries,  Missionary 
AMOciations  and  Evangelical  Knowledge  Society,  all  so  ably  ope- 
rated, and  beyond  the  reach  of  adverse  interference,  with  pulpits, 
ind  places  more  than  we  can  occupy,  soliciting  our  services, 
lervices  which,  wherever  rendered,  may  be  as  full  and  free,  as  our 
conscience  dictates,  I  can  conceive  of  nothing  more  that  is  requisite 
to  secure  for  truth  all  it  needs — an  open  field,  and  no  favor  from  its 
foes.  Such  facilities,  faithfully  used,  have  the  guaranty  of  ultimate 
success.  Though  these  **  weapons  are  not  carnal,  they  are  mighty 
tbrough  God,  to  the  pulling  down  the  strong  holds  of  error,  casting 
down  every  high  thing  that  exalteth  itself  against  the  knowledge  of 
God,  and  bringing  into  captivity  every  thought  to  the  obedience 
of  Christ." 

Let  us,  dear  brethren,  in  our  daily  walk  and  conversation,  study 
to  maintain  the  purity  and  usefulness  and  humility,  which  are  the 
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legitimate  fruits  of  evangelical  truth,  and  be  ready,  as  occasion 
may  require,  to  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder  in  its  defence,  with  a 
constraining  consciousness  that  ''  we  can  do  nothing  against,  but 
for  the  truth.'^ 

In  closing  this  address,  permit  me  to  remind  you  that  the  tine 
has  come  for  executing  the  early  expressed  purpose  of  the  Diocese 
in  reference  to  the  erection  of  a  suitable  monument  over  the  hon- 
ored grave  of  our  late  beloved  Bishop.  As  every  member  of  the 
Church  of  Virginia  should  have  the  opportunity  of  participating  in 
this  sad  privilege,  I « propose  that  each  minister  of  the  Diocese  be 
authorized  and  requested  to  apprise  those  for  whom  he  officiates  of 
the  action  of  the  Council,  and  to  receive  and  forward  to  the  Trea- 
surer such  contributions  as  may  be  handed  to  him  for  this  object, 
on  or  before  the  first  of  August  next ;  and  further,  that  a  com* 
mittee  be  appointed  with  instructions  to  accomplish,  as  soonae 
possible,  this  devout  desire  of  the  Diocese.  With  this  pious  work 
appropriately  executed,  and  the  happy  assurance  you  have  given 
in  the  appointment  of  my  colleague,  that  under  God's  blessing,  the 
Evangelical  principles  and  moderate  and  conservative  policy  of  mj 
venerated  predecessors  in  the  Episcopate,  shall  be  perpetuated  in 
this  Diocese,  I  need  only  ask  your  prayers  that  I  may  have  grace 
to  be  faithful  to  the  end,  with  the  comfortable  persuasion  that  the 
blessing  of  God  Almighty,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost  abides  and  abounds  in  the  Church  of  Virginia. 

On  Friday,  17th  day  of  May,  1867, 1  was  elected  by  the  Goiineil, 
then  in  session  in  Staunton,  to  the  office  of  Assistant  Bishop  of  this 
Diocese. 

Owing,  however,  to  delay  on  the  part  of  the  then  Presiding 
Bishop  (Hopkins,  of  Vermont,)  in  communicating  the  necessary 
information  to  the  other  Bishops,  I  was  not  notified  by  his  succesnor, 
the  present  Presiding  Bishop,  that  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  and 
Standing  Committees  had  sanctioned  the  election,  until  the  middle  of 
February,  1868.     Soon  after,  arrangements  were  made  for  my  con- 
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seeration,  which  took  place  in  St.  PauPs  church,  Alexandria,  on 
Thursday,  30th  April,  1868,  Bishop  Johns  officiating,  assisted  by 
Bishops  Lee,  of  Delaware,  and  Bedell,  of  Ohio,  the  latter  of  whom 
preached  the  sermon. 

Daring  the  brief  period  of  my  Episcopate  I  have  been  employed 
as  follows : 

Sunday,  May  3. — In  the  morning  preached  in  St.  Greorge's 
church,  Fredericksburg,  and  confirmed  ten  persons.  In  the  after- 
noon went  with  the  Rector  to  the  Sunday  School  and  made  an 
address  to  the  children,  after  they  were  catechized  by  the  Rev. 
William  McGuire.  At  night  I  preached  again  in  St.  George's 
church. 

May  4. — Preached  in  Grace  church,  Caroline  county,  and  cqa- 
firmed  two. 

May  5. — Preached  in  St.  Margaret's  church,  Caroline,  and  con- 
firmed four. 

May  6. — Preached  in  St.  John's,  Spottsylvania,  baptized  a  child 
of  the  Rector,  Rev.  W.  W.  Green,  and  confirmed  four. 

May  8. — In  the  morning,  assisted  in  the  services  by  Rev.  Messrs. 
Berkeley,  Habersham,  of  Georgia,  and  Dr.  Peterkin,  consecrated 
St.  Mark's  church,  Richmond,  and  administered  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion. The  **  instrument  of  donation  "  was  presented  by  D.  Lee 
Powell,  Esq.,  and  '^  the  sentence  of  consecration "  was  read  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Norwood,  who  also  preached  the  sermon.  This  church 
was  set  apart  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God,  by  the  name  of  St. 
Mark's  church. 

May  8. — At  night,  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Richmond,  and 
confirmed  nineteen. 

May  9. — In  the  morning,  preached  in  Emmanuel  Church,  Hen- 
rico county,  and  confirmed  eight.  At  night,  preached  in  St. 
Mark's  Church,  Richmond,  and  confirmed  twenty-three. 

Sunday,  May  10. — In  the  morning,  read  the  ante-communion 
service  in  St.  John's  church,  Richmond,  preached,  and  confirmed 
len.  In  the  afternoon,  attended  the  anniversary  meeting  of  the 
Sunday  School  Union  in  St.  Paul's  church,  and  made  an  address  to 
the  teachers  and  children.     At   night,   preached  in   St.   James' 
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churchy  and  confirmed  thirty-three,  of  whom  three  were  from  th6 
Monumental  and  one  from  St.  Paul's. 

May  12. — In  the  morning  preached  in  St.  John's  church,  Poits- 
mouthy  and  confirmed  four ;  and  at  night  in  Trinity,  where  elerea 
were  confirmed. 

May  13. — In  the  morning,  preached  in  St.  Paul's  church,  Nor- 
folk, and  confirmed  thirty  white,  and  one  colored.  At  nig^t 
preached  in  Christ  church,  and  confirmed  thirty-six. 

May  14. — Preached  in  the  church,  in  Kempsville,  Princess  Ajdm 
county,  and  confirmed  two. 

May  15. — Preached  in  the  chapel  in  the  same  parish,  and  coft- 
firmed  four. 

May  16. — Confirmed  in  private  one,  connected  with  Grrace 
church,  Petersburg. 

May  17. — In  the  morning,  preached  in  Grace  church,  Peters- 
burg, and  confirmed  twenty-five,  one  being  from  Bath  parish,  Dia- 
widdie  county.  At  night,  preached  in  St.  Paul's  church,  and  con- 
firmed twelve. 

May  18. — Assisted  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Gibson  and  Wingfield,  con- 
secrated St.  Stephen's  (colored)  church,  Petersburg,  preached,con- 
firmed  four,  addressed  them,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper. 

The  following  account  of  this  interesting  and  encouraging  work 
amongst  the  colored  people  of  Petersburg,  was  prepared,  at  mj 
request,  by  Mr.  A.  W.  Weddell,  who  has  been  the  principal  agent 
in  accomplishing  it : 

<'  There  is  much  in  the  work  among  the  colored  people  of  Peters- 
burg to  which  the  attention  of  the  Diocese  may  be  directed  for  pro- 
fit and  encouragement.  The  success  which  has  attended  our  efforts 
at  this  point  indicates  what  may  be  accomplished  elsewhere  by  the 
exercise  of  a  similar  faith,  patience,  and  devotion. 

'^  Immediately  after  the  cessation  of  hostilities  in  1865,  a  colored 
Sunday  School  was  organized  in  Grace  Church,  and  nobly  sustained, 
despite  severe  discouragements,  by  the  energy  and  zeal  of  Mr. 
Robert  A.  Gibson,  now  a  candidate  for   orders   at  our   Seminary* 

^' At  a  later  period  a  school  of  like  character  was  organized  in  con- 
nection with  St.  Paul's  church,  through  the  earnest  efforts  of  Migor 
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GUes  B.  Cooke.  After  nearly  three  years  experience,  marked  by 
Taried  fortuneSy  these  schools  still  continue,  an  honor  to  their 
fottnders  and  a  blessing  to  those  brought  under  their  influence. 

^'In  the  fall  of  1865,  by  the  aid  of  the  Episcopal  Freedmen's  Gom- 
miasian,  funds  sufficient  were  obtained  to  organize  and  establish  a 
day  school  for  colored  children.  It  was  held  in  the  chapel  erected 
by  the  Bev.  H.  Stringfellow,  Jr.,  during  the  war,  until  the  building 
was  destroyed  by  fire  in  April,  1867.  This  school  has  been  in  con- 
stant operation,  and  now  numbers  over  four  hundred  scholars.  The 
teachings  of  this  school  are  positive  and  distinctive.  Besides  the 
usual  opening  and  closing  services,  every  Wednesday  is  devoted  to 
the  Prayer  Book.  At  11  A.  M.  on  this  day  the  full  Church  service 
is  renderd,  followed  by  catechising.  The  instruction  furnished  by 
these  exercises,  in  connection  with  the  regular  Tuesday  night  ser- 
vices, conducted  by  Bev.  Mr.  Gibson,  have  rendered  the  colored 
poeplc  &miliar  with  the  Prayer  Book,  and  enables  them  to  sustain 
their  part  in  the  responses. 

^^The  burning  of  the  Stringfellow  chapel  necessitated  some  action 
to  secure  a  house  for  the  day  school.  ^  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
there  were  already  over  forty  communicants  connected  with  us,  and 
Uiat  the  accommodations  in  our  churches  for  colored  people  were 
filled  to  repletion — it  was  determined  to  undertake  the  building  of 
an  independent  church.  To  the  Freedmen's  Bureau,  through  the 
courtesy  of  Major  J.  B.  Stone,  we  are  indebted  for  the  first  dona- 
tion of  (2,650.  This  was  followed  by  generous  donations  from 
Mrs.  James,  of  the  Pennsylvania  Commission,  Bev.  Dr.  Smith,  of 
the  New  York  Commission,  and  many  private  individuals.  The 
whole  building  cost  $5,214.  The  title  is  held  by  three  Communi- 
cants of  our  Church  in  Petersburg,  ^  as  Trustees  of  St.  Stephen's 
Episcopal  Church.' 

'^The  congregation  has  purchased  a  fine  new  organ,  a  beautiful 
silver  sacramental  set  has  been  presented  to  them,  and  everything 
has  been  supplied,  save  the  minister.  The  necessity  for  the  erec- 
tion of  this  church -was  seen  by  the  crowded  attendence  of  the  colored 
people  at  our  Episcopal  churches  every  Sabbath,  and  the  manifest 
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interest  they  exhibited  in  the   Episcopal   service.     This   h/oi  has 
been  noticed  nowhere  to  such  an  extent  as  in  Petersburg." 

After  expressing  my  thanks  to  the  author  of  all  good  for  giving 
me  health  and  strength,  during  sixteen  days  of  service  in  my  new 
office,  to  consecrate  two  churches,  deliver  thirty-five  sermons  and 
addresses,  confirm  two-hundred  and  thirty-two  persons,  and  travel 
many  miles,  I  cannot  conclude  without  recording  my  grateful  sense 
of  the  kind  and  afiectionate  reception  everywhere  given  me  by  my 
dear  brethren,  both  of  the  clergy  and  laity.  May  our  Heavenly 
Father  bless  them  with  all  temporal  and  spiritual  blessings  through 
Jesus  Christ. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Rev.  G.  H.  Norton  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Dean  of  the  Theological  Seminary  be  requested  to  report  to 
the  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  usual  form  of  a  parochial  report,  fueli 
fact«  connected  with  public  worship  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Seminary,  as  may  be  of 
interest  to  the  church. 

Carried.

Your  Committee  began  the  present  fiscal  year  with  ^741  70  in  their  treasury .  They 
ye  receiyed  in  addition  92,571  94.  Their  disbursements  haye  been  ^3,201  40* 
id  there  are  now  in  the  treasury  $112  64.  You  will  obserye  that  our  disburse- 
tnta  haye  been  greater  than  our  receipts  by  $629  46. 

[n  one  respect  this  report  is  full  of  cheerful  interest.  We  haye  contributed  to 
i  support  of  eighteen  families,  and  haye  carried  gladness  to  the  hearts  of  wiyes 
d  children,  and  haye  cheered  the  heart  of  many  a  faithful  brother,  who,  but  for 
IB  Society,  would  haye  been  troubled  and  desponding. 

Ln  some  cases  our  own  hearts  haye  been  saddened,  that  we  were  obliged,  by  the 
At  of  means,  to  refuse  assistance  to'  those  who  were  suffering  with  poyerty  and 
Tiggling  with  debt. 

In  another  respect  this  report  is  sad  and  desponding.  We  haye  already  made 
propriations  which  we  cannot  meet,  unless  the  Diocese  shall  come  forward  to  our 
pport  with  more  liberal  contributions,  than  they  haye  done  during  the  past  year. 
i  wish  you  to  keep  in  mind  that  our  disbursements  haye  exceeded  our  receipts  by 
29  46,  and  that  we  haye  now  in  our  treasury  only  $112  24,  whereas  at  the  begin- 
ng  of  the  year  we  had  $741  70.  The  salaries  of  our  Missionaries  will  soon  fall 
e.  We  haye  not  the  means  to  pay  them.  Will  the  Doicese  permit  this  ?  Will 
B  Laity  suffer  the  clergy  to  want?  Will  they  compel  them  to  seek  for  a  more 
mfortable  support  in  other  Dioceses  ?  We  haye  already  lost  many  yaluable  min- 
ers for  this  yery  reason.  Will  they  suffer  this  perpetual  and  discreditable  drain 
iger  to  go  on  ? 

We  know  the  poverty  of  our  Diocese,  and  the  clergy  are  cheerfully  willing  to  bear 
;ir  proportion  of  the  priyations   incident  to  this  impoyerished  condition  of  the 
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people.    But  alas  I  they  are  called  to  bear  far  more  than  their  proportion*    Andii 
almost  all  cases  retrenchment  begins  at  the   house  of  God.    But  surely  thk  is 
beginning  at  the  wrong  end.    What  shall  we,  the  people  of  Virginia,  be  f  What  Bhall 
we  do  without  the  church  of  God  f    And  what  will  become  of  the  ehureh  withooi  the 
ministry  f    Is  there  a  civil,  social,  or  domestic  blessing  which  is  not  made  Buoh  by 
the  glorious  gospel  of  the  blessed  God  f    Let  that  gospel  be  withdrawn  and  what 
shall  we  be,  even  so  far  as  this  life  is  concerned  f    Heretofore,  the  ministry   ha^e 
been  supported  rather  by  the  superfluities  of  the  people,  than  by  the  exercise  of 
self-denial.    And  as  long  as  this  hIpiH  be  the  case,  so  long  must  the  support  of  the 
ministry  and  of  the  church  of  God  be  fitful  and  uncertain. 

*  But  here,  if  we  may  be  permitted  to  make  a  suggestion,  which  perhaps  more 
properly  falls  within  the  province  of  the  Bishop,  we  would  earnestly  recommend 
the  establishment  of  lay-reading.  The  last  number  of  the  "  Spirit  of  Missions  " 
contains  an  account  of  one  parish,  which  was  for  sixteen  years  kept  together  and 
supported  by  lay-reading.  The  mere  bringing  the  people  together,  if  only  to  hear 
the  services,  will  form  the  habit  of  keeping  holy  the  Sabbath  day.  And  even  in 
those  parishes  where  are  two  or  more  churches,  it  would  be  found  of  inestimable 
benefit. 

Not  all  of  those  to  whom  contributions  have  been  made  during  the  past  year  are 
strictly  Missionaries  in  the  employment  of  your  Committee,  but  ministers  whose 
necessities  were  great,  and  whose  past  services  and  labors  in  the  Diocese  entitled 
them  to  the  very  highest  consideration  and  regard. 

Before  concluding,  we  would  state  that  we  feel  compelled,  for  the  systematic 
arrangement  of  the  business  of  the  Committee,  that  all  appropriations  be  made 
between  the  Ist  of  January  and  the  Slst  of  December,  and  that  all  appplications 
be  made  by  the  let  of  December. 

Applications  must  be  made  by  Vestries  or  by  responsible  friends  of  the  church 
in  the  parish,  stating  the  amount  they  can  raise,  and  pledging  its  payment  to  iht 
Executive  Committee,  and  the  amount  required  from  them.

The  Council  having  reassembled,  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Bishop. 

Rev.  W.  N.  Pendleton,  D.  D.,  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  address  as  relates  to  the  operations  of  the 
Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  and  also  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  that 
Society,  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  five,  with  instructions  to  report  some  time 
to-morrow,  upon  the  best  mode  of  readjusting  the  relations  of  that  organization,  so 
as  to  render  it  most  efficient  in  meeting  the  needs  of  the  Diocese. 

The  resolution  was  adopted,  and  the  following  Committee  ap- 
pointed : 

Bev.  W.  N.  Pendleton,  D.  D.,  Rev.  J.  Peterkin,  D.  D.,  Rev.  C.  J. 
O1B8ON9  Rev.  H.  SuTER,  and  Rev.  J.  A.  Latane. 

Bev.  D.  F.  Sprigo  called  up  his  amendment  proposed  yesterday 
in  reference  to  opening  the  sessions  of  the  Council  at  9  A.  M.  with 
full  service  and  sermon.  The  motion  was  lost.  The  original  reso- 
lution was  then  carried. 

The  Bishop  presented  a  report  from  the  Trustees  of  the  "  Bruce 
Fund,"  and  the  same  was  referred  to  a  Committee,  consisting  of 
Bev.  J.  Peterkin,  D.  D.,  and  Mr.  Jas.  Galt. 

Mr.  Baleigh  Colston  presented  a  memorial  from  the  Vestry  of 
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Fredericksville  Parish,  Albemarle,  asking  the  Council  to  settle  the 
question  as  to  who  are  the  proper  authorities  to  lend  or  to  refuse 
the  use  of  our  Church  edifices  to  non-Episcopal  congregations. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  W.  N.  Pendleton,  D.  D.,  the  memorial  was 
referred  to  a  Committee  of  three.  The  Chair  appointed  Rev.  Geo. 
H.  Norton,  Mr.  Jas.  Galt,  and  Mr.  C.  F.  Lee. 

Rev.  T.  G.  Dashiell  offered  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  Canon  IX  be  amended  by  the  addition  of  the  following  section : 
A  Standing  Committee  of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen  shall  be  elected  at  each 
Council,  who  shall  be  the  constituted  authorities  to  take  charge  of  church  property, 
where  the  congregations  have  been  disbanded.  • 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  this 
proposed  amendment. 

Carried,  and  the  following  Committee  appointed : 

Rev.  Wm.  Norwood,  D.  D.,  Rev.  C.  Minnigerode,  D.  D.,  Rev.  C, 
J.  Gibson,  Mr.  N.  H.  Massie,  and  Mr.  Tazewell  Taylor. 

Mr.  B.  J.  Barbour,  from  the  Committee  on  Fund  for  Disabled 
Clergy,  offered  the  following  report : 

The  remaining  members  of  the  Committee  who  had  charge  of  the 
Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen,  beg  leave  to  make  the  following 
report : 

•  In  obedience  to  the  first  impulse  of  the  heart,  they  are  called  to 
mourn  the  loss  of  their  colleague,  David  W.  Barton,  who  after  a 
life  of  great  general  usefulness,  and  of  particular  devotion  to  the 
interests  and  welfare  of  that  Church  of  which  he  was  a  shining 
member,  has  been  gathered  to  his  rest — leaving  a  memory  which 
deserves  all  honor,  and  an  example  worthy  of  all  emulation. 

We  find  that  the  condition  of  the  fund  in  question,  as  set  forth 
in  the  report  presented  to  the  last  Council  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Feterkin, 
is  as  follows : 

Sundry  Certificates  of  Virginia  State  Stock,  amounting  to $7,487.60 

Frederick  County  Stock 200.00 

Merchants' and  Mechanics'  Bmk,  Wheeling ....      30O.>)0 

Making  a  total  of $8,037.00 

This,  of  course,  is  the  par  value  of  the  State  stock,  which,  if  sold 
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at  present  prices^  would  not  realize  more  than  $3,000.  The  second 
item,  we  are  sorry  to  learn,  is  entirely  worthless.  The  stock  of  the 
Merchant's  and  Mechanic's  Bank  we  have  not  been  able  to  ascer- 
tain. It  is  safest  to  assume  that  $S,000  is  about  the  value  of  the 
entire  fund. 

It  was  proposed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  to  convert 
these  assets  into  cash,  as  soon  as  it  could  be  done  without  unrea- 
sonable sacrifice,  and  that  the  money  thus  accruing  be  divided 
among  those  who  are  properly  beneficiaries. 

This  resolution  was  not  adopted,  and  we  have  reason  to  believe 
that  the  mover  of  it  has  altered  his  opinion  as  to  the  policy  of  the 
suggestion. 

The  Committee  are  opposed  to  such  a  plan  for  two  reasons.  1st. 
It  does  not  seem  probable  that  for  several  years  the  stock  could  be 
sold  without  the  unwarrantable  sacrifice  deprecated  in  the  resolu- 
tion, and  secondly  it  would  destroy  the  nucleus  of  the  fund  and  in- 
terfere seriously  with  the  prospective  and  systematic  benefits  which 
we  trust,  under  Providence,  may  spring  from  it.  We  would  suggest, 
on  the  contrary,  that  the  fund  should,  aftar  stripping  it  of  its  worth- 
less portions,  be  carefully  estimated  and  stated,  and  that  an  urgent 
appeal  by  the  Clergy  should  be  made  throughout  the  Diocese  to 
enlarge  it. 

It  is  a  subject  which  commends  itself  to  the  heart  of  every  Chris- 
tian man  and  woman  throughout  the  land.  Its  aim  is  to  provide 
sustenance  and  support  for  men  who  have  worn  themselves  out  in 
the  noblest  and  most  sacred  of  causes — of  men  who,  in  proportion 
as  they  have  fulfilled  their  duties,  have  neglected  their  earthly 
interests,  and  whose  usefulness  would  be  greatly  impaired  and  whose 
declining  years  would  be  naturally  saddened  by  the  reflection  that 
after  dedicating  the  vigor  of  their  lives  to  the  spiritual  improvement 
of  their  congregations,  the  only  return  was  a  thoughtless,  if  not  a 
willful,  neglect  of  themselves  and  of  their  impoverished  families 
when  their  season  of  work  had  passed. 

If  every  man  and  woman  would  but  challenge  their  memories  for 
the  spiritual  and  moral  instruction  they  have  received  at  the  hands 
of  their  pastors — if  they  would  remember  in  gratitude  the  consola- 
tion and  relief  which  those  pastors  have  brought  to  sorrowing  and 
trusting  hearts,  and  how  they  have  been  lifted  up  from  the  depths 
of  despondency  and  carried  to  the  throne  of  the  Great  Comforter — 
if,  for  every  sorrow  they  have  taught  us  how  to  soften,  and  for 
every  error  they  have  sought  to  correct,  we  would  offer  a  material 
evidence  of  our  grateful  recollection,  the  Episcopal  Church  of  Vir- 
ginia would  soon  cease  to  mourn  over  the  opprobrium  of  having  her 
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aged  servants  turned  out  to  die,  as  it  were,  upon  the  comnKm— i 
sight  at  once  shameful  and  melancholy — not  only  discreditable  td 
the  people  who  allow  it,  but  chilling  and  repulsive  in  its  blaek  in- 
gratitude to  all  who  might  desire  to  dedicate  themselves  to  the  Bliii- 
istry.  But  whilst  the  Committee  would  suggest  that  the  Clergy  of 
the  Diocese  should  avail  themselves  of  every  opportunity  to  enlarge 
the  fund,  the  Laity  are  earnestly  besought  to  lend  a  helping  hm 
in  this  noble  work.  Indeed,  the  Committee  do  not  hesitate  to  say, 
that  this  duty  falls  more  appropriately,  and  could  be  more  thoron^y 
performed,  by  the  Laity  than  the  Clergy.  Their's  has  been  the 
life-long  services,  and  our's  should  be  the  office  to  see  that  they  an 
fully  and  gratefully  remembered. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the 
vacancies  in  the  Committee  and  Board  should  be  filled — ^making  tke 
number  five ;  and  as  Richmond  is  the  Central  point,  where  the  fond 
can  be  best  managed,  it  would  be  proper  that  at  least  two  of  the 
members  should  be  residents  of  that  place.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  memorial  from  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Fredericks  ville  Parish*  beg  leave  to  report,  that 
they  have  given  the  subject  that  serious  attention  which  was 
demanded   by  the  esteemed   character   of  the  parties   concerned. 

They  have  endeavored  impartially  to  weigh  the  statements  both 
of  the  Rector  and  of  the  Vestry  of  St.  Paul's  Church.  They  htre 
considered  also  the  proper  functions  of  this  Council,  in  relation  to 
such  cases  as  that  which  this  memorial  brings  before  it.  And 
they  have  been  unable  to  see  that  this  Council,  or  any  Committee 
of  this  Council,  can  express  an  opinion  upon  the  merits  of  the  case, 
without  assuming  a  ^uasijudicial  authority,  unprovided  for  by  the 
Constitution  and  inconsistent  with  the  long  established  policy  of  the 
Church. 

Any  encouragement  given  by  a  single  precedent  for  the  settle- 
ment of  parochial  controversies  by  appeal  to  the  Diocesan  Council, 
would  open  the  door  to  the  multiplication  of  such  appeals,  and  woald 
finally  break  down  the  barrier  which  is  so  important  to  be  maintained 
between  the  legislature  and  the  judiciary. 

And  even  if  this  grave  difficulty  were  removed,  and  this  Coun- 
cil should  pass  judgment  upon  the  case,  we  are  persuaded  such 
judgment  would  not  promote  peace,  but  would  rather  extend  the 
area  of  dissension  and,  it  may  be,  endanger  that  delightful  harmony 
which  has  hitherto  prevailed  in  the  councils  of  our  Diocese. 

Your  Committee  can  see  no  happy  solution  for  the  vexed  ques- 
tion but  that  which  may  be  found  in  dispassionate  second  thoughts,     | 
mutual  forbearance,  the  counsel  of  wise   friends,  and   perhaps  the 
voluntary  reference  of  the  whole  subject  to  some  persons,  acting  aa 
umpires. 

The  high  character  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  Vestry,  and  the  long 
tried  Christian  fidelity  of  the  Rector  induces  your  Committee  to 
hope  that,  by  the  blessed  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  breach 
which  now  causes  so  much  trouble  may  be  heeded. 

Your  Committee  recommend  no  further  action  by  this  Council 
upon  the  memorial.

The  report,  with  recommendations,  was  unanimously  approved. 

Mr.  N.  H.  Massie  presented  the  following  report  from  the  Com- 
mittee of  ten  Laymen,  appointed  upon  the  subject  of  Rector's 
salaries : 

The  Committed  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  a  proper  sup* 
port  for  the  Ministry,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 
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Seport  of  the  Board  of  Tnuteos  of  the  Theological  Seminary  and  High  School. 

That  the  reports  called  for  from  each  Parish,  according  to  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  Council  held  one  year  ago,  have  been  furnished  by  only 
fifty-six  Parishes,  whilst  about  thirty  have  made  no  report  at  all, 
though  a  printed  circular  containing  a  blank  form  of  the  report 
required  was  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Register  or  Treasurer  of 
each  Parish  in  the  Diocese.  The  Committee  regret  to  report  that  a 
yery  large  proportion  of  the  Parishes  that  have  reported  are  in  arrears 
to  their  Hectors  for  the  past  year,  and  in  many  of  the  cases  the 
deficiency  is  so  large,  that  the  Committee  recommend  some  strin- 
gent measures  to  remedy  the  evil. 

Some  measure  must  also  be  adopted  to  compel  reports  from  all 
the  Parishes  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  this  end  they  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  foUowin'g  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Council  prepare  and 
publish  in  the  next  Journal,  a  list  of  all  those  Parishes  who  are  in 
arrears  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  salary  pledged  to  their  Rector 
for  the  past  year,  said  statement  to  show  in  one  column  the  amount 
pledged,  and  in  another  the  amount  actually  paid. 

2nd.  That  hereafter  if  any  Parish  shall  fail  to  furnish  the  state- 
ment as  to  the  amount  of  their  Rector's  salary  and  the  amount 
that  has  been  paid  him,  the  Lay  Delegate  from  such  Parish  shall 
not  have  the  right  to  vote  in  the  Council,  until  such  statement  is 
furnished. 

3rd.  That  the  Secretary  in  his  circular  to  the  several  Vestries, 
call  their  attention  especially  to  the  foregoing  resolutions. 

Pending  discussion  upon  the  report,  Mr.  Tazewell  Tavlor 
moved  to  dispense  with  recess  for  Divine  service.  The  motion 
was  lost.

The  Council  met  after  service,  and  having  been  called  to  order 
by  the  Bishop,  the  Rev.  C,  Walker,  D.  D.,  read  the  following 
report  by  request  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  and 
High  School : 
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Theological  Sfuninaiy  and  High  School. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  and  High 
School  would  respectfully  place  before  the  Council  certain  &ct8, 
connected  with  these  Institutions,  in  view  of  which  their  present 
condition  may  be  understood. 

No  report  on  this  subject  was  made  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Council.  It  will  therefore  be  proper  to  go  back  of  that  time  in 
our  statement.  The  buildings  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Trus- 
tees, in  the  summer  of  1865,  and  the  Seminary  reopened  in  the 
autumn  of  that  year,  with  two  Professors  and  three  students.  Dar- 
ing the  session  the  number  of  students  increased  to  eleven,  of  whom 
three  were  in  the  Preparatory  Department. 

At  the  time  of  reopening  just  alluded  to,  considerable  expense 
was  necessary  to  make  the  buildings  habitable.  The  furniture  of 
the  student's  rooms  in  the  Seminary,  and  in  the  residences  of  the 
Professors,  had  been  worn  out  or  destroyed.  Out-houses  and  fen- 
cings had  disappeared ;  and  in  many  respects  the  prospect  was 
exceedingly  discouraging.  By  means  of  a  legacy  to  the  Seminary, 
providentially  at  the  disposal  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  at  the 
time,  and  special  contributions  from  friends  abroad,  the  worst  of  these 
inconveniences  were  remedied,  the  rooms  and  buildings  famished 
as  they  were  absolutely  needed,  and  the  studies  of  the  session  were 
pursued  to  a  successful  termination. 

In  the  fall  of  1866  the  session  was  opened  with  three  Professors— 
the  vacancy  of  the  previous  year  having  been  filled — and  eighteen 
students,  of  whom  three  were  in  the  Preparatory  Department.  Dur- 
ing the  session  these  were  increased  to  twenty-five,  of  whom  four 
were  in  the  Preparatory  Department.  The  process  of  repairs,  refitting 
rooms,  enclosing,  &c.,  went  on,  as  during  the  previous  session,  as 
the  necessity  demanded.  The  deficiency  in  iunds  to  meet  these 
special  calls,  as  also  the  current  expenses  of  the  year,  were  met  by 
special  contributions  obtained  from  abroad  and  mainly  through  the 
exertions  of  Dr.  Sparrow,  the  good  hand  of  God  bringing  the  duties 
and  studies  of  another  session  to  a  happy  termination.  On  June 
2dth  the  four  regular  members  of  the  Senior  class,  with  another 
candidate  temporarily  resident  at  the  Seminary,  were  admitted  to 
Deacon's  Orders — the  attendance  of  Clergy  and  Laity  on  the  occa- 
sion comparing  favorably  with  that  of  earlier  periods. 

At  the  opening  of  the  present  Session,  the  number  of  students 
was  considerably  larger  than  that  of  the  year  preceding — ranning 
up  at  present  date  to  fifty,  of  whom  twenty  are  in  the  Preparatory 
Department.  The  increase  of  numbers  in  this  department  has  ren- 
dered it  necessary  to  employ  an  Instructor,  Mr.  Charles  D.  Lee,  A. 
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Theological  8«iniiuuy  and  High  School.

M.,  of  the  UniYersity  of  Virginia,  who  is  efficiently  performing  the 
doties  of  his  position. 

The  income  of  the  Seminary  Fund,  as  during  the  two  preceding 
Sessions,  has  been  insufficient  to  meet  current  and  special  expenses. 
These  deficiencies,  however,  have  been  met  by  special  contributions 
from  generous  friends,  the  larger  portion  of  them  outside  of  our 
Diocese. 

In  connection  with  the  restoration  of  the  Seminary  may  be  men- 
tioned the  similar  work,  going  on  at  the  High  School.  The  build- 
ings and  grounds  of  this  latter  were  more  injured  than  those  of  the 
Seminary,  and  the  Institution  wa?  later  in  getting  under  way.  Rev. 
Wm.  F.  Gardner  opened  the  school  in  October,  1866,  with  twelve 
pupils,  the  number  increasing  to  eighteen  before  the  end  of  the  term. 
The  present  Session  opened  with  twenty-eight  pupils,  increased  to 
thirty-four  at  the  present  date.  In  the  meantime,  repairs,  as  abso- 
lutely needed,  have  been  put  upon  the  buildings.  The  grounds, 
also,  both  of  the  Seminary  and  High  School  are  again  enclosed,  and 
many  of  the  out-buildings  restored. 

In  view  of  the  facts  thus  described,  of  the  Divine  blessing  which 
has  enlarged  our  numbers,  and  of  the  increasing  demands  upon  the 
inadequate  fund  of  the  Institution,  the  Board  have  resolved  to  make 
an  effort  for  the  increase  of  this  fund,  which  will  enable  it  to  meet 
the  current  expenses  of  the  Institution.  With  this  object  in  view, 
as  also  to  express  their  grateful  sense  of  the  kindness  of  friends 
already  exhibited,  they  have  adopted  the  following  resolutions : 

**'  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  be  and  are  hereby 
tendered  the  friends  of  the  Seminary,  who,  during  the  last  two  years, 
have  so  generously  contributed  to  its  support  and  advancement. 

^'Resolved,  That,  as  an  addition  of  $5,000  to  the  permanent  fund 
is  necessary  id  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  Institution,  an  effort 
be  made  to  secure  that  amount ;  and  that  Bishops  Johns  and  Whittle 
and  Dr.  Sparrow,  be  requested  to  present  such  statement  or 
appeal,  and  adopt  such  course  as  they  may  deem  advisable  for 
the  accomplishment  of  this  desired  object." 

In  closing  this  report  the  Trustees  would  commend  these  important 
Institutions  to  the  prayers  and  regards  of  the  Council  and  of  the 
Diocese.  "  Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us."  It  is  for  our 
people  and  friends  to  determine,  by  their  earnest  prayers  and  cordial 
sapport,  whether  that  help  shall  be  improved,  to  the  attainment  of 
its  highest  and  most  abundant  form  of  blessing.

Rev.  0.  S.  Barten  presented  the  following  report  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Parochial  Reports : 

The  Committee  on  Parochial  Reports  beg  leave  to  submit,  as  the 
result  of  their  labors,  the  following  condensed  statement  for  the 
information  of  the  Council : 

Baptisms — Adults — white,  232 ;  colored,  8 ;  total,  240.  Infants-* 
white,  769 ;  colored,  28;  total,  797.    Total  adults  and  infants,  1,037. 

Confirmations — So  far  as  reported  848,  but  we  believe  accordiBg 
to  the  Bishop's  reports  the  number  exceeds  a  thousand. 

Communicants— White,  7,009  ;  colored,  53 ;  total,  7,062. 

Marriages,  457. 

Funerals,  532. 

Sunday  Schools,  64 ;    Teachers,  925 ;  scholars,  5,596. 

Contributions,  $52,331  96. 

These  statistics  when  compared  with  those  presented  at  the  last 
Council  show  the  following,  in  the  main,  gratifying  results : 

In  adult  Baptisms  dn  increase  of  79  ;  in  infant  Baptisms  an 
increase  of  76  ;  in  Confirmations  so  far  as  reported,  an  increase  of 
217,  but  according  to  the  Bishop's  Reports  an  increase  of  399 ;  in 
CommunicuQts,  an  increase  of  540;  in  Marriages  a  decrease  of  24; 
in  Funerals  an  increase  of  134 ;  in  Sunday  Schools  a  decrease  of  3; 
in  Sunday  School  Teachers  an  increase  of  108 ;  in  Scholars  an 
increase  of  75U. 

The  contributions  for  the  present  year  exhibit  an  increase  of 
$7,148  46. 

The  same  delect  is  observed  in  the  Parochial  Reports,  to  which 
attention  was  directed  by  your  Committee  last  year,  viz  :  that  there 
is  no  head  in  the  printed  forms  for  colored  communicants.  We 
therefore,  renew  the  suggestion  then  made  that  the  Secretary  of  the 
Council  be  requested  to  insert  after  the  words  formerly  reported 
the  words  white  and  colored,  which  will  correct  the  defect  at  present 
existing. 

In  presenting  the  above  statistics  it  is  proper  to  remark  that  thev 
represent  the  condition  of  the  Diocese  only  so  far  as  reported.  If 
all  the  reports  had  been  received,  the  figures  above  would,  of  course, 
be  much  larger.

Saturday,  9  A.  M. 

The  Council  met,  and  after  prayer  by  the  Rev.  W.  L.  Hyland, 
is  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 

The*  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

Rev.  W.  N.  Pendleton,  D.  D.,  from  the  Committee  to  whom  was 
ferred  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  presented  the  following 
tport,  which,  after  amendment,  was  adopted : 

The  Committee,  to  whom  were  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's 
ddress  as  relates  to  the  missionary  operations  of  the  Diocese,  and 
be  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary 
Society,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  given  to  the  documents  in 
inestion,  and  to  the  important  subject,  which  they  present,  the  most 
sarefttl  consideration  allowed  by  the  limited  time  at  their  disposal ; 
Ukd  that  they  find  the  following  state  of  facts,  calling,  as  they 
believe,  for  some  practical  measures  which  they  submit  in  the  form 
of  definite  resolutions. 

Owing  to  a  number  of  causes,  among  which  the  general  impover- 
ishment resulting  from  the  war  and  its  sequences  need  alone  be 
specified,  there  is  a  great  and  growing  amount  of  destitution  of  appro- 
priate religious  services  in  extensive  portions  of  our  Diocese. 
Churches  once  supplied  are  no  longer  able  to  maintain  the  min- 
istry of  the  word,  and  others  through  excessive  discouragement, 
feel  unable,  though  perhaps  competent,  with  adequate  eff'ort,  to  pro- 
^defor  accustomed  ministerial  service.  The  consequence  is,  con- 
pegations  are  in  some  places  disappearing,  churches  closed,  religion 
Isnguishing,  and  the  church  almost  ready  to  die,  where  in  times 
ptet there  was  beauty  and  blessedness  in  her  life«  The  attempt  of 
^«  Diocesan  Missionary  Society  to  reo^y  these  evits  has  hitherto 
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proTed  greatly  inadequate ;  partlv  through  serious  deficiency  in  the 
funds  placed  at  their  disposal ;  and  partly,  as  appears  from  the  report 
of  the  Executive  Missionary  Gomrpittee,  because  of  what  we  cannot 
but  regard  as  the  too  limited  and  inoperative  course  adopted  by  tha* 
Committee;  in  confining   itself  so  generally  to   the  almost  passifv 
processes  of  receiving  and  disbursing  the  small  amounts  from  timt 
to  time  collected,  instead  of  actively  looking  after,  and,  in  coopoi- 
tion  with  the  Bishop,  attempting  to  supply  the  waste  places  withis 
our  borders. 

Besides  the  destitute  districts  referred  to,  there  are  extensifs 
regions  to  be  occupied,  not  heretofore  possessed;  and  more  thani 
few  parishes  still  held  so  feeble,  and  exhibiting  such  inadequate 
vitality,  as  to  suggest  the  sad  reflection,  that  without  remedy  ths 
work  of  decay  will  extend  till  spiritual  distress  shall  abound  in  thii 
beloved  Diocese.  Towards  arresting  these  evils  nothing  can,  of 
oourse,  be  effectual  without  the  concurrent  blessings  of  God's  ProTJ- 
dence  and  Spirit.  For  these,  however,  we  have  abundant  wamnt 
to  trust,  if,  to  the  utmost  of  our  ability,  such  faithful  efforts  as  ire 
can  make  be  wisely  applied. 

As  the  best  measures  to  this  end  they  have  been  able  to  devise, 
your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  to  meet  the  present  exigencies  of  support  for 
the  general  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  besides  the  collectioni 
usually  made  by  the  Bishop  or  his  visitations,  there  be  faithfallj 
taken  up  in  each  congregation  of  the  Diocese  a  collection,  on  some 
Sunday  in  October,  which  shall  be  forvrarded  to  the  Diocesan  Mis- 
sionary Treasurer. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  good  work  efiected  by  the  convocation! 
actively  operating  within  the  bounds  of  the  Diocese  meets  the  cor- 
dial approval  of  the  Council,  and  that  to  combine  that  work  wi4 
that  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  each  convocation  be  enti- 
tled to  one  representative,  from  within  its  bound,  to  attend  and  vote 
at  the  regular  or  called  meetings  of  the  Executive  Missionary  Com- 
mittee. This  arrangement,  however,  not  to  change  the  present 
provision  for  a  quorum  of  that  Committee. 

3.  Resolved,  That  in  addition  to  the  located  Clergy,  heretofore 
assisted  by  disbursements  from  the  Executive  Missionary  Com- 
mittee ;  it  is  recommended  to  that  Committee  to  employ  such  num- 
ber of  efiicient  itinerant  missionaries,  as  can  be  secured  and  sup- 
ported, for  certain  vacant  churches  and  destitute  districts  of  tnA 
Diocese. 

4.  Resolved,  That  each  settled  minister  of  the  Dioeese  ought, 
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i&ihe  judgment  of  the  Council,  under  existing  circumstances,  to 
6(m8ider  himself  free,  and  indeed  called  upon  once  or  more  during 
fto  year,  with  the  approval  of  his  Vestry,  for  such  interval  (from 
one  to  four  weeks)  as  may  be  deemed  best,  to  intermit  accustomed 
local  duties,  for  the  purpose  of  rendering  Missionary  service  at 
punts  to  be  agreed  upon  by  consultation  with  the  Bishop  and  Mis- 
noQiry  Committee.  Such  service  to  be  rendered  by  the  Clorgy — 
angly,  or  in  pairs,  or  small  groups — as  may  be  judged  best  in 
lases  as  they  arise  ;  and  that  the  necessary  expenses  of  these  tours, 
dJQSted  as  economically  as  possible,  be  met  out  of  the  Missionary 
reasury  of  the  Diocese. 

Bev.  W.  L.  Hyland  moved  to  print  i  ,000  copies  of  the  Journal, 
iirried. 

Bev.  W.  L.  Hyland  moved  to  pay  $15  to  the  sexton  of  this 
barch.

STATE    OF    THE    CHURCH. 


As  was   to  be  expected,  the  Church,  in  her  recovery  from  tfatf 
baleful  influences  of  the  late  war,  had  many  difficulties  to  encoonter 
and  overcome ;  yet  we  find  much  cause  of  encouragement  from  di9 
reports  made  to  this  Council  by  our  Bishops  and  clergy. 

Our  Theological  Seminary,  on  which  we  are  mainly  dependeit 
for  a  supply  of  parochial  clergy,  has  revived  from  its  total  prostn- 
tion,  and  rapidly  advanced  in  numbers  and  means  of  support,  to  I 
position  of  efficiency  far  beyond  our   most   sanguine   expectatiou. 

Notwithstanding  that  a  considerable  number  of  our  ministat 
have  been,  for  want  of  support,  obliged  to  withdraw  from  their  for- 
mer fields  of  labor,  still,  on  the  whole,  there  has  been  an  increase  ii 
the  number  of  our  clergy.  A  desire  also  has  been  manifested  by 
clergymen  of  other  Dioceses  to  unite  themselves  with  our  Chord 
in  Virginia.'  And  we  arc  debarred  from  a  large  increase  from  thii 
source  only  by  the  depressed  condition  of  our  people,  and  maj 
confidently  cherish  the  hope  that  our  waste  places  will  rapidly  be 
occupied  as  soon  as  the  distress  of  the  State  is  alleviated. 

There  has  been  also  a  large  increase  of  the  communicants  of  die 
Church,  and  a  much  larger  number  of  persons  confirmed  than  bii 
occurred  since  1842,  if  not  larger  than  was  ever  realized  in  ov 
Diocese  in  any  one  year. 

We  have  witnessed,  too,  a  large  increase  in  the  contributions  of 
our  people  to  the  Convention  fund,  and  the  benevolent  enterprisee 
of  the  Church. 

The  laity  have  been  awakened  to  the  importance  of  makiai 
better  provision  for  the  support  of  their  pastors,  if  they  would 
retain  for  themselves  and  their  families  the  benefit  of  oar  holy 
worship  and  tha  preaching  of  the  blessed  Gospel  of  Christ.  Thej 
have  introduced  the  consideration  of  the  subject  in  this  Cooncili 
and  manifest  the  most  commendable  desire  to  do  all  that  they  Gttiy 
to  accomplish  this  important  duty. 

It  is  evident  that  in  the  parishes  of  our  cities  and  towns,  there 
has  been  experienced  the  blessing  of  our  Heavenly  Father  in  tke 
encouraging  increase  of  additions  to  the  communion  and  of  enlaige- 
ment  of  attendance  on  the  services  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  nm 
of  more  church  accommodation. 

A  similar  increase  of  spiritual  blessing  and  of  external  interest, 
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is  also  reported  by  the  representatives  of  the  country  churches,  in 
which  regular  ministrations  have  been  maintained. 

Our  hearts  have  been  gladdened  by  the  access  of  our  beloved 
and  most  welcome  Assistant  Bishop,  and  by  the  prospect  of  being 
henceforth  more  frequently  cheered  and  strengthened  by  Episcopal 
mtations. 

By  a  review  of  these  various  indications  of  returning  prosperity 

to  our  beloved  Church,  our   own  hearts  have  been  cheered,  and  we 

think  that,  without  exaggeration,  we  may    encourage    our  brethren 

to  trust  that  a  revival  of  spiritual  feeling,  of  interest  in  the  Church 

f    of  their   fathers,    and  of  general   prosperity,    both    spiritual   and 

■   material,  has  commenced,  which  we  earnestly  pray  may  be  carried 

on  by  the  blessing  of  the   Holy  Spirit,  and    may    result   in    the 

salvation  of  many  precious  souls. 

In  our  inspection  of  the  present  condition  of  the  Church  in  our 
Diocese,  the  chief  difficulty  in  the  way  of  her  advancement,  which 
meets  the  view  of  your  Committee,  is  the  discontinuance  of  services 
in  many  churches  formerly  blessed  with  our  holy  worship,  and  the 
preached  word  of  God.  This  state  of  things,  as  we  all  know, 
resulted  from  the  breaking  up  of  the  congregations  during  the 
war,  the  removal  of  many  families,  and  the  impoverishment  of 
those  which  remain.  In  that  part  of  the  Diocese  west  of  the 
Alleghanies,  also,  there  are  many  situations  which  have  never  been 
occapied,  where  congregations  might  successfully  be  built  up.  If 
the  scattered  families  of  our  people  in  these  desolated  regions  of 
the  eastern  portion  of  the  Diocese,  and  of  the  unoccupied  parts  of 
die  western,  are  long  discouraged  by  abandonment,  they  may  be 
permanently  lost  to  the  Church.  How  shall  this  difficulty  be  met. 
We  venture  to  suggest  the  adoption,  as  in  each  case  one  or  other  of 
them  may  be  advisable,  of  all  the  modes  of  supply  which  have  been 
recommended,  viz :  lay-reading,  occasional  services  by  the  clergy 
of  the  towns  and  cities,  and  especially  by  the  appointment  of  evan- 
gelists, who  shall  itinerate,  each  over  a  considerable  district  of  coun- 
try, and  preach,  administer  the  sacraments,  and  visit,  and  cheer  the 
hearts  of  these  sheep  left  without  a  shepherd,  and  thus  keep  them 
in  the  fold  to  which   they  belong,  and  whose  nurture   they  prefer. 

Your  Committee  are  painfully  impressed  with  the  need  of  a  more 
extensive  and  active  lay-agency  in  the  operations  of  our  Church. 
Too  much  is  left  to  the  minister.  He  cannot  know  all  the  distress 
which  exists,  or  visit  all  the  sufferers  who  are  languishing,  and 
needing  sympathy,  instruction  and  prayer.  He  cannot  visit  all 
those  who  by  such  kind  attention  may  be  led  to  attend  the  worship 
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of  the  Church.  By  lay-reading,  by  prayer,  and  exhortation  on 
proper  occasions,  by  visiting  the  sick  and  destitute,  by  jadicioas 
pious  conversation,  and  by  various  other  means,  zealous  Iftymen 
may  do  much  good  and  greatly  aid  in  extending  the  salutary 
influence  of  the  Church.  By  such  exertion  they  might  do  much  to 
counteract  the  injurious  effects  of  a  destitution  of  miniaterial 
services  in  the  unoccupied  portions  of  the  Diocese.  We  recom- 
mend the  parish  ministers  to  invite  the  active  cooperation  of  the  . 
laity  of  their  parishes  in  their  parochial  work.  And  we  earnestly 
appeal  to  the  pious  men  and  women  of  the  congregations  to  heed  , 
this  solemn  call. 

Commending  our  beloved  Church  to  the  protection  and  blessing  « 
of  its   Divine   Head,   we   respectfully   submit  this  report   of  the 
impressions  made  on  our   minds   by  the  best  information  we   could  : 
gain  of  the  present  state  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Virginia.

The  members  united  in  singing  the  **  Gloria  in  Excelsis,"  after 
which  prayer  was  offered  by  the  Bishop,  with  the  benediction,  and 
the  Convention  adjourned  sine  die.

It 
always  was  so,  and  stripped  as  it  was   during  the  war,  of  all   means 
of  usefulness  and  of  almost  all  means  of  subsistance,  it  is   not  afk^ 
all  so  wonderful   that   there  should   now   be   an   almost   univeml 
struggle  in  the   whole   community    to  take  care  of  poor,  perishing 
bodies/  which  have  always  been  far  more  cared  for  than  the  immor- 
tal souls  which  inhabit  them.     Another  year  will  show  whether  piSt 
deficiences  have  been  the  result  of  a  want  of  ability,  or  a  want  of 
inclination.    I  am  well   persuaded  that  no  congregation  can   really 
grow   in  spiritual  life  that  does  not  give,  as  God   bestowed  upon  it, 
means  of  giving  towards  the  spread  of  the  Gospel,  and  especially  to 
the  support  of  the  Ministry  within   itself     When   people    caliiDg 
themselves  Christians  turn  their  thoughts  first  upon  being  restored 
to  their  former  condition  and  bend    all  their  efforts  in    that,  direc- 
tion, putting  themselves  first  and  God  and  the  interests  of  immor- 
tal souls  second,  we  may  justly  expect  his  frown  and  curse    upon 
their  attempts.  Nothing  but  spiritual  death,  and  all   that  as  Chris- 
tians we  should  dread,  ought  to  be  looked  for.     May  God    save  us 
from  this  terrible  calamity.

St.  Paul's  church  was  one  of  the  twenty-one  churches  that  were 
destroyed  during  the  war  by  the  Northern  army.  That  small, 
tkough  Boble  congregation,  for  a  portion  of  the  year  1866,  wor- 
shipped in  a  portion  of  a  private  house,  which  was  so  greatly  injured 
by  the  same  cause,  as  not  to  be  habitable.  By  the  generosity, 
however,  of  a  wealthy  gentleman,  a  Virginian  by  birth,  and  a  New 
Yorker  by  residence,  a  sufficient  sum  was  given  to  rebuild  the 
chorch,  and  put  it  again  in  a  comfortable  condition  for  public  wor- 
ship— 80  that  we  are  again  restored  to  our  Sanctuary  home  ;  and 
with  grateful  emotions  unite  our  hearts  and  voices  in  praise  and 
thanksgivings  to  the  God  of  all  grace  and  mercy.  My  own  poor 
health,  last  year  and  this,  up  to  within  a  month,  has  prevented  me 
from  ascertaining  with  accuracy  the  exact  condition  of  the  congre- 
gation, the  church  being  ten  miles  from  my  house,  though  in 
general  it  is  as  sad  as  it  can  well  be.  There  are  now  but  1 6  com- 
municants, and  the  whole  population  is  reduced,  all  from  comfort 
and  some  from  affluence  to  the  most  straitened  circumstances.

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This  is  the  first  report  of  Ware  as  a  separate  Parish,  hence  ques- 
tions cannot  be  separately  answered.  There  were  no  confirmations 
last  year.  The  population  is  too  sparse  for  Sunday  Schools,  and  all 
efibrts  to  organize  them  have  failed. 

Ware  and  Abingdon  Parishes  in  Gloucester  have  been  united  for 
many  years ;  it  has,  however,  been  considered  expedient  to  dissolve 
this  connection,  and  as  I  remain  Rector  of  Ware,  my  report  is  made 
of  the  state  of  that  Parish  only. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Bishop  Johns,  the  ladies  have  made  many 
improvements  in  the  Church,  adding  greatly  to  the  comfort  of  the 
congregation  and  to  the  appearance  of  the  interior  of  the  building. 
The  sum  collected  may  seem  small,  but   is   liberal  when  estimated 
by  the  present  ability  of  the  congregation.     No  part  of  the  Diocese 
will  recover  from  the  effects  of  the  war  more  slowly  than  this.    The 
depression  is  felt  most  painfully  in  all   our   church  affairs — hence, 
this  once  wealthy  and  liberal   congregation  can  now  with  difficulty^ 
provide  a  salary  of  less  than  $250  for  the  support  of  the  minister. 
By  the  kindness  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wyman,  of  Baltimore,  we  have 
had  presented  to  us  a  handsome  communion  table,  and  by  the  Chris- 
tian efforts  of  Mrs.  Brooks,  of  New  York,  aided   by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Dunsford,  we  have  been   furnished  with   a   handsome   stone   font, 
whilst,  through  a  young  lady  of  the   congregation,  another   friend. 
has  given  us  two  large  and   beautiful   stoves.     The  value  of  these 
gifts  has  been  largely  increased  by  the  Christian  spirit  of  the  donors. 
We  desire  thus  to  record  our  grateful   sense  of  our  obligations  to 
them.     Whether  the  Parishes  will   be  able   to  maintain  a    separato 
existence  is,  at  least,  doubtful ;    should  they  be  able  to  do  so,  th^ 
interests  of  the  Church  must  in  many  ways  be  largely  increased.

The  above   report  extends   to  the    1st  of  January,  when   I   was 
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compelled,  by  the  want  of  funds  to  pay  the  fare  on  the  Railroads, 
to  discontinue  my  services  to  this  Church.  I  am  not  without  hope 
that  some  arrangement  may  yet  be  made  to  enable  me  to  resume 
them.  Not  having  access  to  the  Church  Register,  I  am  unable  to 
report  further. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  been  officiating  as  Rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Greensville  county,  and  as  a  Missionary  to  Manchester, 
Chesterfield  county.  My  engagement  at  Christ  church  cease  i  at 
Christmas,  since  which  time  I  have  devoted  the  alternate  Sunday  as 
opportunity  presented,  to  preaching  at  private  houses  in  the  county, 
to  such  families  as  live  within  walking  distant^e,  who  since  the  war 
have  been  entirely  cut  off  from  the  services  of  our  Church.  At  oiie 
of  these  services  it  was  truly  gratifying  to  find  that  one  of  the 
young  ladies  of  the  family  haa  a  formed  a  class,  or  classes,  of  some 
eighteen  or  twenty  of  the  children  of  the  neighborhood,  whom  she 
instructed  every  Sunday  morning.  After  the  second  lesson  I  had 
the  happiness  of  baptising  her,  and  three  of  the  children.  Might 
not  other  young  ladies,  in  neighborhoods  similarly  situated,  go  and 
do  likewise  ? 

As  far  as  health  and  weather  have  permitted,  I  have  preached 
every  alternate  Sunday  at  Manchester.  The  congregation  is  very 
small  and  we  cannot  expect  it  to  grow  much  until  better  accommo- 
dations can  be  provided.  The  work  of  building  moves  on  slowly. 
We  have  nearly  funds  enough  to  pay  for  a  lot,  which  will  be  imme- 
diately secured.  We  shall  then  need  about  !$  1 ,200  to  erect  the 
edifice.  But  how  this  sum  is  to  be  obtained  in  these  days  I  know 
not,  unless  it  should  please  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  to  revive 
the  lo\^e  and  zeal  of  Apostolic  days,  "  when  in  a  great  trial  of  afflic- 
tion, the  abundance  of  their  joy,  and  their  deep  poverty  abounded 
unto  the  riches  of  their  liberality."

St.  Luke's  Church,  Maiden,  was  formerly  reported  along  wiA 
reports  from  St.  John's,  the  same  minister  officiating  in  both ;  but 
that  church  organized  as  a  separate  Parish  in  April,  1867,  eleelid 
a  Vestry,  and  took  some  measures  to  rebuild  their  church,  with  i 
view  to  the  call  of  a  minister.  They  paid  an  iimount  of  one  doiki 
upon  each  of  their  communicants  last  November,  which  they  ft^ 
warded  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council.  Whether  they  contiaied 
their  organization  by  a  new  election  of  vestrymen  on  Easter  Mon- 
day last  has  not  been  made  known  to  this  Parish ;  but  having  M 
minister,  nor  any  services  at  all,  we  presume  they  did  not.  Whii 
steps,  if  any,  are  being  taken  towards  a  building  we  do  not  know. 
Here  is  an  important  point  for  a  missionary,  and  it  is  sincerd) 
hoped  that  of  the  class  which  shall  bo  ordained  this  summer,  soni 
one  of  them  can  be  sent  to  Maiden,  to  minister  th^re  (where  then 
is  a  goodly  number  of  communicants)  and  at  two  other  points  ii 
the  vicinity — Cannelton  and  Coalburgh.  It  is  not  at  all  probtbh 
that  Maiden  will  become,  at  the  present  time,  a  self-supportin( 
Parish  ;  but  if  a  suitable  man  could  be  found,  a  very  good  sappori 
from  our  people  there,  at  Cannelton,  Coalburgh,  and  Peytona,  oi 
Coal  River,  would  be  made,  and  once  they  erect  a  church,  Maldei 
itself  would  support  a  minister.

Sabbath  exercises  in  biblical  literature,  and  regular 
church  services  in  the  study  hall  on  inclement  days,  when  we  can- 
not attend  the  parish  church.  I  have  assisted  the  Rector,  as  occa- 
sion required,  in  his  arduous  and  useful  labours.

^   8bc.  1.  The  vestries  shall  be  chosen  for  each  parish  in  this  Dio- 
in  the  following  manner:     Every  person  above  twenty-one 
of  age,  resident  of  the  parish  six  months  next  preceding  the 
of  election,  being  a  pew-holder  or  contributor  to  the  charges  of 
parish,  shall  have  a  right  of  suffrage  in  the  election  of  vestry- 
for  such  parish ;  and  all  persons  so   qualified  shall,  on  every 
^r  Monday,  assemble  in  their  respective  parishes,  at  the  parish 
;h,  or  at  such  other  place  as  the  minister  of  the  parish,  or,  if 
be  no  minister,  as  any  three  or  more   vestrymen,  or,  if  there 
\mot  three  vestrymen,  as  any  three  members  of  the  church  may 
publicly  notified  to  the  parishioners;  and  the  said  parsons,  so 
to  vote,  when  assembled,  or  such  of  them  as  may  assemble 
parish,  shall  proceed,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  to  elect,  by 
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Amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons. 
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ballot,  three  or  more  vestrymen,  not  exceeding  twelve,  from  BmoDg 
the  parishioners  qualified  to    vote,  who,  with   the   minister   of  the 
parish  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  the  vestry  of  the  said  parish,  ftr 
the  ensuing  year,  and  continue  in  office  until  their  successon  aludli 
be  elected  and  qualified  to  act. 

Sec  11.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  of  three  clMj^ 
men  and  three  laymen  elected  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  OSn^ 
cil  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  be  charged  with  the  care  of  the  prop- 
erty of  churches  whose  congregations  have  been  disbanded.

let.  The  Council  shall  be  opened  every  day  with  prayer. 

2d.  When  the  President  tc^es  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continni 
standing,  nor  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

8d.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  uy 
matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  rise  from  his  scat  and  respectfully  addiea 
himself  to  the  President,  and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  under 
debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

4.  If  any  member  in  speaking,  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  roles 
of  the  Council,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to 
order;  in  which  case,  the  member  so  called  to  order ^Ao^  immediately 
take  his  seat,  unless  permitted  to  explain,  and  the  Council  shall,  if 
appealed  to,  decide  on  the  case,  but  without  debate :  and,  if  there  be 
no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  Chair  shall  be  submitted  to.  If  the  de- 
cision be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty 
to  proceed ;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to 
the  censure  of  the  Council. 

5th.  When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise  at  once,  the  Prea^"" 
dent  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

6th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question 
without  leave  of  the  Council,  nor  more  than  once,  until  every  membe—  ' 
choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken.

11th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the

12th.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if  the  President  or 
Qy  member  shall  require  it.

From 
the  rector  of  St.  George's,  who  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Seminary,  and  who  has  ever  been  its  steady  and  substantial 
patron,  its  representatives  now  met  with  a  fraternal  greeting 
and  steady  co-operation,  which  I  cannot  refrain  from  aflection- 
ately  recording,  without  an  unnatural  restraint  upon  my  feel- 
ings.

She  provided  the  funds  and  procured 
the  plan,  then  competent  agents  conducted  it  to  its  completion, 
and  placed  it  in  the  charge  of  trustees,  for  the  use  of  the  sur- 
rounding Episcopal  community.     It  stands  in  full  view  froit»- 
the  Orange  and  Alexandria  Railroad,  a  pleasing  memorial  o* 
the  pious  devotion  of  the  lady  who  loved  her  people,  and  buil* 
them  a  Christian  synagogue.

In  this  connection  I  take  pleasure  in  recording  a  like  act  of 
generous  sympathy  on  the  part  of  Mr.  John  F.  Farish,  by  whose 
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iberality  Id  otber  ways  this  Diocese  has  been  benefitted.     On 

recent  visit,  observing  that  the  church  at  Raccoon  Ford,  Cul- 
•eper  county,  for  the  re-edification  of  which  he  had  furnished 
he  means,  was  not  painted  for  want  of  funds,  he  directed  it  to 
e  well  done  immediately  at  his  expense.

The  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Wing*- 
field,  Jr.,  who,  with  the  other  clergy  named,  united  in  the  im- 
position of  hands.  Before  the  administration  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  twelve  persons  were  confirmed. 

I  must  express  my  gratitude  for  the  favorable  circumstances 
under  which  this  congregation  commences  its  course,  I  trust  of 
increasing  prosperity  and  usefulness.     The  Rector  in  a  long 
and  careful  examination  by  the  brethren  who  united  in  his  or- 
dination, gave  satisfactory  proof  of  his  aptness  and  meetnetfi 
for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and,  by  his  faithfulness,  diligence 
and  his  irreproachable  conduct  as  a  deacon,  has  secured  the 
respect  and  confidence  not  only  of  his  own  people,  but  of  the 
Christian  community  by  which  they  are  surrounded. 

This  first  complete  organization  of  a  congregation  of  the 
kind  in  this  Diocese,  commences  with  encouraging  prospecti 
I  trust  that  under  God's  blessing,  it  will  prove  a  safe  and  edify' 
ing  example  and  pattern,  to  be  successfully  followed  by  many 
others.

During  the  past  year  the  Diocese  has  been  bereaved  of  two 
of  its  most  advanced  and  well  beloved  presbyters,  the  Rev. 
John  Cole  and  the  Rev.  John  P.  McGuire.  After  a  long  and 
laborious  ministry  they  have  finished  their  course  in  perfect 
peace  and  blessed  hope.  May  we  have  grace  to  benefit  by  their 
example,  that  we  may  shape  in  the  greeting  and  glory  in  rever- 
sion for  all  &ithful  servants  of  our  gracious  Lord. 

In  the  report  for  the  preceding  year  I  mentioned  the  failing 
health  of  our  young  brother,  the  Rev.  N.  H.  Lewis,  rendering 
necessary  a  suspension  of  his  ministration.  Ilis  decline  was 
very  rapid,  and  soon  terminated  in  his  removal  from  the  field 
in  which  he  longed  to  labor,  to  early  rest  in  His  presence,  for 
whose  glory  he  desired  to  live. 

DIOCESAN    INSTITUTIONS. 

These  will  communicate  with  the  Council  in  the  usual  form. 
Imay  briefly  state  that  the  Seminary  has  been  signally  favored 
both  in  the  number  of  students  and  in  the  spirit  which  has  pre- 
vailed; aflfording  good  hope  that  the  blessing  of  past  years 
•bides  with  the  Institution,  and  gives  promise  of  continued 
"ttsefulness. 

The  High  School,  and  the  Female  Institute  at  Staunton  have 
been  well  supplied  with  pupils,  and  conducted  so  as  to  meet 
*be  continued  patronage  of  the  Diocese.  Parents  who  peril 
^be  principles  of  their  children  by  placing  them  in  schools 
^here  they  are  exposed  to  erroneous  teaching  and  worldly  liv- 
*^g,  will,  with  the  ample  provision  for  safe  and  thorough  edu- 
^^tion  existing  in  our  state,  find  it  difficult  to  excuse  themselves 
^^for^  God  and  man. 
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The  Diocesan  Missionary  Society  is  actively  and  saccessAiIS^ 
engaged  in  its  special  work.     The  arrangement  for  holdimf 
the  quarterly  meetings  at  different  places  has  proved  very 
ceptable,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe,  has  had  the  effect  of 
tending  the  missionary  interest  and  increasing  the  eoDtribn- 
tions.     The  means  thus  attained  and  the  appropriations  made 
by  the  committee  of  the  General  and  American  Church  Mis- 
sionary Societies  have  materially  aided  our  impoverished  con- 
gregations and  enabled  ministers  to  remain  in  positions  which 
otherwise  must  have  been  relinquished. 

Wearisome  as  I  often  find  it,  I  am  desirous  to  persevere  ia 
making  a  collection  for  this  Society  .wherever  I  have  an  official 
appointment,  and  ask,  that,  unless  there  is  good  and  sufficient 
reason  to  the  contrary,  this  may  be  effected  as  a  matter  of  coarse^ 
and  be  regarded  as  independent  of  the  regular  parochial  con- 
tributions. 

During  the  month  of  April,  the  Rev.  Drs.  Andrews  and  Min- 
nigerode  consented  to  devote  several  weeks  to  the  services  of 
churches  without  a  minister.  On  this  missionary  tour  they  of- 
ficiated in  the  vacant  parishes  in  Essex,  Middlesex,  Matthews, 
Elizabeth  City,  Isle  of  Wight,  Surry,  Dinwiddie  and  Greens- 
ville. ■  I  need  not  say  that  their  labors  of  love  were  highly  ap- 
preciated, and  I  trust  have  inaugurated  a  policy  which  will  en- 
sure a  scries  of  similar  services,  by  other  brethren  in  turn, 
and  thus  afford  an. acceptable  and  salutary  supply  for  destitute 
parishes,  for  which  at  present  suitable  provision  cannot  other- 
wise be  made. 

In  the  Sunday  School  cause  new  zeal  has  been  awakened,  ex- 
pressing itself  in  an  increase  of  the  number  and  activity  oi 
teachers,  and  the  adoption  of  new  forms  of  usefulness.  Th© 
Sunday  School  paper  "Early  Days,"  published  by  the  Associa- 
tion is  edited  with  judgment,  received  with  interest,  and  I  W!i 
pleased  to  find  extending  in  circulation. 

Before  closing  this  address  I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention 
to  a  subject  which  I  have  been  requested  to  propose  for  your 
grave  consideration.     You  will  anticipate  me  as  referring  to  the   1-^ , 
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cesaive  ritaalistic  iDnovatioDs  which  have  annoyed  the  sober- 
.sded  and  conservative  portion  of  the  church  in  England 
d  onr  own  country,  and  which,  unless  speedily  arrested  and 
rrected  will  certainly  lead  to  consequences  which  we  must  all 
voutly  deprecate. 
I  should  indeed  feel  self-condemned  if  this  were  the  first  of 

7  addresses  to  Council  in  which  that  plausible  and  progres- 
"e  evil  is  formally  noticed,  but  you  will  find  on  the  Journals 

the  last  three  years,  evidence  of  my  concern  in  reference  to 
3  character  and  tendency  of  unauthorized  changes  in  the  pub- 
services  of  the  church,  which  have  now  in  certain  quarters 
iched  an  extent,  and  avowedly  indicate  a  purpose,  which 
ike  it  impossible  to  be  silent  without  unfaithfulness,  and  de- 
ind  a  distinct  and  decided  protest,  if  we  would  not  become 
rtakers  of  other  men's  sins. 

Ct  is  not  ritualism  as  such,  that  offends  and  alarms.  This  is 
separable  from  public  worship.  All  are  ritualists.  The 
estion  with  us  is  one  of  degree,  and  our  complaint  is,  not 
ly  that  it  is  being  pressed  and  practised  to  a  degree  incom- 
Idble  with  the  simplicity  and  spirituality  of  the  religion  of 
\  gospel,  but  that  by  some  at  least  engaged  in  this  movement, 

8  extravagant  and  complicated  externalism  is  designed  sym- 
lically  to  favor  and  facilitate  the  reintroduction  of  great  error 
doctrine  and  worship  repudiated  by  the  distinguished  divines 
the  English  Reformation,  and  condemned  by  our  standards, 
d  which  tend  to  unprotestanize  the  Church,  and  assimilate  it 
the  corrupt  Church  of  Rome.  If  it  were  a  mere  question  of 
thetics,  though  we  would  still  eschew  the  pageantries  and  pa&- 
ties  by  which  some,  from  whom  better  things  were  to  have 
sn  expected,  are  carried  away  captive,  yet  we  would  less  eare 
remonstrate  and  resist,  but  when  the  tendency  of  the  inno- 
tions  is  to  subvert  Scriptural  truth,  and  pervert  Scriptural 
Tship,  our  solemn  oath  of  Ordination  allows  no  indifference 

compromise,  but  binds  us  expressly  to  be  "  ready  with  all 
thful  diligence  to  banish  and  drive  away  from  the  Church  aU 
roueous  and  strange  doctrines  contrary  to  God's  word." 
5 
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Bat  if,  as  we  have  stated,  the  agitating  question  is  simply 
one  of  degree,  how  is  the  proper  graduation  to  be  settled! 
The  authoritative  rule  is  found  in  the  Book  of  Common  Pny«r 
as  ratified  by  the  General  Convolution,  and  what  has  been  tin 
general  usage  of  this  church  under  that  directory.  To  any 
ritualism  so  recognized  and  sanctioned  no  one  may  justly  ob> 
ject,  but  beyond  the  license  thus  indicated,  begins  excess,  whidi, 
being  once  outside  the  legitimate  limitation,  may  run  riot  in  any 
amount  of  extravagance  which  the  fancy  or  the  folly  of  the  in- 
dividual affects — such  as  the  use  of  fading  flowers  cut  off  from 
their  root  to  symbolize  a  resurrection  to  life — groups  of  varih 
gatedly  vested  and  artistically  attitudinizing  priests,  to  obeerfe 
the  sacrament  instituted  with  so  much  simplicity  in  the  upper 
chamber  at  Jerusalem — pictorial  representations  of  the  sceDei 
and  sculptural  images  of  the  saints  of  Scripture— dramatic  ei- 
hibitions  of  the  affecting  events  of  Passion  week— even  their 
consummation  at  Calvary — anything  and  everything  which  Ben- 
timentalism  or  superstition  may  crave  to  gratify  its  morbid  ^p^ 
tite.  Thus  churches  are  changed  into  exhibition  halls,  the  peo- 
ple lose  their  spirituality  in  sight  seeing,  and  become  men 
gazers  instead  of  godly  worshippers.  So  it  has  been,  as  the  his- 
tory of  the  Church  sadly  testifies.  The  tendencies  are  still  the 
same.  The  proclivity  of  the  natural  heart  is  to  extemalism  in 
religion.  So,  therefore,  it  will  be  again,  if  legal  limits  are  difl- 
regarded,  and  every  one  is  left  to  introduce  such  innovations 
as  are  pleasing  to  himself. 

Brethren,  we  are  one  Church,  under  compact  to  maintain, ib  I 
far  as  may  be,  one  and  the  same  manner  of  public  worship* 
And,  worship  in  this  Church  where  we  may,  it  is  the  saered 
right  of  each  one  of  us,  to  be  secured  against  any  sprviee  or 
mode  of  administration,  not  prescribed  by  the  Book  of  Com- 
mon Prayer  or  authorized  by  known  usage  which  has  becom© 
our  Common  Law. 

Thanks  to  God,  under  his  blessing,  and  by  the  sober  piety 
and  sound  sense  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  we  have,  as  a  Diocese 
been  signally  preserved   from  offensive  practices,  which,  in 
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ther  places,  seem  to  be  the  order  of  tfae  day.  Let  ns  not, 
owever,  fprget  our  exposure,  and  that  those  evils,  thoagh  small 
t  their  inception  and  entrance,  are  the  restless  and  insidious 
•recorsors  of  the  corrupt  system  to  which  they  naturally  per- 
lin.  Continued  exemption  can  be  expected  only  at  the  cost  of 
onstant  vigilance.  Help  me  then,  dear  brethren,  by  your  de- 
ont  and  intelligent  co-operation,  to  keep  our  beloved  Church 
1  this  Diocese  on  the  Scriptural  basis  of  our  book  of  Common 
^rayer — a  basis  broad  enough  to  allow  all  reasonable  variety  in 
ioblic  worship,  and  any  doctrinal  diversity  compatible  with 
piritual  health  and  eternal  salvation. 

Whatever  may  be  the  imperfections  of  that  excellent  form  of 
oand  words,  I  deem  it  less  liable  to  exception  than  any  simi- 
»r  provision  of  any  age  or  section  of  the  Christian  Church. — 
low  closing  the  fiftieth  year  of  my  ministry,  I  may  testify 
hat  I  have  found  it,  not  a  hindrance,  but  a  wholesome  restraint 
md  a  precious  help.  I  regard  it  with  increased  admiration  and 
ove,  and  feel  assured  that  if  parted  with,  or  materially  changed, 
its  like  would  not  be  obtained  before  the  dawn  of  a  new  dis- 
pensation. 

Bishop  Whittle  then  read  his  annual  address. 

Biv.  AND  Dear  Brethren  : 

Before  proceeding  in  this  second  annual  address,  to  give  the 
MK)QDt  of  my  stewardship  required  by  the  Canons,  it  may  be 
proper  to  mention,  that  my  first  care,  after  the  adjournment  of 
the  last  Council,  was  to  remove  my  family  from  Kentucky,  and 
wttle  them  within  the  Diocese.  Owing  to  unavoidable  diffi- 
culties, this  was  not  accomplished  until  the  first  week  in  July. 
Consequently  I  was  not  able  to  perform  the  amount  of  service, 
during  the  early  summer,  which  I  had  expected  and  desired.

Pnul's  Church  in  this  parish,  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Nelson,  rector,  was 
being  taken  down,  with  a  view  to  its  removal  to  a  more  cen- 
tral location ;  hence  our  Methodist  brethren  kindly  gave  us  the 
use  of  their  building  for  our  services. 

Sunday,  July  19. — ^After  making  an  address  to  the  Sunday 
school,  consecrated  Emmanuel  Church,  Albemarle,  and 
preached.  Service  by  Bev.  Messrs.  Butler  and  Nelson,  the  rec- 
tor; "instrument  of  donation"  presented  by  Mr.  James  Bowen, 
and  "sentence  of  consecration"  by  the  rector. 

This  is  a  neat,  comfortable  and  substantial  building  of  brick, 
and  beautifully  situated.  Its  completion  in  these  times  of  pe- 
cuniary depression,  affords  evidence,  it  is  believed,  of  a  healthy 
state  of  religion  in  the  parish. 

July  20. — ^Preached  again  in  Emmanuel  Church. 

July  21. — After  service  by  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Nelson,  preached 
in  Trinity  Church,  North  Garden,  and  confirmed  one. 

There  are  very  few  Episcopalians  remaining  in  this  neigh- 
borhood, and  the  Church  has  been  without  a  pastor  for  several 
years.  The  Rev.  Chas.  H.  Page,  who  has  faithfully  devoted  so 
much  of  his  life  to  works  of  faith  and  labors  of  love  in  desti- 
tute parishes,  or  at  missionary  stations,  has  ofliciated  here  a 
number  of  times,  during  the  past  year.  It  is  very  important 
that  the  neighboring  clergy  should  hold  an  occasional  service 
in  Trinity  Church,  to  retain  our  possession  of  the  property,  and 
to  keep  alive  the  things  that  remain,  until  the  day  shall  come, 
which  we  trust  is  not  far  off,  for  the  revival  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  this  part  of  Albemarle. 

July  22. — Preached  in  Buck  Mountain  Church,  Albemarle,, 
Rev.  D.  C.  T.  Davis  rector,  and  confirmed  four. 

Sunday,  July  26. — In  the  morning,  assisted  the  rector, 
Kev.  O.  A.  Kinsolving,  in  the  service,  preached  and  confirmed 
eight  in  Emmanuel  Church,  Middleburg.  In  the  afternoon,  ad- 
dressed the  Sunday  school,  and  at  night  preached  in  the  saine 
church. 
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July  27. — Preached  and  oonfirmed  three  in  Trinity  Choich, 
Upperville. 

Sunday,  Augast  2. — Preached  morning  and  night  in  Chriit 
Church,  Georgetown,  D.  C. 

Angust  7. — In  St.  Paul's  Church,  Alexandria,  ordained  Be?. 
Horace  E.  Hay  den,  pf  Point  Pleasant,  presbyter.  He  was  pie- 
sented  and  the  sermon  was  preached  by  Dr.  Walker,  wbo 
united  with  Dr.  Norton  and  Messrs.  Dashiell  and  Johnston  in 
the  imposition  of  hands. 

The  work  next  assigned  me  by  the  Bishop,  was  a  missionary 
toar  through  six  ac^oiniug  counties  south  of  James  river,  con- 
taining fifteen  churches,  and  all  without  ministers.  On  my  wiy 
to  this  interesting  and  important,  but  sadly  prostrated,  part  of 
the  Diocese — 

Sunday,  August  9. — Was  passed  at  Spottsylvania  courtboose, 
Bev.  W.  W.  Greene  rector.  Here  our  Methodist  brethren, 
who  were  about  to  commence  a  *^  protracted  meeting,''  gene- 
rously proposed  to  dispense  with  their  own,  and  to  unite  with 
us  in  our  services;  and  the  Episcopal  Church  being  too  small 
to  hold  all  the  people  who  had  assembled,  theirs  was  kindly  of- 
fered for  our  use. 

Accordingly  I  preached,  morning  and  afternoon,  to  huge 
congregations  in  the  Methodist  Church,  some  of  our  own  peo- 
ple having  come  a  distance  of  seventeen  miles  in  carts  or 
wagons  to  bear  the  gospel.  May  it  appear  at  the  great  day, 
that  the  message  of  reconciliation,  delivered  with  all  the  sim- 
plicity and  earnestness  of  which  the  messenger  was  capable, 
proved  to  be  indeed  to  some  soul,  glad  tidings  of  great  joy! 

August  10. — At  night,  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Peters- 
burg, and  confirmed  fourteen;  making  thirty-nine  in  this  parish 
who  had  received  the  laying  on  of  my  hands  within  three 
months. 

August  11. — Accompanied  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Gibson,  Dashiell 
and  Wingfield  proceeded  to  Dinwiddle  courthouse,  and  after  a 
sermon  by  the  latter,  addressed  the  congregation  in  Calvary 
Church. 
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AngtiBt  12. — ^At  an  early  honr,  a  congregation  having  assem- 
bled in  a  private  house,  made  an  address  and  confirmed  one 
aged  and  sick  person.  Returned  to  the  courthouse,  preached 
in  the  morning  in  Calvary  Church,  and  in  the  afternoon  made 
an  address  after  sermon  by  Mr.  Dashiell. 

The  Rev.  C.  J.  Gibson,  ever  abundant  in  labors  outside  of  as 
well  as  within  his  own  parish,  preaches  once  a  month,  on  a 
week  day,  in  this  church. 

August  18  and  14. — ^Assisted  by  Messrs.  Gibson  and  Dashiell, 
services  were  held,  morning  and  afternoon,  in  Sapony  Church, 
where  two  were  confirmed. 

The  members  and  friends  of  the  Church  in  Dinwiddle  seemed 
very  anxious  to  procure  a  pastor,  a:nd  efforts  have  been  made  to 
do  so,  but  owing  to  the  impoverished  condition  of  the  people, 
and  the  paucity  of  laborers,  they  have  not  been  successful. 

August  15  and  16,  Sunday. — Assisted  by  Rev.  P.  J.  Robert 
and  the  brethren  already  mentioned,  services  were  held  in 
Christ  Church,  Hicksford,  and  five  persons  confirmed. 

This  cbnrch  is  kept  open  by  a  lay  reader,  an  occasional  ser- 
vice being  given  by  the  clergy  of  Petersburg. 

August  17  and  18. — Services  in  Grace  Church,  Greensville 
connty,  where  a  child  was  baptized  and  the  Holy  Communion 
administered. 

A  communicant  was  persuaded  to  open  a  Sunday  school,  and 
read  the  morning  prayer  and  a  sermon  in  this  church;  and  the 
people  were  exhorted  to  help  and  sustain  him.  Nothing  has 
been  heard,  but  it  is  hoped  the  good  work  was  commenced  and 
is  still  going  on. 

August  19. — In  the  morning  read  part  of  the  service  and  ad- 
dressed the  congregation  after  sermon  by  Rev.  Aristides  Smith;

This  church,  a  remarkably  neat  and  comfortable  frame  build- 
ing, was  erected  in  the  place  of  one  destroyed  during  the  war, 
in  one  of  the  most  desolated  portions  of  the  state;  thus  shew- 
ing what  may  be  accomplished,  even  in  the  impoverished  con- 
dition of  our  people,  where  the  heart  is  stirred  up,  and  the 
spirit  is  made  willing  to  present  an  offering  unto  the  Lord. 
The  rector  was  only  able  to  preach  in  St.  Paul's  on  every  third 
Sunday  during  a  part  of  the  year,  and  not  at  all  during  the 
winter.    We  therefore  got  the  promise  of  two  of  the  vesby 
men  to  open  the  church  every  Sunday  for  lay  reading,  and 
urged  the  congregation  to  attend.    Mr.  Cole  has  since  gone  to 
his  rest  and  reward.     Ue  habitually  testified  by  his  conduct 
"  that  in  simplicity  and  godly  sincerity,  not  with  fleshly  wis- 
dom, but  by  the   grace  of  God,  he  had  his  conversation  in 
the  world;"  and  thus  having  lived  the  life,  he  died  the  peace- 
ful and  triumpliunt  death  of  the  righteous.     The  two  gentle- 
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men  commenced  their  lay  ministry  on  the  first  Sunday  of  De- 
cember, and  have  been  encouraged  by  the  constantly  increasing 
interest  and  attendance  of  the  people  to  persevere  in  the  good 
work  they  have  undertaken.

This  is  a  neat  and  comfortable  frame  building,  capable  of 
ting  between  one  and  two  hundred  persons,  erected  through 
efiTorts  of  Mr.  Laird,  and  other  students  of  the  Seminary 
nipply  the  place  of  an  edifice  destroyed  by  Federal  soldiers 
"ing  the  war.

With  this  amount  we  begin  the  year. 

Tour  committee  have  held  Missionary  meetings  in  Gharlottesrilli 
and  Alexandria  with  most  favorable  results.  The  collectiona  in  tiioM 
places  amounted  to  nearly  $900.  Other  meetings  would  have  been 
held  had  circumstances  permitted.  They  will  continue  to  be  held 
from  time  to  time  as  expediency  may  suggest.  While  we  rejoice  at 
these  results,  indeed  we  should  rejoice  still  more  were  the  contributioia 
of  the  Diocese,  instead  of  requiring  to  be  galvanized  into  a  spasmodic 
energy,  to  flow  forth  with  a  quiet,  gentle,  perpetual  stream  from  the 
all-pervading  spirit  of  Christian  charity  and  earnest  zeal.  The  fint 
is  too  often  the  result  of  animal  excitement ;  the  last  is  the  effect  of 
Christian  principle. 

We  would  here  present  to  your  consideration  a  subject  which  is  not 
new  indeed,  and  which  has  been  often  adopted  in  the  Diocese,  especial* 
ly  by  the  convocations,  but  which  this  year  has  been  done  with  tit 
sanction  and  advisement  of  the  bishops — ^that  of  sending  one  or  mof* 
of  the  clergy  on  a  missionary  tour  to  preach  and  minister  in  destitote 
parishes  and  in  other  waste  places.  We  think  if  due  regard  is  paid  to 
the  convenience  of  ministers  and  parishes,  great  good  may  be  thus  ao- 
complished. 

The  committee  would  earnestly  impress  upon  the  council  the  llnpo^ 
tance  of  sustaining  the  missions  of  the  Diocese.  The  want  of  acoift' 
lortable  support  has  led  many  of  the  clergy  to  leave  the  Diocese  ot 
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*ginia  and  to  go  elsewhere.    We  do  not  grudge  them  to  the  Dioceses 

ither  they  have  gone.    Grod  forbid!    Still  we  cannot  but  regret 

ir  departure  and  grieve  at  its  necessity. 

Ve  renew  the  recommendation  before  made,  that  where  weekly  ser- 

38  cannot  be  maintained,  there  lay-reading  be  established.    This, 

»rever  practised   during  the  last  year,  has  been  attended  with

Hie  committee  of  laymen  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the 
(port  of  the  clergy  of  our  Diocese,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report, 
t  they  have  examined  the  tabular  statement  furnished  to  them  by 
Secretary,  exhibiting  the  facts  disclosed  in  the  reports  made  to  him 
the  Treasurer  of  the  various  parishes,  in  accordance  with  the  system 
Qgurated  two  years  ago  by  this  body,  and  they  will  endeavor  to  em* 
[y  herein  briefly  some  of  the  general  results. 

four  committee  cannot,  perhaps,  commence  in  any  better  manner 
Q  by  congratulating  the  Council  upon  the  marked  improvement 
ich  has  taken  place  within  the  past  twelve  months  throughout  the 
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Diocese.  The  figures  they  are  obliged  to  give  still  show  that  then  n 
yet  much  to  be  done  to  cure  the  evil  it  has  been  their  endeavor  to  co^ 
rect,  but  they  show  at  the  same  time  that  encouraging  progress  btf 
been  made  in  the  right  direction.  Thus,  last  year  the  circulars  sent  out 
by  the  Secretary  elicited  replies  from  only  56  parishes,  and  the  fact  WM 
disclosed  that  a  large  majority  of  the  whole  number  was  in  arrear  in 
the  payment  of  the  salaries  which  had  been  promised  to  the  variou 
rectors,  small  as  those  salaries  often  were.  The  published  list  of  Itst 
year  embraced  those  only  who  were  more  than  one-quarter  in  arrear, 
and  yet  the  list  was  a  formidable  one.  Now  there  are  reports  bm 
78  parishes  instead  of  56,  and  of  this  number  24  are  more  or  lees  in  a^ 
rears,  but  in  much  the  greater  number  of  these  the  deficiency  is  asmill 
one  compared  with  what  it  was  last  year,  and  in  only  three  cases  doai 
it  amount  to  as  much  as  one-fourth,  whilst  a  year  ago,  in  many  cases  1m 
than  one-fourth  the  promised  amount  had  been  paid.  There  are  yet  s 
considerable  number  of  parishes  which  have  not  been  brought  before  m 
upon  this  important  subject,  from  the  reason  that  no  reports  have  been 
sent  in  to  your  Secretary.  It  is  very  desirable,  in  some  way  or  otlisr, 
to  correct  this,  and  your  committee  have  not  been  able  to  suggest  anf 
better  course  than  to  make  out  as  complete  a  list  as  can  be  done  of 
those  parishes  which  have  failed  to  make  any  report,  and  have  it  pab- 
lished  in  the  columns  of  the  Southern  Churchman,  as  well  as  in  tiie 
Journal,  with  the  hope  that  this  will  rectify  this  evil.  Those  parishei 
which  have  thus  failed  to  report  at  all,  so  far  as  your  committee  have 
been  able  to  make  out  a  list,  are  as  follows:  Bloomfield  Parish,  Rappa- 
hannock county,  St.  Matthew *8,  Wheeling,  Rockingham  Parish,  Trinitj 
Church,  Martinsburg,  Salem  Parish,  Roanoke,  Cunningham  Chapel, 
Millwood,  Meade  Parish,  Middleburg,  St.  Paul's,  Albemarle,  Emmanuel 
Church  Albemarle,  Buck  mountain  Albemarle,  South  Farnham,  Dale 
and  King  William  Parishes,  Montross  Parish,  Heber  Parish,  Bedford, 
St.  Thomas's  Parish,  Abingdon,  in  all  fifteen. 

Whilst  your  committee  have  so  far  confined  their  attention  entirely 
to  the  enquiry  as  to  whether  the  parishes  have  complied  with  specifie 
promises  to  their  rectors,  and  have  not  in  any  instance  touched  upon 
the  more  delicate  one  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  salaries  promised,  it 
will  perhaps  be  remembered  by  some  that  the  General  Convention  of 
our  church  last  October  adopted  a  series  of  resolutions  upon  the  subject 
of  the  inadequate  support  given  to  the  clergy,  pressing  the  subject  verf 
strongly  upon  the  attention  of  the  laity  throughout  the  country.  Tour 
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tiinitiee  would  like  to  add  to  this,  their  own  urgent  appeal  to  their 
lihren  of  the  laity,  and  invoke  their  serious  and  prayerful  considera- 
1  of  this  subject.  And  in  this  connection  they  especially  desire 
sail  the  attention  of  the  parishes  to  the  great  importance  of  pro- 
ing  in  every  case,  if  possible,  a  rectory  for  the  use  of  their  minister.

Ne  report  an  increase  in  adult  baptisms  of  95 ;  in  infant  baptisms 
146;  in  confirmations  an  increase  of  37;  in  communicants  an  in- 
ise  of  1450 ;  in  marriages  a  decrease  of  42 ;  in  funerals  a  deci^ease 
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of  131;  in  Sunday  schools  an  increase  of  18;  in  teachers  of  100;  and 
in  scholars  an  increase  of  876;  in  contributions  an  increase  of 
$11,415  05. 

The  same  defect  is  observed  in  the  Parochial  reports,  to  which  it- 
tention  was  directed  by  your  committee  last  year  and  the  year  pn» 
vious,  viz:  that  there  is  no  head  in  the  printed  forms  for  colored  ooa- 
municants.  We  therefore  renew  the  suggestion,  that  the  Secretaiyof 
the  Council  be  requested  to  insert  after  the  words  formerly  reported, 
the  words  white  and  colored,  which  will  correct  the  defect  at  present 
existing. 

The  above  statistics,  though  by  no  means  containing  a  full  report 
from  all  the  parishes,  show  a  gratifying  increase  both  in  contribntioBi 
and  in  numbers.

Mr.  E.  S.  Pegram  made  the  following  report  from  the  finance 
committee: 
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The  Committee  on  the  subject  of  Finance  beg  leave  respectfully  to 
report — 

That  they  have  examined  carefully  the  Treasurer's  books  for  the 
past  year  and  find  them  accurately  kept  and  his  disbursements  proper 
and  sanctioned  by  sufficient  vouchers. 

Tour  committee  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  go  further  into  details 
more  than  to  say  that  there  was  on  hand  at  the  commencement  of  the 
fiscal  year  a  balance  of  $1,858  20 

and  that  to  the  present  time  the  Treasurer  has  received  du- 
ring the  session  of  this  Council  7,333  00 

Your  committee  recommend  the  appropriation  of  the  same  salaries 
tliat  were  paid  last  year  with  the  additional  sum  of  $500  for  the  pur- 
pose of  providing  a  dwelling  for  the  Assistant  Bishop. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  committee  there  will  be  a  surplus  on  hand  of 
from  $1,500  to  $2,000.  Your  committee  respectfully  suggest,  that  this 
surplus,  or  such  portion  thereof  as  it  may  be  deemed  prudent  to  appro- 
priate, be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  a  suitable  committee  to  aid  in  the  pur- 
chase of  an  Episcopal  residence  for  the  Diocese,  with  the  additional 
remark  that  the  appropriation  proposed  for  the  payment  of  house  rent 
for  the  Assistant  Bishop,  may  be  added  to  the  fund  for  the  purchase  of 
the  Episcopal  residence,  if  one  should  be  procured  in  time  for  the  pre- 
sent year.

The  report  and  recommendations  were  approved  and  adopted. 

Rev.  C.  J.  Gibson  presented  the  annual  report  of  the  trus- 
tees of  the  fund  for  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  clergymen. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  fund  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  deceased  clergymen,  present  their  annual  report  of  the 
state  of  the  fund,  and  of  their  investments,  disbursements  and  appro- 
priations during  the  year  ending  May  26th,  1869. 

The  fund  now  consists  of  state  stock  to  the  amount  of  $18,890. — 
Corporation  bonds  of  the  city  of  Richmond  $2,900.  A  change  of  in- 
^^tment  was  made  during  the  present  month  by  the  sale  of  $3,830 
^^w  stock  of  the  state  of  Virginia  and  the  purchase  of  James  River 
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and  Kanawha  mortgaged  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $1,700.  The  bil« 
ance  on  hand  now  awaiting  re-investment  is  $1,683  70. 

The  interest  received  during  the  last  year  upon  state  and  oorporation 
bonds  was  $551  82,  one-half  of  which,  by  a  permanent  role  of  tiM 
Council,  must  be  re-invested.  The  remainder  of  this  interest  forms  Ai 
fund  from  which  the  appropriations  to  our  beneficiaries  are  to  be  midi. 
The  number  of  those  beneficiaries  was  last  year  only  two,  and  the  ^ 
propriations  made  to  them  were  $60  each. 

The  Board  are  anxious  to  extend  the  benefit  of  their  fund  to  all  wbo 
come  under  the  terms  of  its  distribution,  and  therefore  have  ordered 
that  for  the  coming  year  all  that  portion  of  interest  now  in  the  haiidi 
of  the  Treasurer,  which  can  be  distributed,  and  also  half  of  the  inte- 
rest which  may  be  paid  in  July,  1869,  be  divided  among  five  of  tb 
families  of  deceased  clergymen  formerly  belonging  to  this  Dioceie 
whose  cases  are  included  under  the  rules  of  distribution  by  which  the 

Board  is  governed.

Rev.  Dr.  "Walker  offered  the  following  report  from  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Theological  Seminary: 

By  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Seminary  and  High  School 
the  following  report  is  read  to  the  Council : 

During  the  session,  which  is  now  drawing  to  its  close,  the  studies  in 
these  two  institutions  have  been  successfully  prosecuted.  In  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  there  have  been  fifty-three  students,  of  whom  twenty- 
one  are  in  the  preparatory  department.  In  the  High  School  there  are 
forty-nine  pupils,  of  whom  forty-two  are  boarders;  making  an  increase 
in  each  upon  the  numbers  of  the  previous  year.  Some  additions,  also, 
have  been  made  mainly  by  contribution  from  members  of  the  society 
of  the  Alumni  to  the  Library;  and  as  funds  could  be  obtained,  needed

'epairs  have  been  made  to  the  Library  and  other  buildings  connected 
vith  the  Seminary. 

During  the  winter,  in  accordance  with  a  resolution  adopted  by  the 
)oard  at  the  last  Council,  the  Bishops  visited  New  York  and  made  an 
ffort  to  increase  the  permanent  endowment,  so  as  to  supply  the  losses 
f  the  war.  In  their  effort  they  were  aided  by  the  hearty  co-operation 
f  several  of  the  clergy  of  that  city,  and  met  with  considerable  success, 
he  fuU  returns  of  which  have  not  yet  been  received.  In  the  mean- 
ime  deficiencies  in  meeting  current  expenses  have  been  provided  for  as 
ariog  the  two  years  preceding — by  yearly  subscriptions  and  voluntary 
ontributions. 

In  closing,  the  Board  would  commend  to  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the 
diocese  the  interests  of  these  important  institutions.  This  interest  is 
pecially  demanded  in  connection  with  the  Education  Society,  which, 
nlike  the  Seminary  proper,  depends  entirely  upon  voluntary  contriba- 
ions.  It  is  important  that  our  Diocese  shall  do  its  full  share  in  this 
rork.  It  is  only,  indeed,  through  such  effort  and  contribution  that  an 
itelligent  interest  in  the  Seminary  can  be  called  into  existence  and 
roperly  cultivated.

The  motion  was  unanimously  carried. 
The  Council  adjourned. 


Saturday,  May  29,  1869. 

The  Council  met,  and  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  T.Q. 
Dashiell. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved.

The  Bev.  Mr.  Hyland  moved  that  the  next  annual  session  of 
the  Council  be  held  in  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Wheeling. 

Carried. 

The  order  of  the  day  being  called  for  the  Rev.  Dr.  Andrews, 
chairaiaD  of  the  committee  on  ritualism,  made  the  following 
report: 

The  special  committee  to  which  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop *s 
address  as  relates  to  innovations  in  the  doctrine  and  worship  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  submit  the  following  as  their  report : 

Of  these  innovations  which  the  Bishop  asks  the  Council  to  consider 
it  may  be  observed  that,  as  the  word  imports,  they  are  comparatively  of 
recent  origin,  and  that  the  present  reaction  toward  Romanism,  in  which 
ihey  have  culminated,  does  not  date  further  back  than  the  year  1835. 

That  it  was  provoked  by  any  preceding  special  neglect  of  Church- 
teaching  or  order,  is  the  easy  but  fallacious  account  sometimes  given 
of  it.  There  neither  was  or  had  been  any  such  special  neglect,  nor 
has  there  been  since  to  give  any  colorable  pretext  to  this  apostacy 
from  the  Protestant  religion ;  nor  is  it  necessary  to  look  further  for 
the  cause  than  that  which  has  produced  all  the  doctrinal  and  moral 
corruption  which  the  Church  has  suffered  from  the  beginning.  It  is 
the  adversary  inducing  a  rejection  of  the  testimony  which  Grod  has  given 
respecting  his  Son  Jesus  Christ. 

That  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  would  raise  up  a  standard  against  this 
enemy,  though  coming  in  like  a  flood,  was,  of  course,  certain  from  the 
0tart,  as  the  event  has  eminently  proved  both  in  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land and  in  our  own. 

This  enemy  had  not  sooner  made  his  appearance  in  the  Church  than, 
in  the  true  spirit  of  the  admonition  to  the  ministers  of  God  contained 
in  the  thirty -third  chapter  of  Ezekiel,  official  warning  of  his  approach 
was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Virginia. 

It  was  by  Bishop  Moore  in  his  address  to  the  Convention  for  the  year 
1839.  The  continual  vigilance  of  his  successor,  and  the  unfaltering 
courage  and  integrity  of  his  leadership  against  false  doctrine  and  im- 
morality in  the  Church,  are  fresh  in  the  minds  of  all.    The  circum- 
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stances  of  the  case  becoming  annually  more  urgent,  oar  present  Ko- 
cesan  has,  if  possible,  in  still  stronger  terms  called  the  attention  of  the 
Councils  of  1867,  1868,  and  again  of  that  now  in  session,  to  the 
steady  advances  of  a  party  whose  leaders  are  not  ashamed  to  avow  thor 
purpose  to  unprotestantize  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  who,  in  exeen- 
ting  this  purpose,  have  thus  far  encountered  no  effectual  check  by  di§- 
cipline  or  otherwise.  It  is  to  this  faithfulness  of  its  Bishops  to  thor 
sworn  trust — the  deep-felt  and  grateful  appreciation  of  which  is  heie 
recorded — that  the  Diocese  owes  in  no  small  degree  its  preservation  in 
the  purity  of  the  Protestant  faith. 

No  single  instance  of  scandal  or  cause  of  offence  on  this  account, 
calling  for  discipline,  has  occurred,  and  probably  at  no  time  has  the 
spirit  of  resistance  to  Romish  innovation  been  more  intelligent^  more 
universal,  or  more  determined  than  it  is  now. 

Objection  has  been  urged  against  the  simplicity  of  our  service,  which 
is  stigmatized  as  "baldness** — the  old  plea  of  externalism  against  a 
spiritual  worship.  This  objection  had  never  less  weight  with  the  great 
body  of  oun  people,  both  clergy  and  laity,  than  at  present.  On  the 
contrary,  they  find  it  rich  and  adequate  to  all  the  purposes  of  a  aoxip- 
tural  devotion. 

£ut  though  thus  gratefully  assured  of  our  present  standing,  we  are 
not  without  need  of  the  warning  of  the  apostle  in  the  10th  chapter  of 
First  Corinthians,  or  of  that  given  by  this  Council  in  its  first  and  prompt 
official  action  upon  this  same  subject  through  its  chairman  of  the  Com« 
mittee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  (Dr.  Empie)  which  is  in  these  words: 
"He  knows  little  of  the  weakness  and  depravity  of  our  nature  who 
thinks  either  that  the  orthodoxy  of  all  the  members  of  our  Church  is 
proof  against  heresy,  or  that  the  wisdom  of  all  our  people  is  superior  to 
the  wiles  of  the  arch  adversary.** 

After  the  lapse  of  thirty  years  we  find  that  our  dangers  instead  of 
being  diminished,  have  very  much  increased.  Part  and  parcel  as  we 
are  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  which,  through  its  General  Con- 
vention, is  extending  its  authority  more  and  more  over  subjects  for- 
merly under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Dioceses,  there  is  a  restless  and  un- 
easy feeling  among  our  people — a  consciousness  of  peril — attended  by 
a  sense  of  wrong  arising  from  the  fact  that  no  discipline  is  exercised  or 
measures  taken  adequate  to  the  necessities  of  the  case. 

Believing,  ourselves,  that  this  state  of  mind  is  not  without  cause,  we 
are  anxious  to  assure  those  who  look  to  us  as  their  representatives  that 
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we  leave  liothing  undone  which  it  is  within  our  power  to  do  in  order 
to  maintain  the  purity  of  the  Church.  If  ritualism  were  a  new  thing, 
the  case  would  be  different ;  but  it  is  no  novelty  at  all.  St.  Augustine 
q>eak8  of  it  as  growing  in  his  day.  He  bitterly  deplores  its  effects,  and 
declares  that  it  had  rendered  the  condition  of  the  Christian  Church 
more  intolerable  than  that  of  the  old  dispensation. 

But  the  quarrel  which  Christianity  has  with  ritualism  is  not  confined 
to  its  cumbrous  and  childish  ceremonies,  or  to  the  doctrinal  heresy 
which  underlies  them,  but  extends  to  the  immorality  and  vice  which 
are  their  natural  result ;  for  though  not  directly  producing  them,  it 
neutralizes  the  power  of  the  gospel  to  hinder  them. 

Look  at  the  map  of  Christendom,  and  it  will  be  found  that  in  those 
countries  where  this  system  (which  it  is  now  sought  to  reimpose  upon 
a  reformed  Church)  has  had  longest  and  most  unresisted  sway,  there 
the  dergy  are  most  licentious  and  most  oppressive ;  life  and  property 
are  moet  insecure,  the  rich  are  fewest  and  most  inclined  to  infidelity — 
the  poor  are  most  numerous,  ignorant,  superstitious,  and  degraded,  and 
crime  the  most  frequent.  The  Reformation  of  the  sixteenth  century 
was  in  fact  the  reaction  of  morality  against  ritualism. 

But  it  is  manifestly  proper  that  any  expression  of  opinion  or  protest 
on  the  part  of  the  Council  should  be  accompanied  by  a  plain  statement 
of  the  false  doctrines  or  unlawful  practices  brought  into  the  Church, 
against  which  such  opinion  may  be  expressed  or  protest  entered.  This 
may  be  summarily  made  as  follows  : 

I.  In  doctrine.    It  is  being  extensively  taught : 

1.  That  the  term  Priest  (which  in  our  standards  is  but  a  contraction 
of  Presbyter)  is  equivalent  to  the  Greek  iereuSf  which  in  no  place  in 
the  New  Testament  is  applied  to  any  Christian  minister;  and  that  his 
is  a  sacrificial  office,  and  available  for  the  forgiveness  of  sin  after  bap- 
tism, which  is  contrary  to  the  plain  words  of  Scripture  and  of  the 
communion  service,  and  a  fearful  invasion  of  the  office  of  our  Lord, 
who  made  one  sacrifice  of  sins  forever  on  the  cross. 

2.  Baptism  has  been  substituted  in  the  place  of  faith  as  the  instru- 
mental cause  of  justification,  contrary  to  the  Word  of  Otod  and  the 
teaching  of  the  eleventh  article. 

3.  Under  the  term  **  real  presence  '*  a  doctrine  of  the  communion  is 
taught  which  differs  in  no  material  respect  from  transubstantiation. 

II.  In  worship:  A  multitude  of  unauthorized  and  superstitious 
ceremonies,  which  were  cast  off  or  prohibited  at  the  Reformation,  have 
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been  introduced — some  of  them  intended  to  symbolize  doctrines  nb- 
versive  of  the  Protestant  faith ;  others,  in  connection  with  the  oomnui- 
nion,  have  assimilated  it  to  the  Romish  mass,  which  is  idolatry ;  and  so 
are  not  merely  of  evil  tendency,  but  directly  and  positively  sinfoL 

Such  are  the  visible  facts  with  respect  to  doctrine  and  worship;  ind 
in  the  conduct  of  this  counter  reformation  there  has  been  exhibited  bj 
some  of  its  leaders  a  spirit  of  peculiar  hostility  to  the  goepel.  Ths 
public  meetings  of  its  advocates  in  England  have  been  marked  bf 
turbulence  and  faction,  and  their  general  conduct  by  a  disregard  of  tlte 
articles  and  canons  of  the  Church,  and  of  their  own  vows,  as  also  of 
the  judgments  of  courts  and  the  godly  admonitions  of  their  law&l 
Bishops. 

They  began  with  humble  request  for  toleration,  that  some  addidonal 
modes  might  be  allowed  for  a  new  ardor  in  religion ;  but  there  sooi 
gleamed  through  this  appearance  of  humility  and  devoutneas  a  fierce 
spirit  of  persecution  and  indications  of  a  temper  which  society  mi^t 
well  dread  to  see  in  power.  Threats  were  held  out  of  extensive  secoB- 
sion  if  any  restraint  should  be  put  upon  their  lawlessness.  No  such  re- 
straint having  been  attempted  by  discipline,  what  is  the  present  aspeciof 
the  case  ?  Many  have  joined  the  Church  of  Rome,  and  a  much  larger 
number  are  seen  in  every  stage  of  advancement  toward  it.  They  will 
sufTer  no  interference  with  their  staying  among  us  so  long  as  they  pleue, 
and  while  they  remain,  doing  as  they  please. 

An  organization  has  been  formed  in  the  city  of  New  York  which  has 
avowed  the  purpose  to  interfere  with  and  to  hinder  proceedings  in  any 
diocese  against  delinquents  guilty  of  the  innovations  referred  to,  and  sudi 
interference  it  has  formally  undertaken  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  in  oppo- 
sition to  its  constitutional  and  canonical  authorities. 

And  finally,  if  this  Romish  reaction  be  a  "tidal  movement"  tending 
to  a  more  voluminous  externalism,  andalTecting  other  Churches  as  well 
as  our  own,  as  some  of  its  advocates  tell  us,  with  the  further  intima- 
tion that  resistance  will  therefore  be  useless,  then  it  becomee  all  the 
more  important  that  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  should  stand  firm 
in  a  day  of  evil,  and  vindicate  its  ancient  renown  as  the  bulwark  of  the 
Reformation. 

The  Committee  therefore  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  Coun- 
cil three  resolutions — two  of  them  touching  sanitary  regulations  recom- 
mended for  observance  within  the  Diocese,  and  one  of  them  touching 
its  relations  to  the  Church  at  largo. 
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vt.  That  in  view  of  the  doctrinal  declension  from  the  standards  of  the  Chnrch, 
Btinctively  Protestant,  which  has  occurred  elsewhere  within  the  past  thirty 
,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  clergy  of  this  Diocese  to  guard  against  being  lulled  into 
ity  by  the  assnmption  that  our  people  are  sufficiently  well  established  in  the 
,  and  are  free  from  danger ;  and  to  give  more  earnest  heed  to  the  inculcation 
)  pulpit,  the  Sunday  schools  and  Bible  classes,  of  the  doctrines  of  those  stand- 
>f  oar  Protestant  Chnrch. 

end.  That  in  view  of  these  "  novelties  which  disturb"  the  peace  of  the  Church 
ronnd  the  consciences  of  so  many  of  both  clergy  and  laity,  and  of  the  diffi- 
of  arreeting  innovations  originating  from  small  beginnings  in  ornaments,  de- 
lOns,  or  otherwise,  and  of  returning  to  the  simplicity  of  worship  after  the  same 
sen  departed  from,  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  the  clergy,  church  wardens 
eetriee,  strenuously  to  resist  the  introduction  of  any  changes  in  the  forms  and 
I  of  conducting  public  worship  and  administering  the  Sacraments  as  the  same 
used  in  the  Church  of  England  and  our  own  before  the  rise  of  tractarianism 
itoalism.

The  Committee  on  Canonical  Changes  beg  leave  to  report:  That  they 
have  duly  considered  the  resolutions  submitted  to  their  judgment,  and 
recommend  that,  while  it  is  desirable  that  the  change  in  Canon  iz.  see. 
1,  as  o£fered  in  the  resolution  to  change  the  word  "parishoners"  into 
*'  communicants/'  be  made ;  '*  yet,  in  the  present  state  of  the  Chnidi 
in  the  Diocese,  they  consider  the  change  impracticable.  At  the  same 
time,  they  urge  upon  the  rectors  of  churches  that  they  require  tlie 
vestry  to  conform  to  the  declaration  and  promise  implied  in  the  Canoo. 

They  also  recommend  that  sec.  4.  Canon  ix.  be  amended  so  as  to  read 
thus :  "A  majority  of  the  voters  attending  at  the  election  of  a  vestry 
shall  select  a  committee  of  three,  who  shall  judge  of  the  election  of 
vestrymen,  of  the  qualification  of  voters,  and  of  the  qualification  of 
parishioners,  proposed  to  be  elected  as  vestrymen." 

They  further  recommend  that  section  8.  be  amended  so  as  to  read^ 
"  The  vestry  shall  proceed  to  choose  two  suitable  comnunicafda  to  be 
church  wardens  for  the  ensuing  year." 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Council  assembled  after  service,  and  resumed  the  con- 
sideration of  the  report  offered  by  Rev.  J.  H.  D.  Wingfield. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Geo.  A.  Smith,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted : 

Rciolved,  That  the  report  bo  recommitted  to  the  committee,  with  instructions  to 
report  to  the  next  Council  a  pubstitute  for  tlie  9th  Canon,  with  such  ftmendmento  to 
the  preBent  form  as  in  their  judgment  may  Reem  expedient. 
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Mr.  N.  II.  Massio  presented  the  fbilowing: 

Your  committee  recommend,  that  sect.  I.  of  Canon  ix.  be  amended 
by  the  addition  of  the  following  words:  '*  Provided,  that  where  there 
are  two  or  more  churches  or  congregations,  together  composing  but  one 
parish,  that  the  members  of  the  vestry  shall  be  apportioned  between 
each  churches  or  congregations  as  nearly  as  can  be  in  proportion  to  the 
sum  contributed  by  them  to  the  support  of  the  rector. 

N.  H.  MASSIE,  for  committee. 

Which  was  referred  to  the  committee  having  in  charge  the 
report  of  the  Rev.  J.  H.  D.  Wiugfield. 

Rev.  Dr.  Minnigerode  presented  the  report  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  State  of  the  Chnrch : 

The  statistics  of  the  Church  for  the  last  twelve  months,  as  derived 
from  the  parochial  reports  and  the  reports  of  the  bishops,  present  a 
gratifying  and  encouraging  aspect  of  the  condition  of  the  Diocese. 

The  number  of  confirmations  (more  than  1,000)  swelled  by  removals 
into  the  Diocese  to  more  than  1,100  additions,  give,  even  in  the  partial 
reports  received  from  the  different  parishes,  nearly  8,600  communi- 
cants, a  number  which  complete  returns  from  all  the  parishes  would 
considerably  increase.     As  it  is,  we  report  1,450  more  than  last  year, 
showing  plainly  a  larger  return  of  parochial  reports.    The  Sunday 
schools  have  added  nearly  1,000  scholars  to  the  number  of  the  children 
under  the  special  nurture  and  care  of  the  Church.     The  contributions 
for  the  objects  of  the  Church  and  of  Christian  benevolence — amounting, 
as  reported,  to  $63,747,  are  in  excess  of  last  year  by  $11,415;  and  the 
receipts  of  the  T^reasurer  of  the  Council  of  this  meeting  (amounting  to 
more  than  $7,500)  have  largely  exceeded  the  amounts  received  at  any 
previous  convention,  and  gives  tangible  proof  that  the  parishes  of  the 
Diocese  realize  their  duty  to  the  Church  in  a  higher  degree  than  ever 
before,  a  fact  which  is  borne  out  by  the  contributions  to  the  Diocesan 
Missionary  Society.     In  spite  of  the  impoverished  condition  of  the 
country  the  committee  have  reported  larger  receipts  than  in  any  for- 
mer year  (amounting  to  upwards  of  $4,000). 

The  committee  rejoice  at  these  evidences  of  increasing  prosperity  and 
outward  growth,  for  surely  they  are  the  proof  of  greater  earnestness 
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and  zeal  pervading  the  Church.  The  newly  awakened  interest  in  oor 
missionary  workj  and  in  the  care  of  the  young,  as  manifested  in  da 
growing  interest  and  efficiency  of  our  Sunday  schools,  and  the  genenl 
zeal  in  these  fields  by  laity  and  clergy,  give  us  hope  that  the  external 
growth  is  not  ephemeral,  but  the  legitimate  fruit  of  the  life  witiun 
quickened  by  Divine  grace. 

The  activity  in  many  of  our  parishes  is  incomparably  greater  and 
more  efficient  than  it  has  been  for  many  a  year.  We  point  not  only  to 
the  extraordinary  tokens  of  God's  favor,  especially  among  the  youDg, 
as  at  Lexington,  but  to  the  steady  development  of  vitality  under  tie 
use  of  the  ordinary  means  of  grace,  and  the  evidence  of  a  more  ex- 
tended influence  of  religion  upon  the  whole  body  of  the  Church,  and 
of  our  own  Church  upon  the  whole  country. 

Never,  perhaps,  in  the  history  of  our  Diocese,  has  lay  co-operation 
made  such  gratifying  progress,  or  have  the  communicants  been  taught 
so  successfully,  that  not  only  the  clergy,  but  all  who  name  the  nameof 
Christ,  are  called  to  labor  in  the  glorious  cause  of  the  blessed  gospel 
It  is  this  which  your  committee  would  bring  especially  to  the  notice  of 
the  Church,  not  in  the  spirit  of  complacency,  but  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  all,  and  in  the  hope  that  the  results  obtained  will  stimTilate 
the  whole  Church  to  continued  and  increased  faithfulness,  and  its  e?erj 
member  to  individual  exertions. 

This  element  of  lay  co-operation,  almost  new  with  us,  shows  itaelf 
not  only  in  the  growth  of  the  missionary  spirit  and  a  deeper  and  more 
efficient  and  intelligent  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Sunday  schools  al- 
ready referred  to,  but  in  the  estAblishment  of  parish  schools  and  the 
assistance  given  by  zealous  laymen  to  ministers  in  their  parochial  work, 
visiting  the  poor  and  the  sick,  and  ministering  in  various  ways  to  their 
temporal  and  spiritual  wants. 

We  cannot  recommend  too  urgently  the  importance  of  eliciting  thift 
power  of  lay  co-operation  to  the  ministers  of  our  Church;  by  their  per- 
sonal intercourse  with  the  laity,  especially  the  young,  by  gathering 
them  in  informal  prayer  meetings,  and  assigning  them  proper  work — 
to  rally  aroun«l  thorn  an  auxiliary  element  of  power  which  no  other 
instrumentality  can  supply.

such  enterprizes. 
t  is  plain,  we  must  look  to  the  laity  in  this  matter,  and  it  is  there 

hopes  are  brightening.  As  one  of  the  most  auspicious  signs  of  the 
68,  we  hail  the  information,  which  reaches  us  from  many  quarters, 
t  in  a  number  of  destitute  parishes  Sunday  schools  are  kept  up  or 
ply  organized,  and  that  lay  reading  has  been  introduced  very  gene- 
iy ;  a  most  encouraging  proof  of  the  loyalty  of  the  people  to  the  church 
I  their  deep-rooted  love  of  her  services ;  and  beyond  this,  of  the 
ater  earnestness  which  characterizes  the  present  condition  of  the 
K^ese.  There  are,  it  is  true,  many  portions  of  the  Diocese,  in  the 
awater  region,  the  southside  and  the  western  portion  of  our  vast 
d,  where  the  destitution  is  fearful.  But  we  have  reason  to  believe, 
t  a  better  'day  has  dawned,  and  that  the  soil  has  been  preparing  for 
ewed  cultivation.  The  very  trials  of  our  Church  seem  to  have  been 
9Bed  to  her  children  and  increased  in  them  the  desire  for  the  regu- 

services  of  the  ministry.  This  is  evident  from  the  readiness  with 
Lch  many  of  those,  who  for  sometime  past  seemed  paralysed  and 
isfied  with  their  destitute  condition,  now  are  making  strenuous  efforts 
lecure  the  services  of  a  pastor,  and  ready  to  make  the  requisite  sac- 
3e8  of  means  and  time  and  money  for  the  accomplishment  of  this 
"pose. 

?he  exigencies  of  the  times  and  the  renewed  vigour  of  the  Church 
'e  opened  to  us  a  wide  door  to  reach  the  poor.  In  the  opinion  of 
ir  committee  it  is  but  just  to  assert,  that  ministers  and  people  have 
ill  times  been  desirous  to  labor  in  this  field,  and  make  the  word  of 

master  that  "the  gospel  is  preached  to  the  poor"  a  reality.  Few 
ristian  Societies,  we  believe,  have  endeavored  as  earnestly  to  occupy 
8  field,  and  the  day  seems  to  be  near,  when  our  hopes  maybe  realized. 
Trace  Church,  Petersburg,  no  longer  stands  alone.  But  in  every 
rn,  almost,  efforts  have  been    made,  and  made  not  only   by  the 
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ministers  but  by  the  laity,  to  do  the  same  work.  Our  yoong  miB- 
isters,  trained  by  their  practical  introduction  in  this  work  by  thar 
missionary  labors  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Seminary,  are  ready  for  eveiy 
self-denial  and  sacrifice  of  time  and  strength,  to  prove,  that  in  tb« 
Church  of  God  the  rich  and  the  poor  meet  together  and  the  Lnd 
is  the  maker  of  them  all  1  The  Church  of  St.  Mark's,  prominent  among 
the  missionary  enterprizes  of  Richmond;  the  efforts  made  at  Norfdk, 
Lynchburg  and  other  places,  gives  us  the  guarantee  of  success  bey<nd 
all  we  have  ever  before  attained  to.  Let  us  thank  Gk)d,  take  coonp 
and  go  on  in  this  noble  work.  Much  remains  to  be  done.  More  thia 
one  earnest  minister  of  our  Church  inquires  about  the  means  of  chardh 
extension  in  this  direction,  and  laments  that  our  present  churches  do  not 
afford  sufficient  room  or  facilities.  But  by  mission  schools,  on  Son- 
days  or  week-days;  by  more  systematic,  and  above  all  more  sympi* 
thetic  and  faithful  visiting  of  ministers  and  laymen  among  the  poor; 
by  cottage-lectures,  wherever  the  agents  can  be  obtained  or  trained  op, 
much  may  be  effected,  and  the  way  opened  to  gather  them  around  oi 
in  such  numbers  as  to  force  us  to  find  larger  accommodations  for  then. 

The  committee  would  hope,  that  such  evidences  of  growth  and  re- 
newed prosperity  cannot  exist  without  an  accompanying  growth  of  tha 
inner  life  of  the  Church ;  and  when  we  speak  of  the  inner  life  of  tho 
Church  we  presume  it  is  understood,  that  this  is  impossible  without  th» 
increased  spirituality  of  the  members  which  make  up  that  church- 
Many  are  the  proofs  in  various  parts  of  the  Diocese,  that  this  is  th» 
case.  The  special,  devotional  and  conversational  meetings  of  the  Conn- 
cil  have  brought  out  many  individual  proofs  of  this,  and  we  are  per- 
suaded, that  from  the  experience  of  our  ministers  generally,  many^ 
manv  more  could  be  added. 

But  with  all  this — and  after  having  rehearsed  to  their  great  gratifi- 
cation,  and  as  they  feel  sure,  the  gratification  of  the  Council,  the  many 
and  various  proofs  of  God's  favor  upon  our  beloved  Church  in  Virginia^ 
it  yet  is  the  duty  of  the  committee,  in  conclusion,  to  point  out  the  darlc 
side  of  the  picture  they  have  to  present,  and  close  with  a  warning  of 
the  dangers  which  beset  our  Church. 

We  do  not  think  that  in  point  of  doctrine  there  is  to  be  apprehended 
anything  serious  in  this  Diocese.  We  believe  it  is  evangelical  to  the 
core. 

In  regard  to  the  unauthorized  innovations  and  ritualistic  practices 
of  the  day,  the  unanimous  action  of  the  Council,  has  changed  our  hop9 
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ice,  that  the  faithful  and  earnest  words  of  the  Bishop  at  the 
report,  were  rather  a  protest  against  the  danger  threaten- 
irch  at  large,  than  the  result  of  just  fear  for  our  own  Dio- 
intelligent  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the  prayer- 
scriptural  standard  of  our  Church  is  growing  throughout 
ind  hreadth  of  our  Diocese ;  and  we  feel  confident,  our  peo- 
nd  by  its  true  teaching  and  defend  it  against  all  extremes 
rection,  whether  of  Romanizing  or  of  radical  tendencies. 
;er  lies  not  so  much  in  the  theory  as  in  the  practice.  In 
increased  activity  and  interest  manifested  in  various  ways, 
from  above  in  the  results,  we  cannot  resist  the  conviction 
e  and  lasting  prosperity  is  threatened  by  growing  worldli- 
part  of  many  who  call  themselves  Christians.  It  is  on  the 
rywhere.  No  wonder  it  invades  our  communion,  so  pecu- 
ed  to  its  influences.  Let  it  then  be  our  determined  effort 
il  here  and  stem  the  tide  of  evil — which,  if  it  is  allowed 
irill  certainly  and  soon  disappoint  every  hope  which  the 
ened  interest  of  many  in  the  cause  of  religion  has  excited. 
Bople  are  a  "peculiar  people."  It  is  sad  to  reflect  how  little 
ved  in  some  quarters,  and  how  the  members  of  the  Church 
along  the  broad  road  in  which  none  but  worldlings  should 
0  walk.  It  is  this  which  hurts  our  Church  and  the  pro- 
gospel  more  than  aught  else ;  even  the  devotion  and  sla- 
^iews  and  fashions  of  the  world  around  us. 
,  when  it  was  next  to  impossible  for  a  communicant  to  pass 
hich  clearly  defined  the  two  kingdoms,  the  kingdom  of  God 
gdom  of  the  world.  Time  was,  within  the  recollection  of 
len  "worldly  amusements"  were  forbidden  ground  to  the 
our  Church.

Above  all,  by  their  own  liyee,to 
teach  a  lesson  of  holiness ;  by  the  earnest  preaching  of  the  tmth  u  it 
is  in  Jesus,  to  constrain  others,  not  only  to  confess  His  name,  bat  to 
live  to  His  glory;  and  by  presenting  to  their  mind^^igher  and  noUer 
objects  of  affection  and  zeal,  to  save  them  from  the  idols  of  the  worid, 
and  lead  them  in  the  active  paths  of  Christian  self-denial  and  the  life 
of  faith  and  love. 

We  look  to  the  clergy,  and  every  honest,  earnest  layman,  to  do  their 

duty.     And  Grod,  even  our  own  God,  will  help  us  and  bless  our  beloved 

Church.

Whereas,  it  has  been  stated  in  the  report  of  proceedings  published  in  the  Church 
papers,  that  at  the  session  of  the  last  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church,  in  New  York,  a  resolution  was  introduced  and  passed,  authorizing  the 
use,  in  Any  Diocese,  with  the  consent  of  its  Bishop,  of  the  hymns  contained  in  the 
eoUeetions  known  as  "Hymns  Ancient  and  Modern,^'  and  "Hymns  for  the  Church 
and  Home :"  And  whereas,  several  'Bishops  of  our  Church,  by  licensing  for  use 
these  collections  entire,  have  shown  that  this  report  was,  in  their  judgment,  sub- 
stantially correct :  And  whereas,  the  theology  taught  by  some  of  these  hymns  is 
represented  to  be  plainly  at  variance  with  and  in  opposition  to  the  teachings  of  our 
articles  and  homilies :  And  whereas,  there  is  reason  to  apprehend  that  these  objec- 
tionable hymns,  or  some  of  them,  may  appear  in  future  editions  of  the  prayer  book, 
and  thereby  diversity  in  our  standards  of  worship  be  introduced,  and  error  in  doc- 
trine be  sanctioned,  and  propagated  in  this  Diocese  as  well  as  others :  therefore,  be  it 

BeMolved,  1.  That  this  council  regrets  the  haste  with  which  the  resolution  above 
mentioned  was  passed. 

2.  That  it  is  the  judgment  and  wish  of  this  Council  that  the  delegates  from  this 
Diocese  to  the  next  General  Convention  should  be  instructed  to  move  and  advocate 
the  rescinding  of  the  objectionable  resolution.

We  received 
$50  from  a  clergyman  of  the  church  of  England,  and  smaller 
amounts,  amounting  to  $75,  from  other  sources,  and  $245  from 
New  York,  raised  in  that  city  by  the  untiring  efforts  of  a  lady 
communicant  of  my  church. 

The  Church  has  likewise  received  a  metropolitan  organ  and 
a  handsome  vestment,  through  the  self-denying  exertions  of 
another  lady,  a  communicant  of  the  church  in  New  York,  who 
raised  a  very  large  amount  of  the  cost  of  the  articles  by  her 
needle.  May  God  abundantly  award  her.  I  record  here  the 
gratitude  felt  by  pastor  and  people  to  her  for  her  deep  interest 
and  hearty  co-operation.  And  above  all  would  we  record  our 
gratitude  to  the  Divine  Head  of  the  Church  for  the  blessing 
which  he  has  caused  to  rest  upon  the  efforts  of  his  people  to 
provide  accommodation  for  those  who  come  up  to  his  worship, 
and  for  the  perfect  success  with  which  he  has  crowned  them.

This  is  a  pure  mis- 
sionary work,  on  entirely  missionary  ground,  and  instead  of 
sending  the  contributions  of  his  congregation  abroad,  he  de- 
votes them  to  objects  in  this  destitute  neighborhood;  and  cer- 
tainly no  place  can  stand  more  in  need  of  help.  Although  no 
additions  have  as  yet  been  made  to  the  church,  he  has  gathered 
some  children  into  the  Sunday  school,  and  put  others  in  the 
way  of  obtaining  an  education,  and  in  other  ways  his  labors 
here  are  much  encouraged. 

Such  were  the  unhappy  influences  which  controled  the  freed- 
men,  that  at  one  time  last  year,  the  rector  thought  his  labors 
among  them  had  come  to  an  end.  And  that  he  could  do  no- 
thing now  for  their  intellectual  or  spiritual  improvement  un- 
less he  mixed  things  with  his  preaching,  or  encouraged  expec- 
tations in  the  frcodnien  which  lie  could  not  consent  to  do.   But 
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within  the  last  six  months  these  deep  rooted  delusions  have  to 
great  extent  been  dispelled  and  the  old  wish  for  instruction 
as  revived;  and  now  he  has  on  Sunday  afternoons,  in  a  good 
hurch  which  he  had  built  near  his  residence,  a  good  congre- 
ation  which  is  slowly  increasing;  and  a  Sunday  school,  in 
'hich  he  is  assisted  by  his  wife  and  two  small  sons,  which  is 
ery  encouraginj?.  And  he  now  once  more  hopes  to  gather 
>me  souls  for  Christ  from  this  curiously  treated  and  much 
iiBunderstood  race.

On  May  10th,  1868,  thirty-three  persons  were  confirmed  and 
thirty-nine  persons  on  May  4th,  1869,  making  seventy-two  within 
the  year ;  but  several  of  these  were  from  other  parishes,  and 
will  no  doubt  be  reported  by  their  own  rectors. 

In  addition  to  the  above  statement,  I  have  administered  bap- 
tism five  times,  and  attended  two  funerals  in  other  Dioceses, 
with  the  sanction  of  the  rectors  within  whose  congregations 
these  services  were  performed. 

The  general  impoverishment  of  our  people  has  forced  us  to 
discontinue  our  Parish  school.  We  manage,  however,  to  contri- 
bute about  one  hundred  dollars  to  support  a  similar  school 
taught  at  St.  Mark's  Chapel.  Trinity  Sunday  school,  also  a 
missionary  enterprise,  is  largely  sustained  by  teachers  from  St 
James';  and  one  of  our  Vestry,  Mr.  Samuel  M.  Bailey,  is  the 
Superintendent.  The  children  of  my  own  congregation  are 
regularly  catechized,  in  Church,  ou  the  last  Sunday  afternoon 
of  every  month. 

I  have  been  greatly  assisted  during  the  year  by  my  son,  the 
Rev.  George  W.  Peterkin,  who  was  called  to  this  post  by  the 
kind  and  spontaneous  action  of  my  people,  on  the  Ist  July, 
1868,  immediately  after  his  ordination  to  the  Diaconate.  Al- 
though he  is  about  to  leave  me  to  take  charge  of  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  Culpeper  C.  H.,  yet  even  his  temporary  services  have 
aftbrded  rac  much  relief,  and  Lave  proved  very  advantageous  to 
the  con^ii^rei'ation. 

A  few  of  iny  most  valued  uicinbers  Lave  gone  to  St.  Mark's, 
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which  is  only  three  squares  distant  from  St.  James'.  In  this 
movement  they  have  my  most  cordial  approbation,  as  it  is  only 
by  sending  out  colonies  that  we  can  properly  occupy  new  points, 
and  at  the  same  time  keep  our  older  parishes  in  a  healthy  con- 
dition. 

Among  the  losses  sustained  by  this  congregation  since  our 
last  Council,  I  must  record  the  death  of  the  venerable  Colonel 
Thos.  N.  Barwell,  long  a  devoted  member  of  the  Church,  and 
a  faithful  friend  to  the  ministers  of  Christ. 

It  seems  proper  to  add  that  our  communion  list  will  be  con- 
siderably increased  so  soon  as  the  persons  just  confirmed  shall 
have  the  opportunity  to  come  to  the  Lord's  supper.  Only  four 
of  them  had  been  admitted  to  the  communion  in  advance  of 
confirmation.

In  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the  last  Diocesan  Council, 
imposing  the  duty  on  me  as  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  the  Diocese,  in  charge  of  the  chapel  of  the 
institution,  I  herewith  render  my  report 

There  have  been  during  the  year  2  baptisms,  adult  and  in- 
fant; 2  ordination  services;  one  marriage;  two  confirmation 
services,  at  the  first  of  which  4  persons  were  confirmed,  at  the 
second,  15.  The  number  of  communicants  statedly  attending 
has  been  about  125,  composed  of  citizens  in  the  neighborhood, 
Theological  students,  students  of  the  Preparatory  department, 
and  of  students  of  the  High  School. 

The  collections  in  the  Seminary  chapel  during  the  year,  have 
amounted  to  $257  13,  of  which  amount  $34  50  were  contri- 
buted to  the  Education  Society  of  the  Diocese,  and  $49  25 
appropriated  to  the  relief  of  the  poor.  The  remainder  was 
spent  in  the  maintenance  of  public  worship,  and  some  small 
repairs  of  the  building.  It  is  proper  to  add,  that  at  the  monthly 
and  other  missionary  meetings  of  the  Seminary,  about  $500 
have  been  contributed  by  the  students  to  the  cause  of  missions, 
aided  somewhat  by  the  neighbors. 

Through  the  kindness  and  liberality  of  friends  at  the  north, 
we  have  been  enabled  to  carpet  the  aisles  of  the  chapel,  and 
the  space  around  the  chancel  rails,  and  otherwise  improve  its 
condition ;  and  especially  two  lady  friends  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  have  contributed  a  very  neat  and  valuable  communion 
service,  consisting  af  a  flagon,  two  cups  and  two  plates. 
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It  may  be  proper  to  add,  that  connected  with  the  Seminary, 
are  eight  mission  stations  from  three  to  four  miles  distant,  at 
which  divine  service  is  conducted  every  Sunday  by  the  students. 
In  connexion  with  some  of  them,  Sunday  school  is  regularly 
.  held.  The  aggregate  number  of  pupils  is  about  130.  Besides 
these  Station  Sunday  schools,  there  is  one  kept  in  the  Semi- 
nary Prayer  Hall,  containing  43  pupils.

As  my  regular  report  for  the  year  ending  with  the  ap- 
proaching Council,  I  beg  leave  to  say,  that  under  your  saoction 
the  greater  part  of  my  time  is  devoted  to  this  Institution,  which 
is  in  a  most  prosperous  state,  when  we  regard  the  condition  of 
the  country,  &c.  The  annual  register  for  1868-69  shows  the 
attendance  of  112  young  ladies,  from  10  States,  upon  the  in- 
structions of  its  corps  of  teachers,  numbering  8  persons  folly 
employed,  and  three  others  who  give  a  part  of  their  time  to 
teaching.  Since  your  last  visit  to  this  school  Qod  has  been 
pleased  (in  answer  to  devout  prayer,  let  us  hope,)  to  send  a  sea- 
son of  genuine  spiritual  refreshment  upon  the  young  people 
committed  to  its  guardianship,  resulting  in  the  awakening  of 
many  souls;  some  fifteen  (15)  of  whom  are  now  members  of 
the  class  awaiting  confirmation  at  the  hands  of  their  chief  pas- 
tor. Besides  my  attention  to  the  school  I  have  often  helped 
my  brethren  of  the  Valley  Convocation  in  their  respective  par- 
ishes, and  have  endeavored  to  lend  the  hand  of  assistance  to 
several  of  our  brethren  in  the  Diocese  of  Maryland.

REPORT  OF  REV.  JAMES  E.  HAMMOND. 

On  the  25th  of  March,  Bishop  Whittle  visited  us  and  preached 
for  Q8.  There  was  no  confirmation.  And  on  his  recent  visit 
to  Richmond,  Bishop  Johns  came  over,  delivered  an  address, 
and  confirmed  six  persons.  These  were  the  first  Episcopal  vis- 
itations ever  made  to  Manchester. 

Our  work  has  steadily  progressed.  To  day,  we  find  ourselves 
in  possesion  of  a  suitable  and  beautiful  lot  purchased  at  the 
moderate  cost  of  $330.  This  has  been  paid  for  with  monies 
solicited  chiefiy  by  circulars. 

The  plan  of  a  neat  but  modest  little  church  has  been  drawn. 
It  will,  seat  more  than  two  hundred  persons.  The  estimated 
cost  is  $1,500  or  $1,600.    We  have  $300,  or  more,  yet  to  raise. 

Our  Sunday  school  commenced  last  August  with  two  teach- 
ers and  four  scholars,  numbers  to-day,  ten  teachers  and  seventy 
scholars.  Its  increase  and  prosperity  has  been  due  to  the  un- 
tiring exertions  of  a  few  ladies.  • 

Money  has  been  collected,  and  a  melodeon  purchased. 

I  have  baptized  two  adults,  and  buried  three  persons. 

I  find  on  my  visiting  list  forty-three  families. 

There  are  in  Manchester  and  the  vicinity  thirty-six  commu- 
nicants of  our  Church.  Most  of  these  desire  to  unite  with  us. 
Thus  the  nucleus  of  a  Church  is  already  formed.     And  should 
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God's  blessing  attend  oar  efforts  for  one  year  more,  we  shall 
apply  to  the  Conncil  of  1870  to  be  constitated  a  separate  and 
independent  parish.

Dear  Sir, — In  sabmitting  a  report  of  my  8e^ 
vices  since  our  last  Conncil,  I  have  nothing  of  special  intereit 
to  communicate.

I  respectfully  report  to  the  Bishop  that  the  Ipstitute  nnder 
my  charge  is  in  a  prosperous  coudition.  The  corps  of  Profes- 
Bors  and  teachers  is  larger,  the  number  of  pupils  has  steadily 
increased  and  all  the  departments  better  attended  than  at  any 
time  since  the  war/  The  buildings  will  be  painted  during  the 
present  season  and  put  in  thorough  order  for  the  ensuing  ses- 
rions. 

Twenty-two  of  the  boarding  pupils  will  be  presented  for  con- 
firmation on  the  19th  inst,  and  two  for  baptism.  The  num- 
ber of  communicants  in  the  Institute  is  forty,  from  Virginia 
and  the  other  southern  states.  The  daily  school  service  and 
the  Bible  classes  have  been  well  sustained  during  the  session.

Bt.  Rev.  John  Johns: 

I  have  officiated  in  Albemarle  at  North  Gar- 
den, at  Madison  courthouse,  at  Louisa  courthouse  monthly  from 
last  Council,  until  January  1869,  besides  two  Sundays  in  Cum- 
berland and  three  Sundays  in  Amherst. 

Since  January  I  spent  three  Sundays  in  Matthews  and  Glou- 
cester counties,  preaching  three  times  each  day.  I  also  gave 
two  Sundays  to  the  Fork  Church  in  Hanover,  and  one  at  Cul- 
peper  courthouse.  I  have  also  assisted  in  the  Lenten  services 
in  Christ  Church,  and  preached  twice  in  Georgetown.  In 
Richmond  two  Sundays  for  Rev.  Mr.  Baker,  and  two  or  three 
times  for  Rev.  Mr.  Dashiell.

REPORT  OF  WM.  F.  GARDNER. 

May  14th,  1869. 
Kt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir  : 

I  respectfully  report  that  for  the  past  year  I  have 
continued  to  perform  the  duties  of  rector  of  the  High  School 
with  a  measure  of  success  which  is  humbly  attributed  to  Divine 
blessing.  The  scholastic  exercises  have  been,  continued  with- 
out interruption  and  with  benefit  to  the  pupils.  Nearly  fifty 
boys  have  been  at  the  school  in  the  present  session ;  of  these 
24  are  communicants  of  the  church;  several  of  them  are  pre- 
paring for  holy  orders.  I  have  baptized  one  infant,  and  mar- 
ried one  couple  (colored). 


REPORT  OF  REV.  II.  S.  KEPLER. 

Post-office,  Richmond. 

Ilaving  prepared  the  way  in  some  measure  at  Manchester 
for  a  settled  minister,  it  gave  me  great  pleasure  to  resign  the 
mission  into  the  hands  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hammond  in  July, 
and  I  at  once  took  charge  of  the  church  of  St.  James  the  Less, 
at  Ashland,  and  of  St.  Peter's,  New  Kent,  alternating  services 
between  them.  No  services  had  been  held  at  St.  Peter's  Church 
since  the  beginning  of  the  second  year  of  the  war,  when  all 
that  region  of  country  was  occupied  by  the  union  army.  The 
old  church  was  the  very  picture  of  desolation,  and  the  few  re- 
maining communicants,  of  which  I  could  find  but  three,  had 
scarcely  dared  to  indulge  the  hope  of  seeing  it  re-opened  and 
regular  services  established  in  that  day.  We  have  collected  a 
small  amount  outside  of  the  parish  which  has  enabled  us  tore- 
fit  it  with  new  window  sash  and  stove,  and  to  make  such  other 
repairs  as  were  necessary  to  make  it  habitable.  The  congrega- 
tion for  the  present  is  small,  but  a  little  aid  and  nursing  care, 
with  the  blessing  of  God,  may  tend  to  preserve  it  and  prepare 
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the  way  for  future  prosperity,  we  hope  soon  to  efiect  an  ar- 
rangement for  its  permanent  supply,  by  uniting  it  with  two 
other  churches  in  an  adjoining  county. 

At  Ashland  we  have  no  church  edifice  of  our  own,  and  the 
congregation  at  present  is  not  able  to  build.  Our  sendees  are 
conducted  semi-monthly  in  the  village  church.  We  have  here 
an  encouraging  Sunday  school  and  a  growing  congregation. 
At  the  late  visit  of  Bishop  Whittle,  9  were  confirmed  and 
added  to  the  communion.  There  were  20  communicants  at 
Ashland,  mostly  young  persons,  when  I  took  charge  of  it;  3 
have  removed  and  11  have  been  added,  making  the  present 
number  28.  Baptized  12  infants,  white;  married  1,  colored. 
Collection  at  Ashland  for  Education  Society  of  Virginia,  $10  25.

The  undersigned  respectfully  reports  that  by  invitation  of  the 
friends  of  the  church  in  Sistersville,  Tyler  county,  he  entered 
upon  duty  in  the  month  of  November,  1868.  Since  that  time 
he  has  held  service  in  Sistersville  twice  in  each  month.  A  lot 
has  been  given  and  four  hundred  dollars  subscribed  towards 
the  erection  of  a  church.  Three  hundred  dollars  have  been 
pledged  towards  his  support  by  the  Episcopalians  in  and  around 
Sistersville. 

The  undersigned  has  also  ofiiciated  in  St.  John's  Church, 
Pleasants  county,  once  a  month.  He  has  baptized  2  children.

The  nndenignedy  a  committee  appointed  by  the  congrega- 
tioiiB  of  Trinity  and  Grace  churches,  of  Piedmont  pariBh,  do 
respectfally  and  earnestly  pray  that  the  Council  will  grant  a 
division  of  said  parish  by  the  following  ]^neQ : — beginning  at  a 
point  in  the  line  of  Meade  parish,  at  or  near  the  "Five  Points;" 
thence  a  straight  line  to  a  point  on  the  Salem  and  Paris  road, 
one  mile  from  Salem;  thence  with  a  straight  line  by  the  poor 
house  to  the  adjoining  parish  line;  thence  with  that  line,  &c., 
to  the  beginning,  for  the  following  reasons :  1st,  and  princi- 
pally because  the  parish  is  so  large,  it  is  impossible  for  any 
minister  to  do  properly  the  duties  in  the  whole  of  it,  it  being 
twenty  miles  long  by  sixteen  wide.  2d.  There  are  three 
churches  in  the  parish,  which  causes  contention  and  strife  be- 
tween the  three  congregations  for  the  amount  of  services  each 
shall  have.  8d.  The  services  are  so  unfrequent  in  each  church 
that  the  congregations  cannot  be  kept  together,  but  go  off  to 
other  denominations.  4th.  The  distance  is  so  great,  that  no 
minister  can  do  the  parochial  duties  necessary  to  build  up  the 
church,  there  being  over  thirty  Episcopal  families  to  visit, 
and  a  very  large  field  of  others,  out  of  which  large  accessions 
to  the  church  can  be  made.  5th.  The  proposed  new  parish  is 
able  to,  can,  and  does,  support  a  minister,  and  therefore  think 
they  are  entitled  to  one.  6th.  The  upper  parish  can  either 
support  a  minister  with  a  little  missionary  help,  or  unite  with 
one  of  the  adjoining  parishes,  which  have  but  one  church  in 
thorn ;  or  if  neither  of  these  arrangements  can  be  made,  the 
farthest  Episcopal  family  is  only  five  miles  from  Salem  church. 
And  lastly,  because  we  believe  this  parish,  undivided  with  three 
churches  in  it,  will  languish  and  decline,  and  at  last  become 
only  a  field  for  miflsionary  labor,  if  divided,  will  soon  be- 
come one  of  the  strongest  in  the  Diocese. 

Your  petitioners  are  aware  that  it  is  better  to  have  one 
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strong  parish  than  two  weak  langaishing  ones,  but,  in  this  i&- 
stance,  the  reverse  of  this  is  true,  as  we  hope  we  have  shown, 
and  having  given  the  proper  and  timely  notice  as  required  by 
the  canon  to  the  vestry  and  the  Bishop,  herewith  appended, 
and  feeling  sure  we  can  make  a  «elf-sapporting  parish,  that  will 
aid  vastly  in  building  np  the  Episcopal  Church  in  Vir^niA, 
we  pray  that  our  petition  may  be  granted,  and  that  the  new 
parish  may  be  called  \^  Whittle"  parish.

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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


Ist.  The  Council  shall  be  opened  every  day  with  prayer. 

2d.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  nor  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

3d.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  ad- 
dress himself  to  the  President,  and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question 
under  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

4th.  If  any  member  in  speaking,  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  ralei 
of  the  Council,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to 
order ;  in  which  case,  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately 
take  his  seat,  unless  permitted  to  explain,  and  the  Council  shall,  if 
appealed  to,  decide  on  the  case,  but  without  debate :  and,  if  there  be 
no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  Chair  shall  be  submitted  to.  If  the  de- 
cision be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty 
to  proceed;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to 
the  censure  of  the  Council. 

5th.  When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise  at  once,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

Cth.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question 
without  leave  of  the  Council,  nor  more  than  once,  until  every  member 
choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

7th.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing  the 
Council,  none  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  house;  nor  in  such  case, 
nor  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  entertain  private  discourse;  nor 
whilst  a  member  is  speaking  shall  pass  between  him  and  the  Chair. 

8th.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which  he 
is  immediately  and  particularly  interested,  nor  in  any  case  where  he 
was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

9th.  Upon  a  division  and  count  of  the  Council  on  any  question,  no 
member  without  the  limits  allotted  as  seats  of  the  membei-s  shall  be 
counted. 

10th.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  the  question  is 
put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Council,  for  special  reason,  shall  ex* 
cuse  him. 
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11th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the 
President,  or,  being  in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Chair,  and 
read  aloud  by  the  Secretary  before  debate. 

12th.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing .  if  the  President  or 
any  member  shall  require  it. 

13th.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  President,  or  read  by  the  Sec- 
retary, it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Council,  but  may^ 
be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  decision  or  amendment. 

14th.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received! 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  question,  to  post* 
pone  indefinitely  or  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit  to  a  committee,  or  to 
amend;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  they 
stand  arranged. 

15th.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  de- 
cided without  debate. 

16th.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form :  "  Shall  the  main 
question  be  now  put  ?"  It  shall  be  admitted  only  when  demanded  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  present;  and  until  it  is  decided,  shall  pre- 
clude all  amendments  and  farther  debate  on  the  main  question. 

17th.  On  the  previous  question  there  shall  be  no  debate. 

18th.  When  a  question  is  decided  by  the  Council,  or  is  postponed 
indefinitely,  the  same  shall  not  be  acted  upon  again  during  the  session 
without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

19th.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  question  where  the- 
sense  will  admit  of  it,  but  a  question  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be- 
deemed  indivisible. 

20th.  No  new  motion  or  proposition  shall  be  admitted,  under  color 
of  amendment,  as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  or  proposition  under  de» 
bate. 

21st.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried,  in  the  affir* 
mative  or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority 
to  move  a  reconsideration  thereof  on  the  same  or  next  day. 

22d.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Coun* 
cil  unless  he  has  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

23d.  The  President  shall,  at  his  discretion,  select  suitable  seats  with- 
out the  limits  of  those  pews  allotted  for  the  use  of  members,  which 
shall  be  appropriated  to  the  exclusive  accommodation  of  visiting 
clergymen,  and  candidates  for  orders,  who  may  be  invited  by  the 
Rector  or  Wardens  of  the  Church  in  which  the  meetings  of  the  Coun- 
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cil  are  held,  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Council ;  it 
being  expected  that  those  to  whom  such  seats  are  appropriated  will 
confine  themselves  to  the  same. 

24th.  No  spectator  shall,  during  the  daily  sessions  of  the  Council,  be 
admitted  above  or  within  the  pews  allotted  to  the  members  of  the 
Council ;  and  it  is  expected  and  hoped  that  not  only  the  spectators  will 
attend  to  this  regulation,  but  that  the  Hector  and  Wardens  of  the 
Church  in  which  the  sessions  of  the  Council  are  held,  will  see  that  this 
rule  of  order  is  not  violated. 

25th.  There  shall,  not  later  than  the  second  day  of  the  Council,  be 
appointed  by  the  President,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Council, 
the  following  Standing  Committees,  to  consist  of  an  equal  number  of 
each  order : 

A  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to- whom  shall  be  referred 
the  Address  of  the  Bishop  on  the  opening  of  the  Council. 

A  Committee  on  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  Widows  and  Orphans 
t)f  Deceased  Clergymen. 

A  Committee  on  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

A  Committee  on  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary 
Society. 

A  Committee  on  Parochial  Reports. 

A  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

A  Committee  of  Elections. 

A  Committee  of  Finance,  consisting  of  laymen. 

26th.  The  credentials  of  the  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  handed  in  to 
the  Secretary,  and  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  one  clerical  and  two 
lay  members,  which  shall  report  who  are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Coun- 
cil :  and  if  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  the  right  of  any  delegate  to  hia 
seat,  the  same  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Elections  to  be  bj 
the  said  Committee  forthwith  examined  into  and  reported  upon  to  the 
Council. 

27th.  When  three  members  require  it,  the  vote  on  all  questions  shall 
be  by  ayes  and  noes. 

2Sth.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

29th.  The  business  first  in  order,  after  the  organization  of  the  Coun- 
cil, shall  be  the  appointment  of  a  Treasurer  pro  tempore^  when  the 
Treasurer  is  not  a  member  of  the  Council ;  reading  the  Pastoral  Ad- 
dresses, and  the  proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committees.

Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Virginia  met  this  day  in  St.  Matthew's 
Church,  Wheeling,  West  Va.,  at  11  o'clock  A.  M. 

Divine  semce  was  read  by  Eev.  J.  II.  D.  Wingficld,  and 
Eev.  Geo.  Woodbridge,  D.  D. 

The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Eev.  Charles  Minnigerode, 
D.  D.,  upon  St.  John  vi.  68. 

The  communion  was  administered  by  the  Et.  Eev.  John 
Johns,  D.  D.,'and  Et.  Eev.  F.  M.  ^liittle,  D.  D.

The  Bishop  then  read  his  annual  address. 

Bishop  Jolms'  -A.ddress. 

In  conformity  with  the  requirement  of  canon  15,  paragraph 
2d,  title  I.  of  the  Digest,  I  present  to  the  Council  the  following 
statement  of  official  services,  and  of  other  matters  tending  to 
throw  light  on  the  affiiirs  of  this  Diocese  during  the  year  past: 

May  26. — In  St.  George's  Church,  Fredericksburg,  I  con- 
firmed sixteen  persons. 

June  5. — Li  Trinity  Church,  Parkersburg,  I  preached  morn- 
ing and  night,  and  confirmed  twenty-seven  persons. 

June  7. — I  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Ravenswood.  Here, 
and  at  Ripley,  in  the  vicinitj-,  the  services  of  an  active  minister 
are  earnestly  desired. 

June  8. — In  Christ  Church,  Point  Pleasant,!  preached  morn- 
ing and  night  and  confirmed  ten  i:)ersoiis.    Immediately  after 
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service,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ilayden,  I  took  the  boat 
for  Ejinawha  Courthouse.  The  stoiin  in  which  we  started,  and 
the  consequent  darkness  of  the  night,  so  interfered  with  our 
progress  that  we  did  not  reach  our  destination  till  noon  of 
the  next  day. 

June  11. — We  proceeded  to  Maiden,  where  I  preached  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  Our  house  of  worship,  which  was  de- 
stroyed, has  not  yet  been  replaced.  Except  occasional  services 
by  the  Rev.  ^Mr.  Nock,  the  good  people  of  Maiden  were,  and 
still  are,  without  the  ministrations  of  their  own  church. 

June  12. — We  rode  to  Coalsmouth,  where  I  preached,  and 
confirmed  three  peraons.  This  congregation  has,  also,  during 
the  past  year,  had  the  benefit  of  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
ITock. 

June  13. — ^I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Kanawha  Courthouse. 
This  church,  vacated  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Nock, 
has  recently  elected  to  the  rectorship  the  Rev.  Charles  M.  Cal- 
laway, who,  I  am  happy  to  state,  has  signified  his  acceptance. 
As  the  capital  of  AVest  Virginia,  and  right  on  the  line  of  inter- 
nal improvement  intended  to  furnish  the  shortest  and  best  con- 
nection between  the  Western  waters  and  the  Atlantic,  the  pop- 
ulation of  this  city,  indeed  of  the  whole  valley  of  the  Kanawha, 
must  receive  rapid  and  large  accessions,  and  afford  a  fine  field 
for  ministerial  activity  and  usefulness.  May  our  esteemed 
l)rother,  and  others  who  may  be  his  fellow-laborers  in  that  in- 
teresting region,  share  largely  in  the  coming  harvest 

June  15. — On  my  return,  I  passed  a  few  hours  in  Parkers- 
burg,  addressed  the  congregation  in  Trinity  Church,  and  con- 
•firmed  two  persons. 

June  16. — I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Clarksburg.  It  was 
tiien  vacant,  but  has  since  been  supplied  by  the  Rev.  Pendleton 
Brooke,  of  the  last  class  in  the  Theological  Seminary. 

June  17. — ^I  preached  in  St.  Paul's,  Weston,  and  confirmed 
four  persons.  This  church,  then  vacant,  has  since  been  sup- 
plied by  the  Rev.  H.  T.  Sharp,  also  of  the  last  class  in  the  The- 
ological Seminary. 
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The  visitation  of  the  other  ehuixhea  in  the  Western  section 
of  the  Diocese  was  j)08tponed  that  I  might  be  present  at  the 
examinations  of  the  classes  in  the  Seminary,  and  ordain  the 
candidates  for  deacon's  orders. 

Those  examinations  occupied  the  ensuing  week,  until  Friday, 
June  25th,  when,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Packard,!  ad- 
mitted the  following  persons  to  the  deaconate :  Pendleton 
Brooke,  Otis  A.  Glazebrook,  William  M.  Dame,  Scwell  S.  Hep- 
bron,  William  II.  Laird,  liobert  J.  McBride,  Hazlett  McEim, 
Jr.,  C.  Clifton  Penick,  Henrj'  T.  Sharp,  C.  Yancey  Steptoe,  J. 
S.  Lindsay. 

July  29. — ^I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Cliesterfield,  and 
confirmed  two  persons. 

July  81. — ^I  preached  in  Manikin  Church,-  Powhatan,  and 
confirmed  four. 

August  1. — ^In  St.  Luke's,  Powhatan,  and  confiimed  seven. 

August  2. — ^lu  Emmanuel  Church,  Powhatan,  I  preached  and 
confirmed  five. 

August  8. — In  Grace  Church,  Powhatan,  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed six. 

August  4. — In  Grub  Hill  Church,  Amelia,  I  preached  and 
confirmed  seven. 

August  6. — ^In  Christ  Church,  Halifax,  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed four. 

August  8. — In  St.  John's,  Halifax,  I  preached  and  confirmed 
twenty-one. 

August  14. — ^In  the  church  at  Goodson,  Washington  county, 
I  baptized  an  infant  and  preached. 

August  15. — ^In  the  same  church,  I  preached  and  confirmed 
one. 

August  16. — In  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Abiugdon,  I  preached 
and  confirmed  one. 

August  17. — ^At  Marion  I  preached  in  the  Methodist  Church. 
Our  people  in  this  place  are* much  interested  in  providing  for 
themselves  a  suitable  house  of  worehip.  They  have,  I  am  in- 
formed, secured  a  lot  in  an  eligible  position,  and  are  takinj^ 
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measures  for  the  erection  of  an  appropriate  building,  which, 
with  some  aid  from  their  brethren  in  other  parts  of  the  Diocese, 
they  will  not  be  long  in  accomplishing. 

At  midnight  I  reached  Wytheville,  and  on  the  next  moraing, 
18th,  I  preached  in  St.  John's,  Wytheville,  and  confinned  eight, 

August  19. — ^I  reached  Christiansbnrg  at  3J  A.  M.,  and  was 
most  kindly  received  and  hospitably  entertained  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Hooper,  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  on  whose  in- 
vitation we  occupied  their  house  of  worship,  which  had  been 
arranged  for  our  sei'vices. 

In  Montgomery  and  counties  adjacent,  there  are  a  number  of 
persons  who  desire  the  ministrations  of  our  church,  and  to 
whom  the  attention  of  the  Southwestern  Convocation  is  directed. 
Many  of  them  h!id  been  visited  by  the  Rev.  E.  Ingle,  and  noti- 
fied of  our  appointment  at  Christiansburg.  These,  with  some 
of  our  brethren  of  other  denominations,  formed  quite  a  large 
congregation,  I  preached,  baptized  two  infants,  and  confirmed 
eight 

August  19-23. — ^I  passed  at  the  Alleghany  Springs,  where 
daily  prayer  \vas  conducted  by  the  Rev,  Dr.  Wheat,  of  Tennes- 
see, and  myself,  and  well  attended  by  the  visitors,  a  large  pro- 
portion of  whom  were  communicants  from  this  and  other 
Dioceses. 

August  21. — At  the  public  room  of  the  hotel  I  preached  and 
baptized  the  infant  son  of  one  of  the  proprietors,  who  author- 
ized me  to  hope  that,  in  connection  with  other  improvements, 
they  would  soon  erect  a  suitable  building  for  public  worship. 

August  22. — ^I  returned  to  my  home  disabled  by  my  annual 
cold,  to  abide  in  patience  the  time  of  its  departure. 

October  10.^ — On  my  way  to  Xew'  York,  I  preached  in  Im- 
manuel  Church,  Xew  Castle,  Delaware. 

October  13. — In  St.  George's  Church,  New  York,  I  preached 
the  sermon  at  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Ozi  William  Whit- 
aker,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  elect  of  Nevada  and  Arizona, 
and  united  in  the  imposition  of  hands, 

October  14. — ^I  was  present  at  a  meeting  of  the  House  of 
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Bishops,  called  to  elect  a  Missionary  Bishop  for  Arkansas  and 
the  Indian  territory,  recently  deprived  of  Episcopal  service  by 
the  translation  of  the  Et.  Rev.  Henry  C.  Lay,  D.  D.,  to  the  new 
Diocese  of  Easton.  To  this  translation  I  could  not  signify  my 
canonical  consent,  and  the  considerations  which  influenced  me 
in  withholding  it  now  prevented  me  from  taking  any  part  in 
the  election  of  a  Missionary  Bishop  for  Arkansas.  These  con- 
siderations communicated  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  of  Easton,  and  stated  to  the  House  of  Bishops,  I  deem 
it  proper  to  report  in  this  address. 

It  appeal's  from  the  "Journal  of  tlie  General  Council  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Confederate  States  for 
1862,"  p.  G6 — that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crane,  a  clerical  deputj"  from 
the  Diocese  of  Mississippi  presented  papers 'testifying  to  the 
Organization  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell,  said  papers  were  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Xew  Dioceses. 

P.  87.  "  The  Committee  on  New  Dioceses  report  that  they 
have  had  under  consideration  the  papers  relating  to  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  for  admission  into  union  with 
this  Council,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution — to  wit: 

liesolved.  The  Ilonse  of  Bishops  concurring,  that  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  having 
fulfilled  all  the  constitutional  requirements  in  such  case  made  and  provided — be  ad- 
mitted into  union  with  this  Council." 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell,  the  resolution  contained 
in  said  report  was  adopted. 

In  the  House  of  Bishops,  the  message  from  the  Ilouse  of 
Deputies  relative  to  Arkansas,  was  referred  to  a  special  Com- 
mittee.    Their  report  is  on  the  Journal,  p.  161. 

"  The  special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution 
of  the  Ilouse  of  Deputies  relative  to  the  admission  of  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas,  and  also  the  Journal  of  the  Primary 
Council  of  that  Diocese,  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons, 
report  tliat  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  appear  to  have 
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been  complied  with,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions : 

Ruolvtd^  That  the  House  of  Bishops  concur  in  the  resolution  of  the  House  of 
Deputies  admitting  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  to  union  with,  and  representation  in  the 
General  Council  of  this  Church." 

"  On  motion,  the  report  was  received  and  the  resolution 
adopted. 

"  On  motion  of  Bishop  Atkinson,  the  following  preamble  and 
resolution  were  adopted : 

"Whereas,  satisfactory  evidence  has  been  laid  before  this  House  that  the  Diocese 
of  Arkansas  has  been  duly  organi/x-d,  and  that  the  Ht.  Rev.  Henry  C.  Lay,  D.  D. 
has  been  duly  elected  Bishop  thereof:  Therefore 

Hesolved,  That  (the  House  of  Deputies  concurring)  the  General  Council  ratifies 
»nd  confirms  the  election  of  the  Kt.  Kev.  Henry  C.  Lay,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas.** 

"On  motion,  the  above  preamble  and  resolution  were  ordered 
to  be  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Deputies." 

P.  113.  "On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell,  the  House 
nnanimouslj'  concurred  in  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  of  the 
House  of  Bishops,  ratitying  and  confirming  the  election  of  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Henry  C.  Lay,  T).  I).,  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas." 

Once  more,  p.  104.  "The  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  having  been 
admitted  to  union  with  this  Council,  on  motion,  a  certificate  at- 
testing the  election  of  the  Rev.  J.  T.  Wheat,  D.  D.,  Rev.  W.  C. 
Stout,  Rev.  J.  M.  Curtis*,  and  Messrs.  John  Scay,  B.  Shepherd 
and  D.  Ringo  was  read  b}'  the  Secretary,  and,  on  motion,  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Elections. 

"The  Committee  on  Elections  reported  said  certificate  in  due 
fonn,  and  the  Secretary  being  ordered  to  call  the  names  of  the 
deputies  therein  mentioned,  the  Rev.  J.  T.  Wheat,  D.  D.,  an- 
swered to  his  name,  and  took  his  scat  in  the  Council." 

These  extracts  show  that  Arkansas  is  a  regularly  constituted 
Diocese,  and  that  the  Rt.  Rev.  H.  C.  Lay,  D.  D.,  was  its  duly 
elected  and  acting  Diocesan. 

Canon  XVT.  (4)  Title  L  of  the  Digest  expressly  declares  that 
no  Bishop  who  has  resigned  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Diocese,  shall. 
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under  any  circumstances,  be  eligible  to  any  Diocese  now  in 
union,  or  which  may  hcreaftei'^  be  admitted  into  union  with  thift 
Church. 

This  Canon  I  could  not  but  construe  as  rendering  the  Bishop 
of  Arkansas  ineligible  to  the  Diocese  of  Easton. 

Again :  Arkansas  being  a  Diocese,  is  competent  to  elect  its  own 
Bishop,  or  to  place  itself  under  the  charge  and  authority  of  the 
Bishop  of  another  Diocese,  or  of  a  [Missionarj'  Bishop.  The 
Ilouse  of  Bishops  has  no  authority  to  assign  a  Bishop,  or  Mis- 
sionary Bishop,  for  such  Diocese;  more  especially  if  not  for- 
mally requested  to  do  so  by  the  Convention  of  the  vacant 
Diocese.  I  did  not  therefore  feel  at  liberty  to  participate  in  a 
proceeding  which  seemed  to  me  to  be  irregular  and  un» 
canonical. 

Happy  as  the  election  may  have  been  in  each  case  adverted 
to,  I  was  conscientiously  restrained  from  uniting  with  brethren 
who  experienced  no  such  embarrassment,  and  therefore  readily 
assumed  the  responsibility. 

Lnnicdiately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Ilouse  of  Bishops, 
I  proceeded  directly  to  the  "Western  section  of  the  Diocese  to 
finish  the  visitation  which  in  June  last  was  interrupted  bj'  the 
necessity  of  my  being  present  at  the  closing  exercises  of  the 
session  at  the  seminary. 

October  16. — In  the  morning  I  preached  in  St.  Matthew's 
Church,  Wlieoling,  and  confirmed  forty-four. 

At  night  I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  "Wheeling,  and 
confirmed  six.  This  church,  then  without  a  rector,  has  since 
been  supplied  by  the  Kev.  ^L  M.  Benton,  Jr. 

October  18. — I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Moundsvillc,  and 
confirmed  five. 

October  19. — I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Brooke  county, 
and  confirmed  eight 

At  night  I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Wellsburg,  and  con- 
firmed four. 

October  21. — I  went  to  Sistersville,  one  of  the  stations  at 
which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tompkins  officiates. 
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October  22. — ^I  preached  at  Sistersville,  and  confirmed  four^ 
About  midnight  I  reached  Cow  creek,  and  next  morning, 

October  23. — ^I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Pleasant 
county.  Notwithstanding  the  hard  rain,  through  which  wa 
rode  in  an  open  wagon,  a  large  congregation  assembled,  and, 
though  some  of  the  candidates,  who  lived  remote  from  the 
church,  were  prevented  by  the  weather  from  being  present,  I 
confirmed  fifteen. 

In  the  afternoon,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr,  Hyland,  who 
kindly  met  mo  at  this  point,  I  rode  some  twenty  miles  to  Par- 
kersburg. 

October  24. — ^I  preached  both  morning  and  night,  and  con- 
firmed eight. 

October  25. — I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Fairmont. 

October  26. — ^I  preached  again  in  the  same  church,  and  con- 
firmed six. 

S'ovember  8. — I  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Alexandria. 

November  9  and  10. — I  attended  the  anniversaries  of  the- 
Church  Missionarj^  and  Evangelical  Knowledge  Societies,  and 
rejoiced  to  find  that  these,  with  the  kindred  institution,  the 
Evangelical  Education  Society,  were  promoting  so  efficiently 
the  good  work  in  which  they  are  engaged. 

In  this  Diocese  we  owe  them  a  debt  of  gi'atitude  which,  if 
we  cannot  adequately  acknowledge  by  our  contributions,  we 
may  cordially  recognize  by  our  continued  prayers  for  their  in- 
creasing prosperity.

November  23. — ^In  Bruton  Parish,  Williamsburg,  I  preached, 
and  confirmed  t^velve. 

Xovembcr  25. — ^I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Sufiblk,  and 
confirmed  six. 

November  26. — In  the  Glebe  Church,  ISTansemond,  I  preached, 
and  confirmed  one. 

December  19. — I  preached  in  the  Seminaiy  chapel. 

1870,  January  9. — ^I  preached  in  the  morning  in  St  John's 
Church,  Georgetown,  D.  C,  and  at  night  in  Chiist  Church. 

January  23. — ^In  St.  John's  ChurchjWest  End,  Fairfax  county, 
I  preached,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper. 

January  30. — I  preached  in  the  Seminary  chapel. 

February  3  and  4. — ^In  St.  George's,  Fredericksburg,  I  at- 
tended, and  on  several  occasions  participated  in,  the  services 
connected  with  a  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society. 

February  6. — In  Christ  Church,  Alexandria,  I  preached,  and 
united  with  the  rector  in  the  administration  of  the  Lord's 
Supper. 

February  13. — In  the  Seminary  chapel  I  admitted  Alexander 
^".  Woddell  to  Deacon's  Orders.  Service  by  the  Rev.  Dr.

I  hope  sometime  soon  to  be  able  to  renew  the  appointment  here 
and  at  Christ  Church. 

April  5. — I  preached  in  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Orange  Court- 
house, and  confirmed  five. 

April  6. — ^I  preached  at  Madison  Courthouse,  and  confirmed 
one. 

April  7. — I  preached  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Gordons- 
ville,  and  confirmed  two. 

April  8. — ^I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Louisa  count)'. 

April  9. — I  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Albemarle,  and  con- 
firmed five. 

April  10. — In  Christ  Church,  Charlottesville,  I  preached 
morning  and  night,  and  confirmed  five, 

April  12. — ^I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Hanover,  and  con- 
firmed five. 

April  13. — I  preached  in  Fork  Church,  Hanover,  and  con- 
firmed three. 

April  17. — In  the  Monumental  Church,  Richmond,  I  preached 
and  confirmed  twentv-four. 

At  night  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  and  confirmed 
twenty-seven. 

April  18. — I  preached  in  St.  Paul's,  Petersburg,  and  con- 
fi.rmed  eighteen. 

April  19. — I  consecrated  Grace  Church,  Petersburg,  preached 
and  confirmed  twentj'. 

This  is  an  admirable  structure — capacious,  convenient,  sub- 
stantial, pleasing  to  the  eye,  without  any  departure  from  the 
sobriety  which  becomes  a  house  of  Christian  worship.     This  is 
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the  third  church  built  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  this  congrega- 
tion through  the  instrumentality  of  its  present  and  only  rector, 
each  being  in  size  and  stj'le  a  large  advance  on  its  predecessor. 
The  first  consecrated  in  1843,  at  the  commencement  of  his  min- 
istry, the  second  in  1852,  and  this  last  in  1870,  distant,  I  trust, 
from  its  close.  At  least  three  other  churches  within  the  range 
of  his  voluntary  missionary  services  multiply  the  interesting 
monuments  of  his  zeal  and  efficiency,  and  bear  testimony  to 
the  faithfulness  with  which  he  has  "looked  to  the  things  of 
others,"  as  well  as  to  those  of  "his  own." 

The  night  of  the  consecration  I  preached  ip  St  Stephen's 
Church  and  confirmed  nine  persons.  Tliis  congregation,  which 
continues  to  prosper  under  the  ministry  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  AtweD, 
affords  good  hope  of  permanent  success.

Mr.  Friend,  I  preached  and  confirmed  one.  This  building 
stands  where  a  church  seems  to  be  needed,  and  is  finished  in  a 
style  creditable  to  those  by  whom  it  has  been  erected.  The 
parish  has,  during  the  past  year,  enjoyed  the  services  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Goodrich,  and  would  be  glad  to  secure  him  as  their 
settled  pastor. 

May  6. — I  preached  in  Immanuel  Church,  Port  Conway. 

May  7. — ^In  St.  Paul's,  King  George,  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed one. 

May  8. — I  preached  in  St.  John's,  King  George  Courthouse, 
and  confirmed  three.

An  engagement  to  attend  the  anniversary  of  the  American 
Bible  Society  hurried  me  on  to  New  York,  where,  on  Thurs- 
day, 12th,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  uniting  in  the  services  of  that 
interesting  occasion. 

As  I  occupied  a  seat  on  the  platform,  surrounded  by  brethren 
distinguished  for  their  zeal  and  for  their  eminent  success  in 
^ving  to  the  world  the  blessed  Book  which  is  the  charter  of 
our  highest  and  holiest  privileges  for  time  and  eternity,  I  could 
l)ut  remember  the  last  commission  which  I  received  and  exe- 
cuted for  our  sainted  father  in  God,  my  honored  and  beloved 
predecessor  in  the  Episcopate  of  this  Diocese,  It  was  the  day 
before  he  fell  asleep  in  Jesus,  and  at  a  time  when  the  friends  of 
the  Bible  cause  were  assembling  in  a  distant  city  to  organize  a 
Society  as  a  substitute  for  the  general  agency  to  which  the 
Southern  States  had  been  largely  indebted  for  the  supply  of  the 
sacred  Scriptures,  and  which  was  now  interrupted  by  our  sad  civil 
^  disturbances.  He  called  me  to  his  bed  side,  alluded  to  the  con- 
templated association,  and,  naming  a  reverend  brother  who  had 
gone  to  assist  in  its  formation,  requested  me  to  send  immediate- 
ly by  telegraph  authority  to  constitute  him  a  life  member  of  the 
new  Society,  expressing  his  great  interest  in  the  enterprise,  and 
his  hopes  that  the  Bishops,  other  clergy  and  laity  in  the  South, 
would  stand  by  the  good  cause,  and  give  it  their  united  and  ar- 
dent support.  The  telegram  was  dispatched,  but  before  the 
request  could  be  carried  into  elTect,  the  lips  which  uttered  it 
were  silent,  and  the  noble  spirit  which  desired  to  be  recognized 
as  a  life  member  of  the  Bible  brotherhood  on  earth,  had  joined 
the  blessed  company  of  saints  in  life  everlasting. 

May  his  devotion  to  this  work  ever  prevail  throughout  his 
bereaved  Diocese,  and  ensure  the  generous  support  of  a  cause 
fio  dear  to  him  even  in  death. 

Mav  22. — ^I  consecrated  Meade  Chapel,  Alexandria.  The  sen- 
tence of  consecration  and  prayers  Avere  read  by  Rev.  R.  H. 
McKim ;  sermon  by  myself. 
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This  is  a  very  neat  building,  capable  of  seating  about  160 
persons,  erected  by  the  good  people  of  Christ  Church  and  otheiiB 
in  a  section  of  the  city  where  it  was  much  needed,  and  intended 
specially  to  provide  for  a  portion  of  the  population  remote  from 
other  churches.  I  cannot  too  highly  commend  the  spirit  and 
energy  with  which  this  pious  enteq)rise  has  been  suceessfally 
accomplished,  and  am  happy  to  be  permitted  to  close  the  report 
of  this  year's  services  with  a  record  of  a  work  evincing  so 
much  life  and  liberality  in  the  Masters  cause,

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DEPOSITION. 

In  the  month  of  April  I  received  from  John  Cosby,  then  ft 
Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  a  communication  dechiring  his  renon* 
ciation  of  the  ministry.  Acting  under  the  authority  and  ac- 
cording to  the  direction  of  Canon  V.  Title  IL  of  the  Digest,  on 
the  16th  day  of  April  last,  in  the  presence  of  the  Rev.  Greorge 
"Woodbridge,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev.  Joshua  Peterldn,  D.  D.,  I 
recorded  said  declaration,  and  performed  the  painful  act  of  de- 
posing said  John  Cosby  from  the  ministrj'. 

DEATHS. 

Duxiiig  the  year  past  we  have  been  bereaved  by  death  of  two 
of  our  aged  and  beloved  brethren,  Avho  have  labored  long  and 
faithfully  in  this  Diocese — ^the  Rev.  E.  R.  Lippitt  and  the  Eer. 
"Wm.  Friend. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Lippitt  having  earned  a  good  report  by  his 
fidelity  and  success  as  a  pastor,  was  called  from  his  parish  to 
the  responsible  office  of  a  professor  in  our  Theological  Semi- 
nary. 8ul)sequcutly  he  acted  for  several  years  as  sole  editor  of 
the  Southern  Churchman.  When  under  the  incipient  infirmi- 
ties of  advancing  age  he  had  retired  to  his  rural  home  near  the 
Seniinarv  which  he  had  served,  he  was  ever  readv  to  officiate  in 
the  neighbouring  churches  as  occasion  required.  His  piety  and 
intelligence  were  highly  appreciated  by  all  who  knew  him.  His 
uncomplaining  sul)mis8ion  and  manly  bearing  under  the  trials 
which,  like  many  othei-s,  he  endured  during  the  recent  civil 
disturbances  of  the  country,  were  exemplar}'.  A  kind  Provi- 
dence so  ordered  that  his  last  days  were  passed  tranquilly  in  the 
midst  of  his  devoted  family,  in  the  "  confidence  of  a  certain 
faith,  and  in  the  comfort  of  a  reasonjxble  religious  and  holy 
hope." 

The  Rev.  William  Friend  was  one  of  the  class  in  our  Theo- 
logical Seminary  which  graduated  in  1832.  lie  was  a  close 
student,  and  became  a  good  classical  scholar  and  well  read 
theologian.    Ilis  first  parish,  from  which  during  a  ministn'  of 
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nearly  forty  years,  he  never  removed,  was  in  Caroline  county, 
but  the  adjoining  counties  in  their  destitution  of  ministerial 
services  were  benefited  by  his  voluntary  missionary  labors. 
Last  June  he  was  somewhat  disabled  by  a  slight  paralysis, 
which,  without  impairing  his  mind  embarrassed  his  power  of 
locomotion ;  yet,  with  a  strength  of  will  which  few  possess,  he 
persevered  in  the  performance  of  his  official  duties,  not  only  in 
the  church  in  Port  Royal  where  he  resided,  but  also  at  Grace 
Church,  some  fifteen  miles  distant;  here  he  met  me  on  my  visi- 
tation a  few  days  since,  and  continued  for  a  week  to  accompany 
me  to  my  several  appointments,  rendering  such  services  as  I 
Uiought  it  prudent  to  propose.  I  had  in  contemplation  an  ar- 
rangement which  would  enable  him  to  confine  his  services  to 
the  church  at  Port  Royal;  but  since  commencing  this  report  I 
was  shocked  by  the  sad  intelligence  of  Ids  sudden  death.  He 
had  ventured  to  his  remote  church,  where  he  was  greatly  be- 
loved, and  after  officiating,  just  before  reaching  a  resting  place 
in  the  house  of  a  parishioner,  he  was  struck  with  paralysis,  and 
in  a  few  hours  departed  as  it  were,  with  his  armor  yet  on  him 
to  receive  the  Master's  "  well  done,"  and  wear  the  incorruptible 
<jrown. 

May  we  have  grace  so  to  follow  our  brethren  who  have  lived 
and  labored  for  our  Lord  and  departed  this  life  in  His  faith  and 
fear,  that  with  them  we  may  be  partakers  of  His  Heavenly 
£ingdom. 

DIOCESAN  IXSTITUTIOXS. 

The  reports  which  will  be  presented  will  satisfy  you  that 
these  are  judiciously  conducted,  and  desei've  the  liberal  pati*on- 
«ge  of  our  people. 

The  Theological  Seminary  so  highly  honored  by  God  in  time 
past,  continues  to  receive  encouraging  evidence  of  His  favor. 
During  the  last  year,  forty-six  students  assembled  from  our  own 
:»nd  other  Dioceses,  have  under  the  instruction  of  its  able  and 
devoted  professors,  enjoyed  its  advantages*  The  fraternal  spirit 
Tvhich  pervades  the  Institution,  the  studiousness  and  exemplary 
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walk  of  its  inmates,  authorize  the  pleasing  hope  that  the 
graduates  of  each  year  will  add  to  the  number  of  £dthfal  min- 
isters able  rightly  to  divide  the  word,  successful  in  winning' 
souls  to  the  Saviour,  and  in  building  them  up  in  the  most  ho^ 
faith. 

The  only  embarrassment  experienced  results  fi-om  limited 
means,  which  with  all  possible  economy  renders  it  extremely 
difficult  to  provide  for  unavoidable  expenses,  and  of  coxaat 
forbids  essaying  more  extensive  usefulness.  May  He,  in  whose 
hands  are  the  hearts  of  all  men,  dispose  His  people  to  whom 
He  has  given  the  means,  so  liberally  to  assist  this  Institution, 
that  it  may  speedily  attain  the  more  extended  usefulness  of 
which  it  is  eminently  capable. 

The  same  statement,  and  the  same  appeal  may  be  made  in 
behalf  of  the  Education  and  Missionary  Societies,  and  the  Sun- 
day School  Union  of  the  Diocese ;  they  are  operating  happily 
up  to  the  amount  of  means  with  which  they  are  pro\"ided,  and 
only  need  increased  pecuniary  assistance  to  enlarge  the  sphere 
of  their  salutarj'  action. 

The  Female  Institute  at  Staunton  has  attained  a  measure  of 
prosperity  and  usefulness  very  gratifying  to  the  friends  of 
Christian  education,  and  merits  the  continued  confidence  and 
patronage  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Gardner,  principal  of  the  High  School  at  How- 
ard, having  regained  his  health  and  desiring  to  return  to  paro- 
chial service,  has  tendered  his  resignation  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  They  have  the  prospect  of  supplying  his  place  by 
the  appointment  of  a  Christian  gentleman  of  successfiil  experi- 
ence as  an  instructor,  and  whose  character  and  attainments 
must  commend  the  Institution  to  parents  who  have  sons  to  be 
educated. 

There  is  a  painful  and  delicate  subject  very  seriously  affecting 
the  prosperity  of  the  Diocese,  to  which  I  am  constrained  to 
allude;  I  refer  to  the  frequent  recurrence  of  resignation  of 
their  parishes  by  the  clergj'.  I  speak  not  of  this  to  censure 
them,  for  with  them,  as  I  well  know,  the  change  is  in  most  in- 
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stances,  not  a  matter  of  choice,  but  of  necessity;  generally  they 
are  unwilling  to  remove,  and  continue  to  suffer  till  it  becomes 
a  question  of  starvation^  or  of  (Ichty  without  the  prospect  of 
paying,  or  of  resignation.  They  must  cither  make  the  vain 
attempt  to  live  upon  what  every  intelligent  parishioner  knows 
will  not  support  tJiem,  and  so  become  seriously  embarrassed, 
or  accept  some  situation  where  a  maintenance  may  be  expectd; 
and  who  would  presume  to  reflect  upcfn  them  for  adopting  the 
last? 

It  is  sometimes  said  "the  clergy  ought  to  be  willing  to  make 
some  sacrifices  for  the  privilege  of  preaching  the  gospel,"  and 
ihey  both  admit  tliis,  and  do  it  not  unfrequenly  to  an  extent 
which  their  congregations  do  not  suspect.  But  are  the  clergy 
alone  to  make  sacrifices  ?  Are  the  laity  to  make  no  sacrifices 
that  they  may  secure  the  ministrations  of  the  gospel  for 
themselves  and  their  families  ?  If  they  would,  in  any  propor- 
tion to  the  magnitude  of  the  interests  at  stake,  and  in  some 
degree  approaching  Avhat  the  clergy  habitually  practice,  there 
need  not  be  a  parish  in  the  Diocese  without  a  pastor.  It  is 
high  time  for  our  brethren  of  the  laity  to  awake  to  a  conscious- 
ness of  their  lamentable  delinquency  in  this  matter;  along 
stride  is  needed  to  attain  the  position  they  ought  to  occupy, 
and  resolute  puipose,  on  principle,  to  secure  the  action  which  is 
requisite  to  meet  their  Christian  responsibility,  that  so  this 
•clerical  exodus  may  be  arrested,  and  the  annual  addition  to  the 
ranks  of  the  ministry  retained,  till  every  parish  is  blessed  with 
an  acceptable  pastor,  and  the  missionary  fields  are  being  brought 
under  hopeful  cultivation.  Then  will  they  plentiftilly  yield 
their  increase,  and  God,  even  our  own  God,  shall  give  us  His 
blessing. 

Bishop  Whittle  then  read  liis  annual  address:

Bev.  and  Dear  Brethren  : 

Permitted,  through  the  goodness  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  to 
meet  in  council  once  more,  with  humble  gratitude,  I  trust,  for 
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many  mercies  which  have  followed  me,  I  proceed  to  give  the 
usual  account  of  services  performed  during  the  past  year.

Georges,  built  in  colonial  times,  had  nothing  of  its  interior  left 
by  Federal  soldiers  except  a  part  of  one  gallery,  which  was 
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filled  with  hay.    The  roof  had  already  begun  to  leak,  and  soon 
the  massivo  walls  must  become  a  heap  of  iTiins.

This  beautiful  building 
had  just  been  enlarged  one-third,  to  accommodate  the  increased 
congregation.

— Crossed  over  to  Mathews  county,  and  drove  eight  ' 
miles  through  the  rain  to  Trinity  Church,  but  found  no  one 
there  save  the   reverend   and  venerable  Mr.   Mann   and   his 
daughter,  Avho  had  come  a  yet  greater  distance. 

April  5. — Read  the  morning  prayer,  preached,  and  confinned 
t\vo  in  Christ  Church,  Matthews.  The  sad  record  has  to  be  again 
made,  no  minister  of  our  church  in  either  of  the  two  last  men- 
tioned counties. 

— Preached,  and  confiinned  four  in  "Ware  Chui-ch, 
Gloucester,  Rev.  C.  Mann. 

April  7. — ^In  Abingdon  Church,  Rev.  S.  H.  Phillips,  rector, 
preached,  and  confirmed  three. 

— Preached  in  Williamsburg,  Rev.  T.  M.  Am- 
bler, rector,  Avhere  the  congregation  has  so  increased  as  to  make 
it  necessary  to  enlarge  the  church.

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chapel,  Methodist,  and  confirmed  two,  and  at  night  in  Williams- 
burg, and  confirmed  ten. 

April  12. — ^Preached  morning  and  night  in  Centurion  Church, 
Old  Point,  and  confirmed  two. 

April  13. — ^In  St.  John's  Church,  Hampton,  Rev.  Dr.  McCarty 
in  charge,  preached  morning  and  night  to  large  congrega- 
tions, and  confirmed  ten.  This  grand  old  building,  of  which 
there  was  nothing  left  after  the  war  save  the  walls,  by  the  exer- 
tions of  the  people  and  the  assistance  of  friends  at  a  distance, 
has  been  so  far  restored  as  to  be  again  used  for  the  worship  of 
God.  Permanent  seats,  a  chancel  and  chancel  furniture  are 
still  wanting.  As  no  people  in  the  Diocese  have  been  more 
impoverished,  and  none  have  been  more  willing,  even  beyond 
their  power,  to  repair  their  owti  desolations,  so  none  are  more 
deserving  of  help  than  the  people  of  Ilampton.

Thursday,  3  P.  M. 

The  Council  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Rev.  C.  J.  Gibson  presented  the  following  annual  report 
from  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  fund  for  the  relief  of  the 
widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  clergymen  : 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  fund  for  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of 
Deceased  Clei;gymen  respectfully  report :  That  during  the  past  year, 
•ending  with  tile  present  session  of  the  Council,  they  have  distributed  the 
sum  of  $751  80,  among  six  beneficiaries ;  and  though  the  sum  has  been  so 
small,  the  fervent  gratitude  which  they  have  expressed,  shows  how 
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urgent  are  the  wants  of  the  families  of  our  clergy,  and  bow  important 
it  is  that  the  fund  we  have  the  control  of  should  be  so  managed  as  to 
relieve  the  largest  possible  amount  of  suffering. 

The  trustees  of  this  fund,  with  the  view  of  increasing  the  annual 
revenue  of  the  Board,  have  during  the  year  sold  the  State  stock,  in 
which  the  larger  part  of  our  fund  has  hitherto  been  invested,  and  haT» 
reinvested  the  same  in  bonds  of  the  city  of  Eichmond,  of  the  Virginia 
and  Tennessee  railroad,  the  Bichmond  and  Danville  railroad,  the  Ches- 
apeake and  Ohio  railroad,  and  the  James  Biver  and  Kanawha  canal— 
by  which  transaction  the  income  of  the  fund,  from  May  1870,  to  May 
1871,  will  be  increased  to  $1,200.  Its  principal  since  the  reinvestment 
amounts  to  $20,246  66. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  at  the  present  time  the  suffering  of  the  fami« 
lies  that  are  to  be  benefited  by  this  fund  is  probably  greater  than  it 
"will  be  in  the  future,  and  that  they  may  have  it  in  their  power  more 
effectually  to  relieve  such  suffering,  the  Board  recommend  to  the  Coun- 
cil the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Besolvedf  That  tho  Rale  which  requires  the  re-investment  of  one-half  of  the 
annual  interest  of  the  fund  he  rescinded,  and  that  the  Board  be  authorized  to  dis- 
tribute as  large  a  proportion  of  such  interest  as  they  may  think  necessary,  to 
relievo  tho  wants  of  the  beneficiaries  of  the  fund,  and  the  remainder,  if  any,  then 
to  be  applied  to  the  increase  of  the  principal  of  the  fund.    Also, 

licsolvcd,  That  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  be  requested  to  take  up  an  annual  col- 
lection in  behalf  of  this  fund.

That  they  have  examined  the  petition  of  certain  persons  in  the  county 
of  Cabell,  West  Virginia,  asking  to  be  permitted  to  form  a  new  parish 
in  said  county,  under  the  name  of  Trinity  Church,  Cabell  Parish,  Cabell 
county.  It  appears  that  they  have  conformed  to  the  Canons,  and  the 
committee  would  recommend  that  their  petition  be  granted.

N.  Pendleton,  D.  1).,  Rev.  J.  H.  1).  Wingtield,  Mr.  Jas.  W.  Green, 
Mr.  P]dmund  I.  Lee. 

Rev.  W.  C.  Meredith,  from  the  Committee  on  Xew  Parishe.^, 
then  presented  the  petition  to  establish  a  new  parish  iu  Cabell 
countv,  the  countv  limits  to  be  the  metes  and  bounds  of  the 
parish.     The  petition  was  graut<jd. 
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Rev.  Dr.  Andrews,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  devise 
some  plan  to  meet  the  religious  wants  of  colored  people,  asked 
for  an  extension  of  time  to  the  next  Council;  which  request 
was  granted. 

Rev.  R.  T.  Davis,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  consider 
resolutions  offered  by  himself  at  the  last  Council  in  reference  to 
certain  hymns  authorized  by  the  General  Convention  of  1868, 
called  up  his  resolutions  and  moved  their  adoption. 

Rev.  D.  F.  yprigg  moved  that  the  whole  subject  be  laid  upon 
the  table.     Carried. 

Rev.  James  Grammer  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which 
were  upon  his  motion,  referred  to  a  committee  of  two  clergy- 
men and  two  lajoncn,  to  be  reported  upon  by  them  to-morrow : 

WJierecu,  the  present  practice  of  admiDistering  the  discipline  of  the  Chnrch,  viz: 
private  suspension  and  expulsion  from  the  Lord's  table,  does  not  serve  the  ends  of 
discipline,  and  tends  to  laxity :  and 

WhereaSf  the  practice  of  the  Church  for  many  ages  after  Christ  was  to  administer 
•discipline  upon  offenders  openly  and  before  the  congregation :  and 

Whereas,  the  mode  of  admitting  to  Church  membership  and  Communion,  viz : 
baptism  and  confirmation,  is  required  by  law  to  be  public,  in  the  church,  the  con- 
gregation being  present,  and  is  allowed  to  be  private  only  in  rare  and  extreme 
<^a8es;  and  the  same  reasons  that  make  it  right  that  persons  be  openly  admitted, 
also  make  it  right  that  they  be  openly  expelled :  and 

Whereas,  the  command  of  God  by  his  Apostle  Paul  to  Timothy  (1  Tim.  v.  20), 
4Uid  by  implication  to  all  ministers,  is,  *'  Them  that  sin  rebuke  before  all,  that  others 
also  may  fear ;"  and  the  practice  of  private  suspension  and  expulsion  neither  fulfils 
this  command  nor  meets  the  reason  annexed  to  it:  and 

Wlicreas,  the  Rubric  prefixed  to  the  order  for  holy  communion  seems  to  imply 
tliat  such  dealings  with  offenders  are  to  be  open  and  public :  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  two  sections  be  added  to  Canon  XIX,  which  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows, viz: 

"  Every  minister  so  suspending  or  expelling  from  the  Lord's  Table  shall  notify 
the  congregation  of  the  fact,  designating  the  offender  openly  in  the  Church,  on  somo 
occasion  of  public  worship. 

*'  When  any  person  thus  su««pended  or  expelled  from  the  holy  communion  shall 
desire  to  be  reconciled,  he  shall  himself,  or  through  the  minister,  confess  his  sin  and 
declare  his  penitence  before  the  Church ;  and  the  minister  shall  thereupon  openly 
declare  him  received  and  restored  to  communion." 

The  Chair  appointed  the  following  committee :  Eev.  J.  A. 
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Latane,  Itev.  J.  S.  Ilanckel,  Mr.  Tazewell  Taylor,  and  Judge 
H.  W.  Sheffev. 

Mr.  Jas.  Green  oftered  the  following  resolution : 

Rciolvtd,  That  it  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  three  laymen,  to  enqain 
into  and  report  a  plan  on  the  principle  of  mutual  insurance,  by  which  church  pro- 
perty may  be  insured  against  loss  by  lire,  the  profits  of  the  insurance  being  devoted 
to  the  relief  of  the  families  of  deceased  and  disabled  clergymen,  or  such  other  ob- 
jects as  the  Council  may  direct. 

Adopted,  and  the  following  committee  appointed:  Jas.  W. 
Green,  Judge  Lay,  and  Mr.  E.  A.  Ilatton. 

Rev.  Mr.  Sprigg  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  Eev. 
Mr.  Davis'  resolutions  were  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  motion  to  i^econsidcr  was  carried,  and  upon  motion  of 
Eev.  Dr.  Andrews,  the  subject  was  referred  to  a  committee  of 
three  clergjmien  and  three  laymen,  to  report  upon  the  whole 
subject  at  the  next  Council. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  following  committee:.  Rev.  R  T. 
Davis,  Rev.  J.  S.  Ilanckel,  Rev.  W.  Norwood,  D.  D.,  X.  IL 
Massie,  W.  G.  Cazcnove,  Tazewell  Taylor. 

Council  adjourned  until  to-morrow  at  9  A.  M. 


Friday  Morning,  9  o'clock. 

The  Council  met,  and  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  J* 
II.  D.  Wingficld,  D.  D. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

Leave  of  absence  grouted  to  Mr.  E.  I.  Lee,  Rev.  Dr.  Peudle- 
ton,  and  to  Rev.  Chas.  H.  Page. 

The  report  of  the  fund  for  relief  of  disabled  clerg}'  was  re-

Church  Schools. 

Rev.  Dr.  Pendleton,  from  the  committee  appointed  under  the 
resolution  of  Mr.  Jas.  W.  Green,  in  reference  to  the  establish- 
ment of  Church  schools,  presented  the  following  report: 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  expediency 
of  action  by  this  Oonncil  towards  the  establishment  of  a  general  sys- 
tem of  Church  schools  throughout  the  Diocese,  respectfully  report : 

That,  in  their  view,  it  is  one  of  the  sacred  duties  of  the  Church  to 
promote,  as  much  as  in  her  lies,  the  training  of  her  children  in  the 
nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord.  The  influences  requisite  for 
such  training,  however,  cannot,  we  believe,  be  practically  separated 
from  early  secular  education  without  great  mischief.  Hence  all  in- 
struction for  the  young  must  be  made  distinctively  Christian.  We 
find  ourselves,  notwithstanding,  in  the  midst  of  a  system  which  ignores, 
perhaps  unavoidably,  all  Christian  truth  and  agency.  State  schools, 
for  reasons  obvious,  can  admit  no  special  provisions  for  cultivating 
scriptural  piety.  They  cannot  but  prove,  therefore,  under  the  godless 
tendencies  of  fallen  humanity,  if  the  evil  be  not  otherwise  counter- 
acted, incalculably  detrimental  to  the  religious  character  of  our  chil- 
dren, and  ultimately  of  our  entire  people.  Still,  we  have  to  be  taxed 
for  the  support  of  such  schools — a  condition  which  constitutes  a  burden 
not  slight,  added  to  those  already  pressing  heavily  and  hindering  our 
efficiency  in  the  great  operations  committed  to  the  Church.  While  in 
bearing  this  burden  we  may  uncomplainingly  "  render  unto  Caesar  the 
things  that  be  Ca3sar's,"  we  may  not  fail  to  "  render  unto  God  the 
things  that  be  God's."  His  eminently  are  our  children ;  and  these  we 
dare  not  commit  to  any  anti,  or  non-Christian  training.  Conspicuously 
true  is  it  of  schools  from  which  the  Bible  and  its  blessed  lessons,  under 
wise  inculcations,  are  excluded,  that  in  the  memorable  words  of  our 
Lord,  "he  that  is  not  for  me  is  against  me." 

Adequate  provision,  therefore,  for  the  counteraction  of  evils  thus 
threatened,  we  believe  to  be  demanded.  And  towards  such  provisions 
the  Church  ought,  in  our  judgment,  in  her  capacity  as  a  divinely-ap- 
pointed organization,  t-o  take  a  leading  part. 

The  difficulties  in  the  way  your  committee  do  not  under-estimate. 
Means  far  from  insignificant  are  requisite  for  the  establishment  of  any 
extensive  system  of  schools,  and  poor  as  we  are,  it  is  hard  to  provide 
for  existing  and  essential  Church  enterprises.  Nevertheless,  with  just 
convictions  on  the  subject,  and  a  good  will  to  do  the  best  that  can  be  ' 
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done,  something  may  be  achieved.  A  beginning,  at  least,  may  be  made, 
which  followed  up  with  persistent  effort,  may  eventuate  in  a  systeia 
full  of  blessings  for  the  young  and  for  all  our  people. 

There  are  two  kinds  of  Church  schools  contemplated  by  your  com- 
mittee :  1.  Such  as  are  ordinarily  known  as  Parish  schools,  where  the 
benefits  dispensed  are  wholly  gratuitous,  the  expense  being  borne  by 
such  contributions  as  can  be  secured.  2.  Schools  no  less  under  control 
of  Parochial  authorities,  yet  admitting  the  principle  of  compensation 
on  the  part  of  parents  who  patronize  them. 

The  grades  of  these  schools,  and  the  details  of  their  organization  and 
management,  may  well  be  left  to  local  determination.  But  your  com- 
mittee believe  that  their  general  establishment  under  authority  of  the 
Council,  is  actually  required  in  the  emergency  of  our  situation,  and 
would  prove  of  very  great  benefit:  they  therefore  recommend  the^ 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  lUsolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Churches  and  Parishes  of  the  Dio- 
cese, to  the  utmost  of  their  ability  to  establish  Chnrch  schools,  to  be  under  super- 
vision  of  their  rectors,  and  subject  to  parochial  authority. 

2.  Besolved,  That  the  character,  condition,  ^.,  of  these  schools  be  annually 
reported  in  parochial  reports  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese. 

And  moved  the  adoption  of  tlie  resolutions  connected  there- 
with.    Motion  carried. 

liev.  Mr.  Barten  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  bo  appointed  to  investigate,  and  to  report  to 
the  next  Council,  upon  the  subject  of  Church  schools. 

Carried,  and  lievs.  0.  S.  Barten,  D.  D.,  Clias.  Minnigerode,. 
D.  D.,  T.  G.  Daslnell,  and  Messrs.  J.  W.  Green  and  X.  11. 
Massie  appointed  as  the  committee. 

Judge  ShefTey,  from  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last 
Conncil  to  purchase  an  Episcopal  residence,  made  the  following 
report: 

The  commitiee  appointed  by  the  last  Council  held  at  Fredericksburg,  • 
to  take  proper  steps  for  purchasing  an  Episcopal  residence  at  as  early 
a  day  as  practicable,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  entered  into 
a  contract  with  Alexander  H.  Sands,  trustee  of  Sarah  W.  Tinsley,  for 
the  purchase  of  a  house  and  lot  in  the  city  of  Richmond,  which  is  par- 
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ticularly  described  in  the  writing  which  has  been  duly  recorded  in  the 
Hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond,  an  office  copy  of  which  is  filed 
as  a  part  of  this  report.  The  price  agreed  to  be  paid  for  the  property 
is  eight  thousand  dollars;  one-fourth  in  cash,  and  the  balance  in  three 
equal  payments,  at  six,  twelve  and  eighteen  months,  with  interest.  Of 
this  amount,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  has  been  paid  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  Diocese.  Contributions  have  been  received  by  Mr. 
Baskervill  for  this  purpose,  to  the  amount  of  $1,094  75.  Of  this 
amount,  $507  18  has  been  expended  in  making  some  necessary  altera- 
tions and  repairs. 

The  lot  is  a  commodious  one,  and  the  buildings  so  arranged  (as  they 
liave  been)  at  the  trifling  cost  stated,  constitute  a  most  comfortable  and 
convenient  homestead;  and  we  feel  sure  will,  in  all  respects,  furnish 
agreeable  and  satisfactory  accommodations  to  the  assistant  Bishop  and 
his  family. 

A  statement  of  Mr.  Baskervill,  who,  being  a  member  of  another 
committee,  appointed  by  the  last  Coiyicil  to  make  collections  for  the 
purpose,  kindly  consented  to  act  as  treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  resi- 
dence fund  is  herewith  submitted,  shewing  his  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments, and  exhibiting  a  balance  on  hand  of  $587  57.  Since  that  state- 
ment was  made,  the  committee  is  informed  that  other  sums  have  been 
received  by  the  treasurer ;  and  the  committee  of  which  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Barten  is  chairman,  concurring  in  the  action  of  this  committee,  will 
cooperate  cordially  in  efforts  to  provide  the  means  promptly  to  meet  the 
payments  on  the  residence  as  they  mature. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

1.  Eesolved,  That  the  purchase  of  the  property  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  re- 
port, for  an  Episcopal  residence,  be  sanctioned  and  confirmed. 

2.  Besolved,  That  the  committee  on  the  purchase  of  an  Episcopal  residence,  and 
the  committee  on  collections  for  the  same  (jointly),  report  a  plan  for  raising  the 
means  to  meet  the  payments  aforesaid  as  they  become  due.

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Which  was  approved  unanimously,  and  the  following  commit- 
tee appointed  to  cooperate  with  the  committee  appointed  last 
year  to  make  collections :  Judge  H.  W.  ShefFey,  Thzewell  Tay- 
lor, Gen.  J.  J.  Jackson,  Wm.  G.  Cazcnove,^.  L.  Clarke,  John 
M.  Miller,  David  K  Walker. 
Judge  Lay  offered  the  folloTiang : 

"Rtiohed,  That  it  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  foar  laymea  to  take  into  connd- 
eratioo  and  report  a  plan  of  mutual  life  insurance  for  the  benefit  of  the  clergy  of 
the  Diocese  of  Virginia." 

Adopted,  and  Judge  J.  F.  Lay,  Mr.  J.  M.  Patton,  Mr.  D.  N. 
Walker,  and  Mr.  J.  W.  Green  appointed  as  the  committee. 

Mr.  Massic,  from  the  committee  often  laymen  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  reports  upon  rectors'  salaries,  made  the  following  report: 

The  committee  of  laymen  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the 
support  of  the  clergy  of  our  Diocese  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report, 
that  they  have  carefully  examined  the  tabular  statements  and  reports 
of  the  vestries,  furnished  them  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  setting 
forth  the  fact«,  so  far  as  they  could  be  gathered  from  the  reports  made 
in  accordance  with  the  system  inaugurated  three  years  ago  by  this 
body. 

Your  committee  can  but  feel  encouraged  to  go  on  in  the  same  direc- 
tion by  the  facts  revealed  in  their  examination  of  these  papers,  and 
for  two  reasons :  First,  because  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of 
parishes  furnishing  the  reports  each  successive  year,  leads  your  com- 
mittee to  hope  that  before  a  great  while  they  will  be  enabled  to  bring 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  Diocese  the  condition  of  every  parish  upon 
the  vital  subject  of  the  support  of  its  rector;  and  secondly,  because 
the  facts  disclosed  in  quite  a  number  of  the  cases  show  that  our  breth- 
ren  of  the  laity  still  need  to  have  their  attention  aroused,  and  called 
more  earnestly  to  the  performance  of  a  duty  so  plain  that  no  one  even 
ventures  to  apologize  for  failure  in  its  performance. 

Two  years  ago,  in  response  to  the  call  by  circular  for  these  reports, 
only  56  parishes  reported,  and  the  distressing  fact  was  brought  to  light 
that  more  than  half  of  these  were  largely  in  arrears  in  the  payment  of 
the  small  amounts  which  had  been  pledged  to  their  rectors.  The  re- 
sult was  published  (only  in  part)  in  the  Journal,  and  last  year  the  re- 
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salt  was  seen  in  the  fact  that  78  parishes  reported,  and  a  much  less 
proportion  were  in  arrears.  This  year  there  are  112  parishes  reporting. 
Of  this  number  73  have  paid  in  full  all  the  salaries  pledged  to  their 
rectors,  and  in  six  cases  the  payment-s  exceeded  the  amounts  promised. 
Your  committee  regret  to  add,  however,  that  38  of  the  number  were, 
more  or  less,  in  arrear,  and  therefore  liable  to  be  so  published  unless 
the  deficiencies  are  made  up  before  the  Journal  is  printed.  In  a  num- 
ber of  these  cases  the  deficiency  is  small,  and,  perhaps,  the  result  of 
some  trifling  inadvertence ;  but  a  few  of  the  cases  are  so  serious  in  ex- 
tent that -your  committee  cannot  pass  them  by  without  an  earnest  pro- 
test against  the  continuance  of  such  a  state  of  things.  The  committee 
will  not  call  the  names,  but  the  parties  referred  to  can  find  themselves 
by  the  description  in  the  black  list.  Thus  one  parish  reports  that 
during  the  past  year  the  vestry  pledged  its  rector  $400,  and  have  paid 
him  $175.,  and  the  report  adds  that  by  the  close  of  the  year  (just  one 
month  from  this  time),  the  deficiency  will  be  $392  60  on  a  salary  of 
$400.  In  another  instance  $112  was  promised,  and  $45  has  been  paid, 
of  which  $30  was  in  supplies  and  $15  only  in  money.  Your  committee 
are  compelled  to  believe  that  such  facts  as  these  are  not  the  result  so 
much  of  poverty  as  of  inexcusable  neglect  of  duty. 

In  the  report  made  a  year  ago  it  was  recommended  that  the  subject 
of  a  rectory  for  its  minister  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  every  parish, 
and  information  requested  on  the  subject.  Your  committee  are  pleased 
to  add  that  these  reports,  though  limited  in  number,  are  more  encour- 
aging than  might  have  been  anticipated.  Forty  parishes  report  com- 
fortable rectories,  with  more  or  less  land  attached.  Nine  others  report 
no  need  for  it  generally,  because  connected  with  some  other  parish 
Tirhere  there  is  one.  Several  report  that,  though  not  owning  one,  a 
house  is  rented  for  the  rector ;  and  in  one  instance  where  a  fund  has 
been  raised  for  purchasing  a  rectory  at  some  future  time,  the  annual 
interest  on  the  fund  is  paid  to  the  rector  in  addition  to  the  salary. 
There  are  eight  other  parishes  reporting  that  an  effort  is  on  foot  to 
procure  a  rectory,  more  or  less  progress  having  been  made  in  the  mat- 
ter, and  15  report  simply  ''No  Rectory,"  leaving  more  than  one-third 
of  the  number  who  have  failed  to  give  any  response  to  the  question. 

In  the  reports  of  a  similar  committee  to  your  body  for  the  past  two 
years,  the  diflSculty  has  been  alluded  to  of  getting  all  the  parishes  to 
send  in  these  reports.  Your  committee  are  still  obliged  to  report  that 
this  is  still  the  case  with  some.    So  far  as  the  committee  can  ascertain » 
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there  are  about  17  occupied  parishes  who  failed  this  year  in  this  duty. 
Various  expedients  have  been  proposed  to  remedy  this,  and  the  num« 
ber  so  failing  to  furnish  reports  this  year  is  smaller  than  before,  but  it 
is  very  desirable  to  have  these  reports  from  every  parish,  and  your 
committee  will  close  this  report  by  recommending  several  resolations 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Council,  one  of  which,  it  is  hoped,  may  be 
found  appropriate  to  this  end. 

Your  committee  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions,  viz : 

Betolved,  1.  That  the  Secretary  bo  instructed  to  insert  in  the  next  Journal  of  thit 
Council  a  Hut  of  all  the  parishes  which  were  in  arrears  for  the  past  year  in  the  pay^ 
ment  of  the  rector's  salary,  showing  precisely  how  much  was  promised,  and  how 
much  has  been  paid  in  each  case. 

2.  That  the  list  of  parishes  which  have  failed  to  make  report,  be  printed  by  the 
Secretary  in  the  Journal,  and  that  he  also  publish  the  same  in  the  Southern 
Churchman,  asking  the  attention  of  these  parishes  to  these  reports,  so  that  uni- 
formity of  action  may  bo  had  throughout  tho  Diocese. 

3d.  That  on  the  Ist  of  May  in  each  year  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  address  a  cir- 
cular letter  to  each  pastor  whose  treasurer  has  down  to  that  date,  failed  to  forward 
his  report,  requesting  him  to  notify  his  lay  delegate  that  it  is  his  duty  to  see  that 
the  proper  report  is  immediately  forwarded  to  the  Secretary,  and  that,  if  this  is  not 
done,  such  delegate  will  bo  called  upon  by  the  Council,  when  his  credentialfl  are 
presented,  to  explain  to  the  body  tho  reason  of  his  failure  to  discharge  this  duty. 

4th.  That  the  Secretary  prepare  a  column  in  his  printed  forms  for  a  report  from 
each  parish  upon  the  subject  of  a  rectory — whether  there  be  one  <:onnected  with 
the  parish,  and  if  so,  how  many  acres  are  attached,  and  if  there  be  no  rectory  what 
the  prospect  is  of  providing  one. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  report  was  received,  and,  upon  motion  of  Rev.  AV.  L. 
Ilyland,  the  resolutions  were  nnaniniously  adopted. 

Key.  Dr.  Pendleton,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  exam- 
ine the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary 
Society,  reported  that  the  same  had  been  examined,  and  found 
to  be  coiTect. 

Rev.  Dr.  Wingfield,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  exam- 
ine the  accounts  of  the  fund  for  the  relief  of  widows  and  or- 
phans of  deceased  clergymen,  presented  the  following  report: 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  report  of   the  Board  of 
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Managers  of  the  fund  for  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  clergy- 
men, beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  examined  the  vouchers  pre- 
sented by  the  treasurer,  and  find  them  to  be  correct  in  every  particu- 
lar. 

They  recommend  that  the  rule  requiring  the  reinvestment  of  one- 
half  of  the  annual  interest  of  the  fund  be  rescinded,  and  that  the 
Board  be  authorized  to  exercise  their  discretion  in  distributing  the 
part  or  whole  of  such  interest. 

They  further  recommend  that  an  annual  collection  be  taken  up  in. 
every  parish  for  the  benefit  of  this  fund. 
Respectfully  submitted.

Upon  motion  of  Kev.  !Mr.  Hyland,  the  Council  took  a  recess- 
until  3  P.  M. 

Fkiday,  3  P.  M. 

The  Council  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Bishop. 

Tlio  Rev.  Dr.  Minnigerode  presented  the  annual  report  of 
the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  as  follows : 

The  total  income  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society  during  the  last 
year,  including  a  balance  of  $1,036  24  in  the  Treasurer  s  hands  in 
May  1869,  amounts  to  $5,458  54,  making  the  net  receipts  from  contri- 
butions during  the  year  $4,422  30.  Of  this  fund,  $5,107  10  was  ex- 
pended in  contributing  to  the  support  of  the  following  ministers :  Revs. 
S.  H.  Phillips,  S.  V.  Tompkins,  J.  R  Lee,  D.  M.  Wharton.  W.  W. 
Greene,  S.  S.  Hepbron,  T.  G.  Dashiell.  H.  Stringfellow,  J.  E.  Ham- 
mond, G.  S.  May,  A.  Fisher,  the  late  Wm.  Friend,  R.  H.  Mason,  H.  E. 
Hayden,  C.  C.  Penick,  R.  T,  Brown,  C.  P.  Rodefer,  Thomas  E.  Locke, 
J.  H.  Williams,  H.  S.  Kepler,  P.  F.  Berkeley,  0.  A.  Glazebrook,  G.  W. 
Easter,  D.  Barr,  J.  S.  Atwell ;  and  by  special  appropriation  for  ser- 
vices performed  :  Rev.  K.  J.  Stewart,  J.  H.  Morrison,  G.  A.  Smith,  D. 
C.  T.  Davis  and  Jos.  H.  Durant ;  in  all,  thirty — a  larger  number  than 
has  ever  been  reported.  This  shows  indeed  the  increased  wants  of  the- 
Piocese,  but  also  the  increased  efforts  which  have  been  made  to  meet  the- 
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emergency.  The  larger  income  calls  for  devoat  tbankfalneas,  aa  it 
shows  a  greater  appreciation  of  their  duty  and  the  importance  of  sus- 
taining our  missions,  on  the  part  of  our  parishes. 

The  proposition  made  at  the  last  Council  that  every  parish  should 
contribute,  as  a  minimum,  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  for  each  communi- 
cant, seems  to  have  been  adopted  by  the  large  majority  of  the 
churches. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  learn  that  95  parishes  have  contributed,  a 
list  of  which  is  appended  to  the  report  at  the  suggestion  of  some  judi- 
cious friends,  and  as  an  official  acknowledgment  to  all  who  have  aided 
the  Society. 

It  is  also  proper  to  st«,te  that  twenty  of  these  parishes  have  contri- 
buted more  than  once  during  the  year — half  a  dozen  at  least  four 
times.  But  this  is  only  a  portion  of  the  missionary  work  done  in  the 
Diocese.  At  the  recommendation  of  the  delegate  missionary  meeting 
held  at  Fredericksburg  last  February,  the  different  Convocations  of 
the  Diocese  have  communicated  to  the  Executive  Committee  the 
results  of  their  missionary  activity,  from  which  we  gather  the  follow- 
ing additional  sums  contributed  to  the  missionary  cause  in  our  Diocese :

Missionary  contribution  of  Henrico  S.  S.  Union 1,603  CO 

And  the  Southeastern  Convocation  raises  $600  per  annum,  which  was 
not  appropriated  last  year  because  of  their  inability  to  find  a  stated 
missionary,  but  which  they  have  the  hope  will  be  expended  this  cur- 
rent year.  In  addition  to  this,  much  missionary  labor  has  been  per- 
formed, at  points  selected  by  the  several  Convocations,  gratuitously  by 
their  own  members,  and  the  system  of  sending  out  resident  pastors  on 
missionary  visitations,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  has  been 
continued. 

The  monej  actually  expended  amounts  to  over  $7,500,  and  it  is  fair 
to  calculate  for  the  coming  year  on  at  least  $10,000.  This  is  all 
needed,  in  the  present  condition  of  the  Diocese,  and  would  not  have 
been  sufficient  to  prevent  painful  suffering  if  the  General  Missionaiy 
Society  and  the  American  Church  Missionary  Society  had  not  gene- 
rously come  to  our  assistance. 
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The  committee  hope  that  a  great  deal  may  be  effected  during  the* 
coming  year.  They  earnestly  urge  their  brethren  of  the  clergy  and 
{he  laity  to  continue  and  increase  their  efforts ;  for  though,  by  the 
blessing  of  God,  the  year  just  passed  shows  a  pleasing  improvement, 
yet  much  is  still  to  be  done,  and  more  must  be  done,  to  £11  up  the  va- 
cant places,  or  even  to  sustain  our  present  engagements.  There  are 
left  in  the  treasury  only  about  $350,  and  we  must  meet  an  expense  of 
more  than  $5,000  during  the  year  from  the  funds  of  the  Society.  Let 
the  clergy  and  lay  delegates  return  to  their  respective  parishes  from 
the  Council  held  at  Wheeling  with  the  determination  to  do  their  duty 
in  this  most  important  work,  and  success  cannot  fail  us.  God's  bless- 
ing will  rest  upon  our  labors.

The  committee  on  the  Meade  Monument  fund  beg  respectfully  to 
report: 

That  they  have  received  in  cash  $1,756  60. 

They  have  contracted  for  a  monument  of  Italian  marble,  to  be  com- 
pleted in  a  few  weeks,  at  a  cost  of  $2,000. 

The  pledges  made  at  last  Council,  amounting  to  $419  86,  have  not 
yet  been  paid,  and  if  paid,  the  committee  think  they  will  require  about 
$100  additional  for  the  proper  enclosure  to  the  ground. 

The  total  cost,  with  this  addition,  would  be  $2,276  46.

That  they  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  for  the  past 
year,  and  find  them  correctly  kept,  and  the  items  of  payment  sustained 
by  satisfactory  vouchers.

The  committee  upon  the  subject  of  the  Episcopal  residence  having 
purchased  a  house,  and  the  treasury  being  thus  relieved  of  the  expense 
of  renting,  your  committee  indulge  the  hope  that  the  surplus  of  the 
ensuing  year,  beyond  the  usual  expenses,  will  be  greater  than  it  was 
last  year.  They  therefore  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolutions: 

Itcsolvedf  1 — That  the  same  amounts  appropriated  last  year  for  the  salaries  of 
the  Bishop,  assistaot  Bishop,  and  officers  of  this  body,  be  hereby  again  appropri- 
,  ated  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2nd — That  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  pay  the  quarter  remaining  unpaid  of 
the  appropriation  made  last  year  for  house  rent  for  the  assistant  Bishop. 

3rd — That  the  Treasurer  be  directed,  after  paying  the  ordinary  expenses,  and  re- 
serving $500  as  a  margin  for  unforeseen  contingencies,  to  pay  over  to  the  proper 
committee  the  residue  in  his  hands,  to  be  applied  towards  the  payments  due  ui.>on 
the  Episcopal  residence. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted  for  the  committee.

Leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Dr.  Rice,  of  Albemarle, 
Mr.  Wm.  C.  Lumsden,  of  Petersburg,  Mr.  N.  II.  Massie,  Revs. 
Dr.  Minnigerode,  R.  M.  Baker,  and  S.  II.  Tompkins. 

Judge  SliefFey,  from  the  Episcopal  residence  committoe,  made 
the  foll(Aving  report  and  resolutions  in  behalf  of  both  the  com- 
mittees acting  in  connection  with  that  subject: 

The  committee  "on  the  purchase  of  an  Episcopal  Residence,"  and 
**on  collections  to  be  made  for  paying  for  the  same,'*  having,  in  obe- 
dience to  the  resolution  of  the  Council,  this  day  adopted,  had  under 
consideration  the  subject  of  providing  the  means  for  meeting  the  pay- 
ments for  the  "Episcopal  Residence"  as  they  mature,  beg  leave  to  re- 
port that,  as  stated  in  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  purchase  of 
the  Episcopal  Residence,  previously  made  to  the  Council,  there  is  a 
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balance  in  the  hands  of  H.  E.  C.  Baskervill,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of  the 
Episcopal  Residence  fund,  of  $587  57,  which  will  be  increased  by 
other  contributions  already  received  but  not  yet  reported  by  the  Treas- 
urer. There  will  also  be  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  contingent  fund, 
the  exact  amount  of  which  will  be  approximated  doubtless  by  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Finance.  To  guard  against  contingencies, 
And  to  protect  the  credit  of  the  Diocese,  several  laymen  have  already 
Agreed  (and  doubtless  others  will  unite  in  the  undertaking)  to  make, 
from  time  to  time,  temporary  advances  necessary  for  the  purpose,  to 
be  returned  out  of  collections  hereinafter  directed  to  be  made.  It  is 
thought  by  the  committees  that  the  liberal  purposes  of  the  Council 
will  be  promptly  sustained  by  the  laity,  if  properly  appealed  to,  and 
that  the  most  efficient  agents  for  that  purpose  will  be  collectors  to  be 
designated  by  the  Bishop,  with  instructions  to  visit  the  parishes  and  to 
raise  the  means  to  discharge  the  debt,  and  by  collections  through  the 
rectors  of  parishes  which  may  not  be  easily  accessible  to  such  appointed 
■collectors.  The  committees,  therefore,  through  their  chairmen,  submit 
for  adoption  by  the  Council  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  to 
tbe  credit  of  the  "Episcopal  Residence  Fund"  any  surplus  of  the  contingent  fund 
in  his  hands  not  otherwise  appropriated  or  required  to  meet  the  cliarges  thereon,  or 
required  by  order  of  the  Council. 

2.  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  authorized  to  receive  from  such  laymen 
as  may  agree  to  make  the  same,  from  time  to  time,  advances  of  money  which  may 
be  necessary,  in  addition  to  the  funds  on  hand,  to  meet  the  payments  on  the  Epis- 
copal Residence  as  they  mature;  and  that  he  issue  proper  acknowledgments  there- 
of; and  that  the  moneys  so  received  be  transferred  to  the  credit  of  the  "Episcopal 
Residence  Fund.'* 

3.  That  the  Bishop  be  authorized  and  requested  to  appoint,  upon  such  terms  as 
he  may  deem  proper,  one  or  more  efficient  collectors,  whoso  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit 
the  parishes  in  the  Diocese  conveniently  accessible,  and  to  solicit  contributions  for 
the  purpose  of  raising  funds  to  meet  the  payments  on  the  "Episcopal  Residence"  as 
they  fall  due,  or  in  advance  of  tlieir  maturity ;  and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
collectors  to  give  prompt  notice  to  the  rectors  of  parishes  which  it  will  be  impracti- 
cable for  them  to  visit,  of  their  inability  to  do  so,  and  thereupon  such  rectors  are 
requested,  at  such  time  as  they  may  deem  best,  but  as  promptly  as  may  be,  to  take  up 
ooUections  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  the  amounts  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese,  to  be  placed  by  him  to  the  credit  of  the  "Episcopal  Residence 
Fond." 

4.  That  so  soon  as  said  property  shall  have  been  paid  for,  the  committee  on  the 
purchase  of  the  Episcopal  Residence,  shall  cause,  in  the  mode  prescribed  by  law, 
the  title  to  such  property  to  be  conveyed  to  the  following  named  trustees,  to  wit:

The  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  proposed  amendments  to 

the  19th  canon  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  had  the  same  under 

consideration,  and  that,  while  they  see  and  deplore  the  evils  incident 

to  "  the  present  mode  of  administering  the  discipline  of  the  Church/* 

they  do  not  think  the  proposed  amendments  expedient,  and  therefore 

recommend  that  they  be  not  adopted.

General  J.  J.  Jackson  moved  that  the  whole  subject  be  laid 
upon  the  table.     Motion  lost. 

Rev.  Dr.  Woodbridge  moved  to  receive  and  adopt  the  report 
of  the  committee.     Lost. 

The  Chair  then  announced  that  the  proposed  amendment 
would  go  over  to  the  next  Council  for  consideration.

Communions  and  catechetical  exercises  so  imperfectly  reported  that 
a  satisfactory  summary  would  be  almost  impossible. 

The  committee  reports  an  increase  in  baptisms  of  12S ;  of  confirma- 
tions 142 ;  in  communicants  of  627 ;  in  marriages  of  33  ;  funerals,  290 ; 
Sunday  schools,  12 ;  in  teachers,  144 ;  in  scholars,  356 ;  in  contribu- 
tions of  $18,229. 

Eev.  Dr.  Gibson  moved  that  hereafter  the  clergy  be  required 
to  report  the  number  of  their  pastoral  visits. 

Bishop  Whittle  moved  as  a  substitute  that  sermons,  commu- 
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nions  and  catechetical  exercises  be  omitted.     The  substitute 
was  adopted. 

Rev.  Dr.  Miuiiigerode  then  read  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church : 

The  committee  are  persuaded  that  the  best  report  they  can  make  on 
the  state  of  the  Church  is  the  plain  enumeration  of  the  facts  which 
appear  in  the  reports  of  our  Bishops  and  of  the  different  parishes. 

God  has  prospered  us,  and  blessed  us  with  signs  of  life  and  tokens 
of  His  favor,  which  have  produced  results  above  those  of  former 
years,  and  which  make  it  our  first  duty  in  humble  gratitude  to  record 
this  acknowledgement,  and  praise  Him  for  His  goodness  and  mercy  to 
our  Zion. 

There  have  been  confirmed  by  our  Diocesan  and  the  Assistant  Bishop, 
within  the  last  year,  1,190  persons* — a  larger  number  than  has  ever 
been  reported  in  this  Diocese.  Nearly  1,200  new  soldiers  of  the  cross 
added  to  our  army  !  If  we  remember,  in  connection  with  this,  that 
within  the  last  three  years  tUe  average  number  of  confirmations  have 
been  each  year  over  1,000,  whilst  the  average  number  in  any  previous 
three  years  have  not  exceeded  the  number  of  from  600  to  700  per  an- 
num ;  it  would  indeed  appear  that  the  Diocese  has  entered  upon  a  new 
period  of  vigor  and  enlargement.  Let  the  lives  of  all,  and  especially 
every  additional  communicant  prove  that  this  increase  is  of  God,  not 
in  number  and  name  only,  but  in  deed  and  in  power.  And  whilst 
ascribing  all  the  glory  to  God  and  asking  for  His  blessing,  which  alone 
can  prosper  us,  let  us  resolve  and  pray  that  never,  through  any  neglect 
or  unfaithfulness  on  our  part,  shall  His  blessing  be  withdrawn  and  our 
progress  be  stayed. 

Our  corps  of  clerical  laborers  in  the  Gospel  has  been  increased  by 
the  ordination  of  14  Deacons  and  9  Presbyters,  and  our  facilities  for 
divine  worship  and  larger  opportunities  to  gather  souls  under  the 
sound  of  the  Gospel  by  the  consecration  jof  three  new  churches.  The 
prospects  of  the  Diocese  for  the  next  years  are  brightened  by  the  fact 
that  we  have  25  candidates  for  orders. 

In  addition  to  this,  and  in  further  proof  of  the  Divine  favor,  we

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liave  to  record  an  unwonted  activity  of  the  Diocese  in  the  missionary 
'Work.  Ministers  and  people  are  waking  np  to  a  sense  of  their  duty 
und  privileges  in  this  most  important  department  of  our  labor.  We 
xiannot  but  connect,  hopefully  connect,  the  increased  number  of  the 
reported  additions  to  our  communion  with  the  enlarged  accession  of 
•contributions  to  the  treasury  of  the  Church,  and  the  renewed  efforts 
made  by  the  clergy  and  the  laity  in  giving  their  time  and  strength  to 
the  spread  of  the  Gospel  in  our  midst.  The  report  of  the  Executive 
Oommittee  shows  that  our  missionary  contributions  and  missionary 
labors  have  been  enlarged,  both  by  the  agency  of  the  Central  Commit- 
tee'and  the  special  work  of  the  several  Convocations.  For  this  we 
thank  Ood  and  take  courage.  In  the  humble  confession  of  our  short- 
-comings  and  failings,  and  the  painful  consciousness  that  many  fields 
•are  still  desolate,  and  others  but  partially  and  insufficiently  cultivated, 
we  yet  can  speak  of  considerable  progress,  and  rejoice  in  the  fact  that 
most  if  not  all  our  parishes  give  evidence  of  increased  life  and  earnest- 
iiess.  As  far  as  we  can  judge,  the  Sunday  School  work  throughout 
the  Diocese  has  received  an  impulse  far  beyond  former  years ;  a  marked 
improvement  has  taken  place  in  these  nurseries  of  the  Church,  both  by 
•a  better  organization  and  by  more  efficient  teaching.  Clergy  and  laity 
sxQ  combining  their  efforts  upon  this  important  field ;  the  additions  of 
•communicants  reported  prove  that  God's  blessing  has  accompanied  our 
training  of  the  young.  The  many  new  Sunday  Schools  established, 
•often  of  a  missionary  character ;  the  many  parochial  schools  organized 
•and  carried  on,  not  only  in  towns,  but  some  even  in  the  country  ;  the 
various  orphan  asylums,  in  which  children  (rescued  from  the  dens  and 
purlieus  of  the  world,  taken  out  of  their  state  of  destitution,  temporal 
and  spiritual),  are,  from  the  start,  taken  under  the  sheltering  wings  of 
God*s  Church,  trained  and  nurtured  in  the  admonition  of  the  Lord,  and 
reared  amidst  the  sanctifying  influences  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  edify- 
ing features  of  our  own  communion ;  the  unprecedented  interest  shown 
in  the  practical  working  of  the  Church  by  the  laity,  and  their  in- 
creased and  developing  cooperation  in  every  good  word  and  work — 
Apparent  even  in  some  country  parishes — all  give  us  hope  that  the  sta- 
tistics furnished  this  year  show  a  prosperity  which  is  not  only  apparent, 
but  which  bears  the  stamp  of  reality,  a  solid  foundation,  and  the  bless- 
ing and  presence  in  our  midst  of  the  great  Head  of  the  Church.  It  is 
but  just  to  the  Diocese  to  add,  that  however  short  we  may  fall  in  the 
due  support  of  the  ministry,  and  lament  this  as  one  of  the  great  causes 
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of  our  still  languishing  condition,  yet  the  salaries  promised  to  their 
ministers  by  the  different  parishes,  whether  large  or  small,  have,  cm 
the  whole,  been  faithfully  paid.  In  few  things  has  the  tone  and  con- 
duct of  the  Diocese  improved  more  signally  than  just  in  this  fulfill- 
ment  of  their  monetary  engagements,  a  fact  which  is  equally  evident 
from  the  promptness  with  which  the  contributions  to  the  contingent 
fund  of  the  Diocese  are  paid  in.  Surely,  all  this  should  encourage  us 
to  work  on  in  faith  and  perseverance,  with  ever  increased  zeal,  being 
assured  that  "our  labor  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord,"  but  that  "in  due 
time  we  shall  reap  if  we  faint  not."  And  surely,  it  should  lead  hb 
into  a  fuller  consecration  of  ourselves,  and  of  all  we  have  of  time,  and 
talents,  and  means,  to  the  Lord,  who  witnesses  in  our  behalf,  and  to 
His  Church  He  has  come  to  bless,  and  show  our  earnestness  and  grati- 
tude by  a  deeper  and  more  consistent  religious  life,  in  the  pursuit  of 
personal  holiness  in  our  walk  and  conversation.  Personal  holiness  and 
the  power  of  personal  religion  are  the  true  tokens  of  God's  blessing 
upon  His  Church,  and  the  power  which  the  Holy  Spirit  uses  to  propa- 
gate the  truth  and  secure  the  triumph  of  the  6ospel/;| 

The  reports  of  the  Bishops,  from  which,  in  great  part,  these  state- 
ments have  been  collected,  suggest  one  further  topic,  which  the  com- 
mittee feel  bound  to  mention,  especially  as  that  part  of  our  Diocesan's 
report  which  referred  to  it  was  given  orally  to  the  Council ;  but  w(^ 
deem  it  our  duty  to  spread  it  before  the  Diocese. 

We  refer  to  the  habit  of  some  members  of  our  communion — not 
many,  we  would  hope,  but  more  than  is  generally  known — of  sending 
their  children,  especially  their  daughters,  to  institutions  of  learning 
which  are  under  the  control  of  the  Church  of  Rome.  It  seems  almost 
incredible  that  such  a  course  could  be  pursued  by  any.  It  must  excite 
pity  for  the  delusion  which  selects  schools  in  an  intellectual,  literary 
or  scientific  aspect,  inferior  to  our  own  ;  and  it  cannot  but  rouse  just 
indignation  and  censure  for  the  disloyalty  involved  in  this  practice. 
The  committee  know  that  ignorance  is,  in  part,  at  the  bottom  of  it,  and 
therefore  feel  it  their  duty  to  warn  the  members  of  our  Church  most 
affectionately  and  earnestly. 

The  pretension  to  superior  excellency  as  scholastic  institutions,  as 
schools  of  instruction  and  sound  education,  is  simply  absurd.  There 
are  and  there  have  been  great  minds  and  great  scholars  in  the  Church 
of  Rome,  but  they  would  be  much  greater  under  the  light  of  an  open 
Bible  and  in  the  freedom  of  thought.     It  is  so  with  their  schools.  We 
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premises.  From  the  highest  grades  of  schools,  the  most  learned  uni- 
versities to  the  humblest  training  schools  among  the  poor,  the  contrast 
between  the  institutions  presided  over  by  the  Church  of  Rome  or  the 
Churches  of  Protestantism  is  glaring  as  the  light  of  day.  Generally 
speaking,  the  education  given  in  Homish  schools  is  superficial ;  it  can- 
not be  thorough,  as  free  investigation  is  fettered.  Convent  schools  for 
girls,  in  particular,  often  rest  their  claims  upon  glittering  accomplish- 
ments, and  may  send  out  their  pupils  with  a  pitiful  attempt  at  painting, 
making  wax  flowers,  or  warbling  some  Italian  airs ;  but  in  the  training 
of  the  mind  and  the  acquirement  of  solid  attainments,  all  must  agree 
they  fall  far  below  the  schools  which  admit  the  light  of  truth,  and  ed- 
ucate the  mind  to  understand  the  grounds  and  apprehend  the  facts  of 
real  and  valuable  knowledge.  True  education  rests  less  on  so-called 
accomplishments,  or  even  special  acquirements,  than  on  the  training  of 
the  mind,  on  the  logical,  the  severe  and  chastened  development  of  in- 
tellect. 

But  this  presents  only  the  surface  view  of  the  question.  The  dUcip* 
line,  for  the  sake  of  which  some  pretend  to  select  these  convent  schools, 
is  the  very  opposite  needed  for  an  ingenuous  and  truthful  character. 
We  speak  of  the  system,  not  of  this  or  that  particular  school ;  there 
may  be,  there  no  doubt  are,  exceptions — exceptions  praiseworthy  and 
Jovely,  in  spite  of  the  system.  But  this  does  not  alter  the  aspect  of 
the  question.  The  system  of  surveillance  under  the  inspection  of  the 
priest,  or  teachers  subject  to  the  control  of  the  priest,  is  calculated  to 
deaden  the  sense  of  truth  and  honesty ;  and  the  fear  of  man  and  the 
authority  of  the  priest  or  the  Church  to  which  he  professes  to  have  the 
exclusive  power  of  admission,  preside  over  the  development  of  charac- 
ter, rather  than  the  fear  of  God,  and  that  obedience  which  must  be 
lodged  in  the  heart,  and  given  to  God  in  its  secret  emotions  and  in  its 
open  acts  alike. 

But  the  wrong  done  and  the  sin  involved  in  trusting  our  children  to 
such  influences  is  still  greater  when  we  think  of  the  eternal  interests  of 
the  souls,  which  we  are  bound,  by  every  obligation  of  nature  and  nat- 
ural affection,  of  common  sense  and  fairness,  and  of  the  highest  claims 
of  loyalty  to  our  Saviour  and  His  Church,  to  train  up  in  the  truth  and 
save  from  the  ruinous  influences  of  error  and  superstition,  that  mili- 
tate alike  against  the  word  of  God  and  the  true  ends  of  life.  We  do 
not  blame  Eomanists,  who  hope  to  earn  heaven  by  proselyting,  and 
thus  exert  themselves  to  gain  the  ear  and  pliant  afiections  of  the  young. 
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do  not  den^  that  they  may  have  some  good  schools,  and  some  whiek 
may  be  commended  for  some  special  excellencies.    But,  in  the  naiurt 
of  things,  the  light  of  intellect  and  thought  shines  more  dimly  in  thair 
cloistered  schools  than  in  the  institutions  of  the  Protestant  Church. 
The  statistics  of  the  last  three  centuries  in  England  and  the  continent 
of  Europe  confirm  by  facts  what  reason  would  anticipate  from  their 
for  gladly  receiving  our  children  under  their  charge  and  moulding 
them  to  the  views  of  their  Church  ;  but  we  have  no  words  to  ezpreii 
our  horror  at  the  recklessness  and  defiance  with  which  members  of  oar 
Communion  have  been  found  willing  to  expose  their  children  to  such 
influences.     Apart  from  occasional  revival  practices;  skillfully  adapted 
for  their  purposes  from  others,  there  are  three  ways  in  which  thai 
proselytism  is  carried  on  :  by  gaining  the  ear  of  the  dying  sinner,  and 
promising  him  salvation  for  his  adherence  to  their  Church,  often  at  the 
price  of  costly  donations ;  by  the  force  of  earthly  psBsion,  when  a  poor 
girl  becomes  unequally  yoked,  and,  married  to  a  Romanist,  follows 
him,  at  first,  perhaps,  only  for  the  sake  of  peace  on  earth,  into  his  idol- 
atrous communion;  but  chiefly  and  most  frequently  by    charging 
themselves  with  the  education  of  the  young  and  instilling  in  the  un- 
tutored minds  their  own  principles,  and  thus  leading  them  captive  at 
their  will,  never  giving  them  up  in  later  life,  but  continuing  their  ef- 
forts until  they  gain  their  end  and  drag  them  beyond  the  boundaries 
of  truth  and  Christian  freedom. 

We  know  well  enough  that  the  fears  of  anxious  parents  are  quieted 
by  the  most  solemn  assurances  that  no  religious  influence  shall  be  ex- 
erted over  them.  That  is  in  itself  an  impossibility,  and  known  to  be 
such  on  the  part  of  those  who  commence  their  rule  over  the  child  by 
wilfully  giving  this  false  assurance ;  and  the  insidiousness  and  disin- 
genuousn ess  with  which,  covertly,  that  influence  is  created  and  fostered 
— so  universally  that  it  becomes  almost  characteristic  of  them — ^ia 
found  out  by  the  deluded  parent  when  too  late — when  the  work  is 
done.  And  thus  discord  is  sown  in  families ;  and  thus  children  are 
estranged  from  the  afiection  for  their  parents,  and  often  made  -  mis- 
sionaries for  their  perversion  ;  husband  and  wife  are  separated  and 
made  unhappy,  and  souls,  whose  birthright  was  the  truth,  and  at 
whose  cradle  the  Gospel  had  stood  sponsor,  carried  hopelessly,  irretriev- 
ably into  the  vortex  of  error  and  superstition.  Suppose  the  learning 
furnished  was  real — what  of  it,  if  it  keeps  the  soul  from  "coming  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth  ?*'    And  suppose  it  was  true — which  is  alleged 
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hj  some,  and  used  by  that  designing  Church  as  its  bait — that  they  will 
give  their  education  on  lower  terms  or  even  gratuitously,  when  in  this 
supposed  saving  of  money  the  loss  of  the  soul  may  be  involved  ? 

But  we  say  there  is  more  real  sympathy  and  more  unselfish  charity 
in  our  own  schools  than  in  theirs ;  and  no  parent  need  fear  that  our 
Church  will  not  extend  the  hand  of  help.  Or  is  it  more  painful  and 
mortifying  to  human  pride  to  receive  or  even  ask  such  help  from  our 
own  friends  and  brethren  in  the  Church,  than  to  beg  of  another,  and 
that  a  Church  which  lords  it  over  her  people,  and  upon  which  they  do 
not  pretend  to  have  any  claims?  The  disloyalty  which  is  involved  in 
Buch  a  cause  to  the  Church  and  to  the  truth  ;  the  inconsistency  and  de- 
nial of  every  principle  of  prudence  and  uprightness ;  the  denial  of  the 
faith  in  which  they  profess  to  live  and  on  which  rest  their  hopes,  mark 
BUch  conduct  with  a  depth  of  perversion  which  calls  for  the  loudest 
warning  on  the  part  of  the  Church,  and  which,  we  would  say,  should 
place  the  guilty  under  the  severest  censure  that  the  Church  can  admin- 
ister, were  it  not  that  the  effect  of  such  discipline  seems  hopeless 'where 
people  are  willing  to  run  the  risk  of  bringing  upon  their  heads  the 
guilt  of  their  children's  blood. 

The  committee  can  say  to  the  Church  at  large,  that  within  our  own 
communion,  directly  or  indirectly  under  the  control  of  the  Church,  and 
always  under  the  control  of  Christian  principle,  there  are  the  best 
schools  to  which  our  children  can  be  sent ;  and  that  it  is  the  bounden 
duty  of  all  to  honor  God  by  accepting  the  offer. he  makes  them  in  the 
Church  of  their  confession  and  affection. 

The  Christian  home,  the  influence  of  pious  parents,  the  study  of 
Qod's  word,  the  training  powers  of  our  own  Church,  are  the  appointed 
ways  of  bringing  up  our  children  as  Christian  men  and  women,  with 
the  "promise  of  the  life  that  now  is  and  of  that  which  is  to  come ;" 
and  this  leaves  such  as  pursue  the  opposite  course  without  excuse. 
The  greatest  crime  mentioned  of  parents  in  the  Old  Testament  was  to 
pass  their  children  through  the  fire  and  sacrifice  them  in  the  burning 
arms  of  Moloch.  Is  this  sin  against  their,  children's  bodies  worse  than 
that  which  may  consign  their  souls  to  hopeless  superstition,  and,  per- 
haps, eternal  ruin  ? 

Respectfully  submitted  by  the  committee. 

Rev.  Dr.  Norwood  moved  that  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  be 
requested  to  read  to  their  congregations  that  portion  of  the  re- 
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port  which  refers  to  the  sending  children  to  Parish  schools.

Rev.  Mr.  Nock  moved  to  adjourn.    Motion  lost 
Judge  Lay,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  consider  the 

subject  of  Life  Lisurance  of  the  Clergy,  made  the  following 

report: 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  in  relation  to 
Life  Insurance  of  the  Clergy,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report  the  fol- 
lowing plan,  which  they  recommend  to  the  adoption  of  the  Council : 

Ist.  That  an  association  be  organized,  to  be  called  the  "Brotherhood 
of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Virginia.'* 

2nd.  It>s  officers  shall  consist  of  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer, 
who,  together,  shall  constitute  a  board  of  trustees,  for  the  investment 
or  application  of  all  funds  which  may  come  into  their  hands  (and  who 
shall  reside  in  the  city  of  Richmond) ;  and  in  addition,  there  shall  be 
an  agent  of  the  Brotherhood,  either  male  or  female,  in  each  parish  of 
the  Diocese,  to  be  appointed  by  the  pastor,  who  shall  be  charged  with 
the  duty  of  procuring  members  and  collecting  all  dues. 

3rd.  Every  clergyman  and  layman  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia  may 
be  a  member  of  this  Brotherhood,  but  no  one  else. 

4th.  Every  communicant  is  privileged  to  join  this  Brotherhood  by 
paying  an  initiation  fee  of  two  dollars,  which  shall  be  invested  by  the 
trustees ;  and  the  interest  thereof,  from  time  to  time  accruing,  shall  be 
appropriated,  so  far  as  necessary,  to  the  expenses  of  this  organization. 
Should  this  special  fund  reach,  at  any  time,  the  amount  of  $50,000,  an^ 
annual  dividend  shall  be  declared,  out  of  any  surplus  beyond  that 
sum — the  clergy  receiving  twice  as  much  as  the  laity  in  said  dividend. 

5th.  On  the  death  of  any  clergyman,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
secretary  to  give  notice  thereof  to  each  agent  of  the  society  in  the 
Diocese,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  notify  each  member  of  the  Brother- 
hood in  his  parish  of  the  same,  and  to  collect  of  him  or  her  two  dollars 
and  ten  cents,  the  whole  of  said  collections  to  be  forwarded  by  said 
agents  to  the  treasurer.  This  fund,  thus  collected  from  the  whole 
Brotherhood,  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  treasurer,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  board,  to  the  family  or  representatives  of  the  deceased 
clergyman. 
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6th.  On  the  death  of  any  lay  member  of  the  Brotherhood,  the  duty 
indicated  in  the  foregoing  article  shall  be  similarly  performed,  with 
the  exception  that  one  dollar  and  ten  cents,  instead  of  two  dollars  and 
ten  cents,  will  be  collected  of  each  lay  member.  But  no  clergyman 
shall  be  called  on  to  pay  anything  for  the  benefit  of  deceased  lay 
members. 

7th.  Any  member  (either  clerical  or  lay)  who  shall  fail  to  pay  any 
assessment  due  as  aforesaid,  within  thirty  days,  shall  cease  to  be  a 
member,  and  forfeit  all  the  benefits  of  this  association. 

8th.  Should  any  member  of  the  Brotherhood  die  withon^-a  family, 
or  some  one  dependent  on  him,  the  assessments  due  in  consequence  of 
his  death  shall,  when  collected,  be  invested  or  appropriated  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Brotherhoq|d. 

9th.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to 
make  such  by-laws  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  or  proper,  for  the 
efficient  management  of  the  association,  subject  to  the  control  of  the 
Council. 

10th.  An  annual  report  shall  be  made  to  the  Council  by  the  board 
of  trustees,  disclosing  the  entire  management,  and  the  condition  of  the 
association. 

11th.    The  officers  shall  be  appointed  from  time  to  time  by  the 

Council.

Cazenove,  report  that  they  have  performed  the  duty  assigned  them, 
and  that  the  fund  now  consists  of  $4,600  of  Virginia  State  stock ;  $90S 
certificates  of  interest  by  the  State  of  Virginia,  and  twenty  shares  of 
Old  Dominion  Bank  stock,  worth  about  $40  per  share,  and  perhaps  a 
little  more,  for  they  have  paid  $40  in  a  division  of  their  assets,  and 
will  probably  pay  something  more. 

The  whole  fund,  therefore,  is  now  about  $6,400,  almost  entirely  in 
Virginia  State  stock  at  par  value.    That  stock  is  now  worth  about  $70^ 
per  share. 

Besides  this,  there  are  now  due  by  Exchange  Bank,  dividends  un- 
drawn, and  which,  if  prior  to  July  1866,  are  valuable,  otherwise  not. 
It  does  not  appear  from  the  statement  of  the  trustees  whether  these- 
are  or  are  not  valuable. 

More  than  $20,000  were  invested  in  bank  stock  which  is  now  utterly^ 
worthless. 
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The  death  of  Mr.  Wm.  H.  Fowle,  late  a  trustee,  makes  it  important 
to  elect  another  in  his  place,  to  act  with  Messrs.  C.  F.  Lee  and  Edward 
<3.  Fletcher,  the  present  trustees.  They  therefore  recommend  the 
name  of  Mr.  Arthur  C.  Herbert.

Council,  a  Christian  should  not  bo  satisfied  (except  under  extraordinary  circom- 
-stances)  with  any  less  regular  contribution  than  one-tenth  of  his  income. 

Ecsolved^  That  this  Council  request  the  Bishop  to  issue  a  pastoral  letter  on  this 
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subject,  and  that  the  clergj  be  requested  to  read  this  pastoral  letter  to  their  con- 
gregations, and  to  exhort  them  from  time  to  time  on  this  duty,  with  the  same  car- 
neetness  that  they  use  in  enforcing  other  Christian  duties ;  and  that  the  Convoca- 
tions of  the  Diocese  be  requested  to  appoint  Convocation  sermons  to  be  preached  in 
enforcement  of  this  duty.

There  have  been  conti'ibuted  for  that  purpose 
about  $900,  upwards  of  $400  of  which  have  been  contributed 
by  people  in  the  neighborhood.

I  am  expecting 
a  visit  from  the  Bishop  about  the  1st  of  June,  and  I  hope  to 
have  a  class  of  six  or  eight  confirmed.  There  is  much  room 
for  encouragement  in  our  work  here.

St.  John's  Church,  Charleston,  having  become  vacant  as  to  a 
minister,  by  the  resignation  of  Eev.  J.  A.  Nock,  which  took 
effect  on  the  30th  November  last,  I  have  undertaken  to  make  a 
report  for  the  Church  of  its  condition  for  the  past  year. 

By  a  comparison  with  the  report  of  last  year,  it  will  be  seen 
4;hat  the  number  of  our  communicants  has  somewhat  increased, 
but  it  has  been  chiefly  by  transfer.  We  add  nine  this  year,  two 
of  whom  were  confirmed  last  June.  There  is  likely  to  be  a 
rapid  increase  of  the  population  of  Charleston  and  the  Kana- 
wha Valley,  and  of  the  accessions  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  our 
Church  will  get  its  share  of  the  new  comers.  It  is,  therefore, 
•of  the  utmost  importance  to  us  that  the  Church  shall  no  longer 
be  vacant.  Rev.  C.  M.  Callaway,  of  Baltimore,  was  recom- 
onended  to  us  by  some  of  the  clergy ;  we  immediately  corre- 
sponded with  him,  and  after  a  visit  in  April  the  vestry  tendered 
him  a  call,  which  he  has  accepted,  and  will  take  charge  of  the 
Parish  in  June.  We  hope  we  shall  prosper,  and  in  a  short  time 
jregain  our  lost  ground. 
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There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  missionanr  labor  in  this 
part  of  the  Diocese.  We  have  assurances  that  it  there  could  be 
found  one  active,  energetic  minister,  without  a  family,  who 
would  be  wiUing  to  undergo  some  of  the  hardships  and  priva- 
tions incident  to  this  mountain  country,  he  could  be  almost  sup- 
ported by  voluntary  contributions,  without  taxing  the  Society's 
funds,  except  to  a  very  small  amount  • 

A  report  was  made  to  the  Council  in  1868,  which  embraced 
this  subject  to  a  nmch  lar^r  extent,  and  if  that  report  had  been 
published  the  cler^  of  Sie  Diocese,  and  others  interested  in 
the  subject  of  missionary  labor  in  our  own  Diocese,  would  see 
how  important  it  is  that  some  definite  action  should  be  taken 
in  reference  to  this  branch  of  Church  work.

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  late  Council  held  in  Fred- 
ericksburg— "  with  instructions  to  report  to  the  next  Council  a 
substitute  for  the  9th  Canon,  with  such  amendments  to  the 
present  form  as  in  their  judgment  may  seem  expedient" — ^beg 
leave  to  offer  the  following  as  the  result  of  their  deliberations : 

Canon  IX. 

JSlection  and  Duties  of  Vestries  ami  Wardens,  <fe. 

Sec  1.  In  every  parish  supplied  by  a  clergyman  of  this 
Church,  divine  service  shall  be  performed  on  Monday  in  Easter 
week,  or  on  some  day  other  than  Sunday,  as  soon  thereafter  as 
practicable,  immediately  before  the  election  of  Church  officers. 
Where  the  parish  has  more  than  one  place  of  worship,  the 
service  shall  be  held  where  deemed  most  suitable  by  the  min- 
ister. 

Sec  2.  Public  notice  of  this  service  and  election  shall  be 
given  by  the  minister,  on  the  two  Sundays  preceding,  or  in  his 
absence,  by  the  senior  warden,  by  writing  posted  at  the  Church 
door. 

Sec  3.  Every  male  person  of  twenty-one  years  of  age,  is 
entitled  to  vote,  who  having  been  baptized  professes  to  adhere 
to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  has  been  entered  on  the 
parish  register  as  a  worshipper  for  six  calendar  months  next 
preceding  the  ejection,  and  contributes  to  the  support  of  the 
parish. 

Sec  4.    A  majority  of  those  present  claiming  to  be  voters^ 
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shall  select  three  of  their  number,  who  shall  constitate  a  Com- 
mittee to  judge  of  the  election  of  vestrymen,  of  the  qualifica- 
tion of  voters,  and  of  the  qualifications  of  parishioners  proposed 
to  be  elected  vestrymen. 

Sec.  5.  The  voters  proper  shall  then  elect  by  ballot  not  less 
than  three,  nor  more  than  twelve  male — ^baptized  members  of 
the  congregation  or  parish— of  sober  life  and  conversation,  who, 
with  the  minister,  shall  serve  as  the  vestry,  until  their  successors 
shall  be  elected  and  qualified  to  act. 

Sec  6.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  election,  the  vestry, 
together  with  the  wardens,  the  register  and  the  treasurer  of  the 
former  vestry,  shall  meet  at  the  time  and  place  appointed.  The 
rector,  or  in  his  absence  the  senior  warden,  shall  preride,  and 
open  the  proceedings  with  one  or  more  collects  and  the  Lord's 
Prayer, 

Sec.  7.  The  first  act  of  the  new  vestry  shall  be  the  sub- 
scription of  each  number  elect  to  the  following  declaration  and 
promise :  ^^  I  do  believe  the  Hohj  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testament  to  be  the  Word  of  Gocly  and  to  contain  all  things  necessary 
to  salvation;  and  I  do  yield  my  hearty  assent  and  approbation  to  the 
doctrineSy  worship  ami  discipline  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  these  United  States  ;  and  I prondse  that  I  xcill  fait] f  idly  execute  the 

office  of  vestryman  of Parish  or  Church  in countyy 

according  to  my  best  knowledge  and  shill.'^  H^o  person  shall  vote 
or  act  as  vestryman  until  he  has  subscribed  this  decluration  and 
promise. 

Sec.  8.  The  vestry  shall  then  proceed  to  choose  two  suitable 
male  communicants  to  be  Church  wardens  for  the  ensuing 
year ;  also  one  of  their  own  number  to  be  register^  and  another, 
treasurer;  and  the  old  officers  shall  thereupon  immediately  give 
place  to  the  new,  and  transfer  to  tlicni  severally  all  the  Church 
funds,  property,  books  and  records,  respectively  in  their  posses- 
sion. 

Sec  9.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  vestry  shall  be  filled  by 
a  vote  of  the  remaining  members.  A  majority  of  the  whole 
shall  constitute  a  quorum.     On  all  questions  in  which  he  is  not 
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personally  interested,  the  rector  shall  be  entitled  to  vote.  All 
vestry  meetings  shall  be  subject  to  his  call :  although  two  ves- 
trymen, if  they  judge  it  necessary,  may  summon  a  meeting. 

Sec.  10.    Duties. 

(1.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  vestry  to  consider  and  determine 
-upon  the  election  of  rector,  to  cooperate  with  him  in  gathering 
«ouls  into  the  fold  of  Christ ;  to  see  that  he  be  well  provided 
with  food,  raiment  and  shelter,  and  that  his  salary  be  paid 
-quarterly  in  advance ;  to  report  to  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  any 
violation  of  the  canons  and  rubrics  on  the  part  of  the  rector;  to 
make  and  execute  all  contracts  for  the  erection,  furnishing, 
repair  and  due  preservation  of  the  Church  edifice,  the  rectory 
and  other  parish  property ;  to  regulate  the  use  of  the  grave- 
yard ;  to  employ  an  organist  and  otherwise  provide  for  sacred 
music,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  rector ;  to  engage  a  sexton; 
and  generally,  as  the  constituted  and  authorized  agents  of  the 
-congregation  or  parish,  to  transact  all  the  temporal  business 
•connected  with  the  spiritual  objects  contemplated  in  parochial 
organization. 

(2.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  wardens  to  keep  watch  over  the 
•due  preparation  of  the  Church  for  every  occasion  of  public 
worship ;  to  see  that  it  be  kept  duly  warm,  ventilated,  cleaned, 
and  in  good  repair ;  to  superintend  and  regulate  the  mode  in 
which  the  sexton  and  other  inferior  employes  perform  their 
-duties ;  to  collect  the  oflferings  of  the  people ;  to  take  care  of 
the  font  and  communion  plate ;  to  provide  out  of  the  parish 
funds  a  sufficient  supply  of  vestments  and  books  to  be  used  in 
public  worship,  and  also  the  elements  for  each  celebration  of  the 
Lord's  Supper;  to  attend  to  the  accommodation  of  the  congre- 
^tion  with  seats,  and  to  maintain  order  and  decorum  in  the 
time  of  public  worship.  To  vestrymen  and  other  male  commu- 
nicants, the  wardens  may  justly  apply  for  all  requisite  assistance 
in  fulfilling  these  duties. 

(3.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  register  of  the  vestry  to  take 
charge  of  all  parish  records ;  to  keep  true  and  fair  entries  of 
all  proceedings  of  vestry ;  and  when  there  shall  be  no  rector,  to 
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enter  upon  the  church  register  usually  kept  by  the  minister,  aU 
baptisms,  specifying  the  christian  and  sur  names  of  the  parents, 
with  the  name  and  date  of  birth  and  baptism  of  the  person 
baptized ;  also  all  the  marriages,  funerals,  with  dates  and  names 
of  parties ;  and  in  like  manner  all  confirmations  administered 
in,  and  communicants  lost  or  gained  by,  the  parish  or  church. 

(4.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  the  vestry  to  take 
charge  of  all  monies,  except  communion  alms,  and  other  special 
offerings,  and  to  disburse  the  same  under  the  directions  of  the 
vestry. 

(5.)  Essential  to  the  welfare  of  each  parish  and  congregation 
as  are  the  services  thus  provided  for,  and  important  as  are  these 
offices,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  people  rightly  to  esteem,  and  kindly 
to  regard  those  who  faithfully  discharge  them.

REPORT  OF  REV.  K.  J.  STEWART. 

GoRDoxsviLLE,  Va.,  April  28,  1870. 

As  I  Lave  not  yet  found  any  records  of  Bloomfield  parish, 
and  am  not  prepared  to  present  a  statistical  report,  I  send  you 
the  following  as  my  report  of  Bloomfield  parish,  Trinity  and 
Piedmont  Churches,  Madison  county,  and  of  services  at  Gor- 
donsville. 

It  is  with  great  thankfulness  that  I  report  to  you  the  w^ork 
done,  the  results  gained,  and  the  means  used  in  this  field. 

Circumstances  having  induced  a  residence  in  this  place,  where 
I  found  no  services  of  our  Church,  I  began  to  celebrate  public 
worship  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  atGordonsville,and  in  other 
churches  in  this  and  adjacent  counties.  No  salary  could  be  had. 
One  of  the  churches  of  Bloomfield  parish  was  in  a  ruined  state 
from  the  effects  of  war;  the  other  from  age  and  neglect     The 
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whole  district  was  regarded  by  church  authorities  as  "given  up 
to  other  denominations."  These  denominations  seemed  to  re- 
gard us  as  aristocratic  in  church  matters,  and  as  dead  to  the 
power  of  spiritual  religion. 

I  had  nothing  to  depend  on  for  meeting  necessary  expenses 
but  the  collections  taken  up  at  each  service,  which  on  one  oc- 
casion amounted  to  fifteen  cents,  and  voluntary  donations 
from  persons  who  heard  of,  and  took  an  interest  in  the  work. 
The  collections  have  steadily  increased  to  about  five  dollars  a 
Sunday,  and  we  begin  another  year  with  every  encouragement 
of  success. 

'  Piedmont  church  has  been  repaired,  in  which  we  were  mded 
by  "the  Bruce  fund."  Trinity  church  has  been  reoccupied. 
The  congregations  have  steadily  increased  in  attendance  and 
attention.  The  sacraments  are  given  to  devout  and  increasing 
numbers.  We  have  been  cheered  in  work  by  an  Epi8coi)al 
visitation.  The  Executive  Committee  Board  of  Missions  has 
donated  $100  as  evidence  of  their  regard  of  work  done;  and  we 
enter  upon  another  year  with  increased  work  to  be  done,  in- 
creased expenses  to  be  met,  but  with  the  encouragement  of  past 
success. 

Up  to  the  present  we  have  not  been  compelled  to  ask  aid  of 
any  one :  all  that  has  been  ^ven  has  been  given  freely. 

We  need  a  horse;  aid  in  building  two  chapels;  music  books; 
a  small  organ  and  prayer  books.

REPORT  OF  REV.  GEORGE  A.  SMITH.

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Theo.  Seminary,  May  1870. 

In  confonnity  with  the  order  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  I 
would  respectfully  report  the  ecclesiastical  acts  and  doings  in 
connection  with  |the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

There  have  been  4  ordinations  in  the  Seminary  Chapel,  3 
marriages,  and  1  baptism  (infant).  The  weekly  collections  in 
the  chapel,  for  contingent  expenses  and  for  charity,  have  been 
$285  37.  A  neat  and  plain  brass  chandelier  has  been  added  to 
the  accommodations  of  the  chapel,  through  the  kindness  of 
some  fiiends.  The  Sunday-school  held  in  the  prayer  hall  of 
the  Seminary  numbers  61  scholars. 

In  the  country  surrounding  the  Seminary,  the  students  have 
maintained  16  stations,  in  which  service  is  conducted.  In  seve- 
ral of  these,  Sunday-schools  are  taught,  containing  all  together 
240  children  and  youths.  Out  of  the  latter,  3  have  been  con- 
firmed, and  others  are  awaiting  confirmation.  Children  to  the 
number  of  16  have  been  baptized  at  these  stations,  and  5  fune- 
rals have  been  attended.  The  stations  range,  in  their  distance 
from  the  Seminary,  from  1  to  5  miles.

DUNBAR  FEMALE  INSTITUTE. 

Winchester,  Va.,  May  14th,  1870. 

I  respectfully  report  to  the  Bishop  that  tlus  Institution,  in  all 
of  its  departments,  has  been  well  attended  during  the  present 
scholastic  year,  numbering  130  pupils  from  10  States,  and  em- 
ploying 12  professors  and  instructors.  Besides  the  interesting 
Bible  class,  we  have  had  daily  morning  service  in  the  school, 
and  there  is  now  a  confirmation  class,  awaiting  the  usual  visit 
from  the  Bishop*  I  have  assisted  my  brethren  of  this  Diocese 
and  Maryland,  as  time  and  opportunity  have  allowed,  especially 
the  Kector  of  this  parish,  during  his  late  visit  to  Euroi)e.  Be- 
sides the  p($w-rents,  weekly  collections,  &c.,  going  to  increase 
somewhat  the  revenue  of  the  parish  proper,  during  the  present 
year,  from  Ist  of  October  last,  the  Principal  stands  pledged  to 
the  Valley  Convocation  in  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  mission- 
ary work,  the  half  of  which  has  been  paid. 

I  am  gratified  to  be  able  to  state  that  in  my  efforts  to  build 

up  this  school,  running  now  through  six  years,  I  have  been 

kindly  assisted,  as  well  by  the  good  people  of  this  parish,  as  of 

this  and  other  dioceses.    We  have  occasion  to  be  thankful  for 

the  good  health  of  the  school,  there  never  having  occurred  a 

death  since  its  establishment  in  1864;  while  ten  dollars  vrill 

pay  all  the  medical  bills  of  the  young  ladies  for  this  year.

During  the  year  I  have  been  engaged  in  missionary  work  in 
these  two  'churches.  The  fifth  Sundays  have  been  given  •to 
other  destitute  neighborhoods. 

There  are  but  3  communicants  at  St  Peter's  Church.  There 
are  8  or  10  others  living  in  the  county,  but  not  having  convey- 
ances, they  have  not  been  able  to  attend.  Nearly  three  hun- 
dred dollars  have  been  collected  to  restore  the  desolations  of 
this  venerable  church.  A  portion  of  this  sum  has  been  applied 
in  fitting  it  for  present  use.  A  few  hundred  dollars  more, 
which  we  hope  to  get,  will  enable  us  to  put  it  in  a  state  of  com- 
plete repair. 

There  are  24  communicants  in  the  Church  of  St.  James  the 
Less,  at  Ashland.  The  most  of  these  are  young  ladies.  Our 
Sunday-school  here  is  doing  well.  A  sewing  society,  to  aid  in 
raising  funds  to  build  a  church,  will  be  immediately  formed. 
There  is  a  small  class,  awaiting  the  Bishop's  visit  to  be  con- 
firmed. 

I  have  baptized  6  infants. 

The  children  have  been  catechised,  and  the  Holy  Communion 
has  been  regularly  administered  in  this  church.

My  Dear  Bishop, — Since  the  meeting  of  our  last  Coun- 
cil, my  missionary  labors  have  been  as  follows :  I  have  preached 
regularly  to  very  encouraging  congregations  at  Bowling  Green, 
and  in  the  neighborhood  of  Mr.  James  Hunter's  in  Caroline 
county,  and  at  Goochland  courthouse,  Hebron  and  Manikin  in 
the  same  county,  distributing  a  number  of  prayer  books  among 
the  people. 

About  two  months  ago,  the  mining  company  at  Manikin 
suspended  their  operations,  by  which  a  large  number  of  families 
were  thrown  out  of  employment,  and  compelled  to  seek  other 
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means  of  subsistence.  By  the  removal  of  so  large  a  number  of 
persons  from  that  place,  we  are  constrained  to  abandon  the 
idea  of  building  a  church  there  (at  least,  for  the  present),  and 
to  concentrate  our  labors  at  Hebron  twice  a  month,  instead  of 
once,  where  we  hope  ere  long  to  have  a  house  of  worship  of 
our  own. 

We  hope  to  present  a  petition  to  the  approaching  Council  for 
the  formation  of  a  new  congregation  at  this  point,  when  we 
shall  be  fully  organized. 

Our  Baptist  friends  in  Caroline  have  kindly  tendered  the  use 
of  their  church  (Concord),  where  we  have  large,  attentive,  and 
I  trust  interested  congregations. 

The  church  stands  near  the  site  of  old  Reqdy  Creek  church, 
St  Mary's  parish,  long  since  passed  away;  and  I  presume  that 
mine  was  the  first  Episcopal  minister's  voice  ever  heard  within 
its  walls. 

The  troublous  times  in  which  we  live  have  paralyzed  our 
efforts  to  erect  a  church  at  Goochland  courthouse,  but  we  hope 
that  the  day  is  not  distant  when  we  shall  set  on  foot  that  enter- 
prise, as  our  people  in  that  vicinity  are  fully  alive  to  its  im- 
portance.
